1 . This  is  a public  auction  and  mail  bid  sale  (referred  to  as  Auction  ’90™)  conducted  in  the  State  of  Illinois  by  bonded  and  licensed 
auctioneers  in  the  City  of  Rosemont  on  behalf  of  Auction  '90,  Inc,,  an  Illinois  corporation.  The  auction  is  selling  numismatic 
property  catalogued  by  the  following  four  independent,  non-related  firms: 

Stack's  Rare  Coins,  a New  York  corporation  (STACK'S) 

Rare  Coin  Company  of  America,  Inc.,  an  Illinois  corporation  (RARCOA) 

Superior  Stamp  & Coin  Co.,  Inc.,  a California  corporation  (SUPERIOR) 

David  W.  Akers,  Inc.,  a Florida  corporation  (AKERS) 

The  employees,  representatives  and  agents  of  each  firm  are  solely  and  singularly  responsible  only  for  the  numismatic 
properties,  conduct,  representation  and  description  of  that  firm,  regardless  of  any  help  extended  to  the  other. 

2.  All  lots  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  as  determined  by  the  auctioneer.  If  any  dispute  arises  during  or  after  the  sale  of 
a lot  (but  during  the  session),  the  auctioneer  shall  have  the  right  to  recall  the  lot  and  put  it  up  for  sale  again.  In  all  cases,  the 
auctioneer’s  decision  shall  be  final.  For  the  bidder's  protection,  NO  “UNLIMITED"  OR  “BUY"  BIDS  WILL  BE  ACCEPTED. 

3.  A 10%  buyer’s  charge  will  be  added  to  the  “hammer  price”  of  each  lot  as  determined  by  the  auctioneer.  This  10%  , 
buyer's  fee  will  be  added  to  the  invoice  of  each  successful  bidder  regardless  of  a bidder’s  affiliation  with  any  group 
or  organization.  Sales  tax,  if  applicable,  and  any  other  tax  will  be  added  to  the  total  amount  of  each  invoice  including 
the  buyer’s  charge.  Buyer  agrees  to  hold  Auction  '90  and  the  firms  conducting  the  sale  harmless  for  any  sales  or  other  taxes 
due  thereunder,  including  reasonable  attorneys  fees,  costs  and  any  interest  or  penalties  assessed. 

4.  Auction  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  and  lots  must  be  paid  for  promptly  in  U.S.  funds.  Credit  cards  such  as  VISA,  MasterCard, 
American  Express,  and  others  may  not  be  used  for  payment.  Bids  cannot  be  accepted  from  those  under  18  years  of  age 
without  a parent’s  written  consent  guaranteeing  prompt  payment. 

5.  Floor  bidders  who  previously  have  not  established  credit  with  the  firm  conducting  the  session  must  furnish  satisfactory  credit 
references  as  determined  by  the  firm  conducting  the  session  they  wish  to  bid  in,  or  deposit  25%  of  their  total  bids  for  that 
session  before  such  bids  can  be  accepted.  Deposits  submitted  will  be  applied  to  purchases  and  any  unused  portion  of  such 
deposits  will  be  promptly  refunded  after  that  session.  At  the  option  of  the  auctioneer,  credit  may  be  extended  to  any  pur- ! 
chaser,  and  periodic  charges  may  be  imposed  on  any  unpaid  balance  as  may  be  stated  on  the  invoice  or  statement  for ! 
numismatic  properties  purchased. 

6.  Bids  must  be  for  an  entire  lot.  On  all  successful  bids,  a bidder  agrees  to  pay  a 1 0%  buyer’s  fee  in  addition  to  the  sum  actually 
bid  (hammer  price  determined  by  the  auctioneer)  plus  all  mail  and  shipping  charges  plus  all  applicable  taxes,  including  sales 
tax.  No  lots  will  be  broken  up.  Lots  will  be  sold  in  their  numbered  sequence  unless  the  auctioneer  directs  otherwise.  Subject 
to  the  advance  written  consent  of  the  firm  conducting  the  session,  all  persons  including  the  consignor  or  his  agent  and  the 
firm  conducting  the  session,  and  its  employees,  agents  or  principals,  may  bid  on  any  lot,  or  “buy  back"  a consignment.  All 
bidders  in  the  sale  certify  that  they  are  seeking  to  purchase,  or  are  purchasing  the  lots  for  eventual  resale  and  are  not  en- 
gaged in  a consumer  transaction.  Those  submitting  resale  certificates  additionally  represent  that  they  are  professionals, 
knowledgeable  and  fully  aware  of  what  they  are  purchasing,  a representation  upon  which  the  firm  conducting  the  auction 
relies  in  agreeing  to  sell  to  Purchaser. 

7.  All  items  offered  in  this  catalogue  are  guaranteed  to  be  genuine  and  correctly  attributed.  Claims  to  the  contrary  must  be  made 
to  the  firm  cataloguing  the  session  in  which  the  material  appeared  within  seven  (7)  days  after  receipt  of  the  material.  No  claim 
will  be  considered  for  any  reason  after  (30)  days  from  date  of  sale. 

8.  No  lot  may  be  returned  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  firm  conducting  the  session  in  which  that  lot  appeared  for  any 
reason  whatsoever. 

9.  Grading  is  a subjective  description,  in  the  opinion  of  the  cataloguer,  as  to  the  state  of  preservation  of  a particular  coin  or  lot. 

It  is  not  a statement  of  value.  The  term  "proof"  or  “specimen"  is  used  to  describe  a method  of  manufacture,  and  is  not  a grade 
or  condition.  Such  terms  are  the  opinion  of  the  cataloguer  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  description  and  not  an  . 
attribution. 

10.  Each  firm’s  session  offers  a LIMITED  WARRANTY  that  any  numismatic  item  sold  is  authentic  (i.e.,  not  counterfeit,  that  its  ' 
date  or  mintmark  has  not  been  altered,  and  that  the  coin  has  not  been  repaired  as  those  terms  are  used  in  the  trade.)  Except 
as  set  forth  in  this  limited  warranty,  all  other  warranties  of  authenticity  of  authorship,  whether  express  or  implied,  are  hereby  ' 
disclaimed. 

1 1 . Except  as  otherwise  stated  herein,  all  items  offered  in  this  catalogue  are  GUARANTEED  TO  BE  GENUINE  and  correctly  j 
attributed  as  defined  below. 

1 2.  The  selling  firm  does  not  represent  that  a numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned:  that  any  toning  is  natural  or  artificial; 
that  any  coin  catalogued  will  meet  the  standards,  or  the  grade,  of  any  third  party  or  third  party  grading  service:  that  a 
numismatic  item  has  a particular  provenance  or  pedigree;  that  a numismatic  item  is  struck  or  not  struck,  or  produced  or  not . 
produced  in  a particular  manner  or  style.  Any  statements  with  respect  to  this  are  the  opinion  only  of  the  cataloguer  and  are  ' 
not  a warranty  of  any  kind  whatsoever. 

13.  Adjectival  descriptions  and  terminology,  including  statements  of  numerical  grading  (which  can  and  do  vary  among  experts 
and  knowledgeable  purchasers),  when  utilized  in  the  catalogue,  are  strictly  the  opinion  of  the  cataloguer  and  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  part  of  the  description:  i.e.  it  is  an  opinion  only  and  not  an  attribution. 

1 4.  Grading  descriptions  in  this  catalogue  are  provided  strictly  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  bid  by  mail  and  who  are  unable 
to  personally  view  the  coins,  and  represents  the  cataloguer’s  opinion  of  its  state  of  preservation.  Those  attending  the  sale, 
and  those  bidders  who  actually  view  the  lots  should  draw  their  own  conclusions  as  to  the  state  of  preservation  or  grade  of 
the  numismatic  item. 

1 5.  Each  session  may  utilize  numerical  or  adjectival  descriptions  which  have  been  catalogued  by  the  firm  responsible  for  that 
session,  and  may  include  lots  that  have  been  graded  by  others.  Opinions  offered  with  respect  to  numismatic  properties 
offered  for  sale  by  each  firm  are  made  at  the  time  that  the  numismatic  item  is  catalogued,  and  do  not  refer  to  any  prior  or 
subsequent  time.  Where  a lot  has  a provenance  referring  to  a prior  offering  by  one  or  more  of  the  firms  participating  in 
Auction  '90,  it  is  provided  for  the  information  of  the  bidder  only,  and  is  without  right  or  claim  or  warranty  of  any  kind  whatsoever.

1 6.  Where  one  or  more  of  the  firms  sells  a numismatic  item  graded  and  encapsulated  by  a grading  service,  Buyer  acknowledges 
and  agrees  that  other  grading  services,  or  knowledgeable  purchasers,  or  even  the  firm  selling  the  item,  might  reach  a different 
conclusion  as  to  the  state  of  preservation  of  a particular  item,  and  that  the  cataloguer  has  presented  the  service's  description 
of  the  encapsulated  item  for  accommodation  only.  Any  such  information  provided  by  the  cataloguer  is  the  opinion  of  the  third 
party,  without  recourse  against  the  selling  firm  in  any  way  whatsoever. 

1 7.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  stated  in  the  Terms  of  Sale,  the  selling  firm  and  its  agents  and  employees  make  no 
warranties  or  guaranties  or  representations,  and  expressly  disclaim  all  warranties  and  guaranties  and  representations, 
including,  without  limitation,  a warranty  of  merchantability,  in  connection  with  any  numismatic  properties  sold  by 
such  firm. 

1 8.  All  oral  and  written  statements  made  by  the  selling  firm,  its  agents  and  employees,  and  those  showing  its  lots,  are  statements 
of  opinion  only  and  are  not  warranties  or  representations  of  any  kind,  unless  stated  as  a specific  written  warranty,  and  no 
employee  or  agent  of  any  firm  has  authority  to  vary  or  alter  these  Terms  of  Sale.  Any  alteration  shall  be  effective  only  if  in 
writing  and  signed  by  a principal  of  the  firm. 

1 9.  Unless  expressly  stated  to  the  contrary,  the  grade,  artisanship,  provenance,  or  attribution  is  the  firm's  opinion  only  on  which 
no  third  party,  including  the  bidder,  is  entitled  to  rely.  The  selling  firm  further  assumes  no  risk,  liability  or  responsibility  for  the 
material  (or  other)  facts  stated  concerning  the  numismatic  item,  except  as  specified  herein. 

20.  Unless  othenvise  stated,  each  selling  firm  acts  only  as  agent  for  a Consignor  and  makes  no  independent  warranty  of  title. 
Each  selling  firm  offers  the  following  LIMITED  WARRANTY  to  buyers  with  respect  to  all  numismatic  items  offered  for  sale: 
that  the  Consignor  or  the  Seller  has  warranted  good  title  to  property  offered  for  sale.  Any  such  warranty  is  predicated  on  the 
Owner  or  prior  owner  making  the  same  warranty  to  the  selling  firm,  upon  which  the  firm  relies.  In  the  event  that  it  is  finally 
determined  that  the  Purchaser  has  not  acquired  transferable  title,  the  selling  firm  shall  reimburse  the  Purchaser  (if  full 
payment  has  already  been  made)  in  accordance  with  these  Terms  of  Sale,  and  Buyer  agrees  that  this  is  full  compensation 
for  any  loss  whatsoever,  whether  actual  or  otherwise.  Tender  of  the  check  by  the  selling  firm  to  Buyer  at  the  address  specified 
on  the  bid  sheet  or  registration  form  shall  end  the  obligation  of  the  selling  firm  to  the  Buyer,  even  if  the  check  is  not  endorsed 
or  cashed. 

21 . Each  selling  firm  further  expressly  disclaims  all  warranties  relating  to  the  grade,  condition,  identification  of  the  periods  or  date 
of  coining  or  manufacture  or  methods  of  manufacture  of  property  which  is  inaccurate,  or  may  be  proved  inaccurate,  by  means 
of  scientific  process  or  research  which  is  not  generally  accepted  for  use  until  after  the  sale. 

22.  Auction  '90  reminds  all  bidders  that  the  grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  may  have  a material  effect  on  the  value  of  the  items 
purchased;  that  others  may  differ  with  the  grading  opinions  or  interpretations  of  the  cataloguer;  that  such  difference  of  opinion 
(including  whether  the  coin  has  been  cleaned,  or  is  or  is  not  of  a particular  grade  or  quality)  is  not  grounds  to  return  an  item 
purchased;  and  that  all  sales  of  items  viewed  by  a Purchaser  in  advance  of  a sale,  even  if  the  sale  is  by  mail,  are  final. 

23.  By  purchasing  in  this  sale.  Buyer  agrees  that  they  shall  have  no  recourse  against  the  Consignor  for  any  reason  whatsoever. 
In  the  event  that  a warranty  is  offered  with  respect  to  grade  or  state  of  preservation  or  condition,  it  shall  be  a specific  warranty, 
in  writing,  signed  by  a principal  of  the  selling  firm,  and  shall  specify  its  terms  and  conditions  and  duration.  If  any  numismatic 
item  is  damaged  in  its  removal  from  encapsulation,  or  during  its  encapsulation,  it  is  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  purchaser.  Because 
of  the  fungibility  of  numismatic  items,  any  item  removed  from  its  holder  may  not  be  returned  for  any  reason  whatsoever. 

24.  Where  numerical  descriptions  are  used,  it  represents  the  cataloguers'  opinion  as  to  their  current  interpretation  of  condition. 
Identical  numbers  used  may  have  a different  meaning  in  each  session.  Each  cataloguer  reserves  the  right  to  supplement 
these  terms  with  additional  explanation  in  their  section  of  the  catalogue. 

25.  The  auction  firm  conducting  each  session  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  determination  or  certification  by  any  grading  service.  The 
description  contained  herein  is  the  cataloguer's  opinion  as  to  the  state  of  preservation,  and  is  not  a warranty.  No  warranty, 
whether  express  or  implied,  including  a warranty  of  merchantability  is  offered  except  as  set  forth  expressly  herein. 

26.  Where  a lot  is  offered  containing  the  description  or  certification  by  any  grading  or  authentication  service,  no  representation 
is  made  by  the  auctioneer  that  another  service  would  not  offer  a different  grading  opinion  or  that  the  lot  is,  in  fact,  as  described 
by  the  grading  service.  Such  certification,  including  any  holder  (if  any),  is  offered  to  the  bidder  strictly  as  an  accommodation 
and  for  informational  purposes  only,  and  without  warranty  of  any  kind  whatsoever.  All  certificated  coins  are  offered  "as  is", 
except  for  PNG  certificates  issued  by  the  auctioneer  subsequent  to  the  sale. 

27.  The  auctioneer  and  cataloguer  reserve  the  right  to  include  their  own  material  in  any  auction  sale.  The  auctioneer  may  have 
direct  or  indirect  interests  in  these,  and  other  items  (other  than  its  commission),  and  may  collect  a minimum  price  in  addition 
to  the  selling  commission.  This  paragraph  shall  be  deemed  a part  of  the  description  of  all  lots  contained  in  the  catalogue.  The 
catalogue  shall  also  be  deemed  a part  of  any  invoice  issued  by  the  auctioneer.  The  auctioneer  may  make  loans  or  advances 
to  consignors  and/or  prospective  purchasers.  The  consignor  may  be  permitted  to  bid  on  his,  her  or  their  own  articles  and  to 
buy  them  back  at  the  sale.  Any  Buyer  who  bids  on  or  purchases  their  own  goods  is  required  to  pay  for  them,  in  full,  as  the 
terms  of  sale  provide  for  together  with  the  full  buyer's  commission,  and  any  other  applicable  surcharges,  postage,  handling, 
insurance  fees  and  taxes,  without  rebate  of  any  kind  whatsoever  unless  otherwise  agreed  with  the  selling  firm. 

Bidders  agree  to  promptly  pay  for  all  lots  on  which  they  are  the  highest  bidder  as  determined 
by  the  auctioneer.  In  the  event  of  non-payment  by  the  buyer  determined  by  the  auctioneer,  each  firm  expressly  reserves  the 
right  to  refuse  to  deliver  the  lots  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  in  addition,  resen/es  any  and  all  rights  that  it  would  be  entitled  to  under 
the  Uniform  Commercial  Code  (including  filing  of  a financing  statement  without  signature  of  purchaser)  if  the  sale  were  being 
conducted  by  that  firm  in  the  jurisdiction  mentioned  in  paragraph  49.  Auctioneer  also  retains  the  right  to  offset  any  accounts 
due,  whether  now  or  in  the  future,  against  funds,  numismatic  items  or  collateral  in  their  possession  or  coming  into  their 
possession. 

29.  Each  selling  firm,  its  employees,  and  the  auctioneer,  are  “insiders"  and  may  have  access  to  confidential  information  not 
otherwise  available  to  the  public  with  respect  to  value,  provenance,  availability,  and  other  factors.  Purchasers  should  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  numismatic  items  that  they  are  purchasing  and  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  outside 
consultants  prior  to  engaging  in  any  purchase. 

30.  Floor  bidders  are  encouraged  to  carefully  examine  all  lots  on  which  they  are  interested  in  bidding  since  no  lots  purchased 
by  floor  buyers  may  be  returned,  including  those  lots  for  which  the  floor  buyer  is  acting  as  agent  for  another,  or  those  lots 
sold  to  mail  bidders  who  have  examined  the  lot,  except  for  reasons  of  authenticity  as  that  term  is  used  in  the  trade,  or  unless

the  LIMITED  WARRANTY  permits  it.  The  selling  firm  assumes  no  risk,  liability  or  responsibility  for  the  material  (or  other)  facts 
stated  concerning  the  numismatic  item,  except  as  specified  herein.  All  floor  buyers  should  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
property  sold  since  the  selling  firm  will  assume  that  they  have  done  so.  Purchaser  represents  that  they  are  so  acquainted. 
Bidders  are  deemed  to  have  satisfied  themselves  as  to  all  of  the  matters  set  forth  in  the  terms  of  sale.  On  bullion  items,  bullion- 
like items,  and  encapsulated  items  graded  by  a grading  service,  Buyer  agrees  that  there  shall  be  no  right  of  return  for  any 
reason  whatsoever.  Buyer  further  agrees  that  due  to  market  volatility,  in  event  of  non-payment,  selling  firm  shall  be  entitled 
to  damages  that  are  the  greater  of  selling  price  or  market,  together  with  any  supplementary  or  additional  costs.

Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-63,  which  means  that  it  has  more  attractive  eye 
appeal  than  an  MS-60,  may  have  original  or  slightly  impaired  lustre,  may  have  a few  scattered 
hairlines  or  even  a small  patch  of  hairlines;  and  may  have  some  distracting  contact  marks  in 
the  field  or  design.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-65  and  has  very  pleasing  eye 
appeal  (more  so  than  an  MS-63)  and  full  lustre.  It  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  and  may 
also  have  a minimal  number  of  contact  marks.

296  1883  Hawaii.  Complete  Five  Piece  Silver  Proof  Set.  Including  the  Dollar, 

Half  Dollar,  Quarter,  Dime  and  the  famous  One-Eighth  Dollar  pattern. 
Brilliant  Proofs,  a Gem  set  and  beautifully  matched  with  gold,  tan  rose 
and  pale  blue  mingling  on  the  obverses  and  reverses.  The  faintest  trace  of 
fingerprint  toning  on  the  two  larger  coins.  Clearly  an  original  set,  carefully 
and  lovingly  preserved  by  knowledgeable  numismatists  over  the  decades.  We 
can  recall  seeing  only  a half  dozen  complete  sets  over  these  many  years  in 
numismatics  (not  all  of  them  original),  none  of  which  approached  this  set  in 
quality  and  beauty!  We  doubt  if  as  many  as  four  original  sets  still  exist  out 
of  the  meager  20  sets  struck  in  1884  for  distribution  to  important  Hawaiian 
dignitaries. 

This  set  belonged  to  the  famous  numismatist  Wayte  Raymond,  passing 
through  the  hands  of  his  wife  after  his  death,  and  then  through  her  nephews 
to  the  present  consignor.  Raymond  probably  acquired  this  set  in  the  early 
1930’s  during  the  Depression.  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE) 

The  original  intent  to  strike  a One— Eighth  Dollar  denomination  was  changed  to  the 
striking  of  a Dime  instead,  thus  bringing  the  Hawaiian  coinage  into  agreement  with 
that  of  the  United  States.  The  One-Eighth  Dollar  was  struck  only  for  inclusion  in  the 
second  run  of  Proof  Sets  mentioned  above.  Many  of  the  complete  Proof  Sets  were  later 
broken  up  to  allow  collectors  to  acquire  specimens  of  this  only  denomination  not  made 
for  regular  circulation.  The  original  choice  of  that  denomination  was  intended  to  allow 
easy  conversion  of  Spanish  Silver  (on  the  Real  standard)  to  U.  S.  Decimal  standard. 

The  obverse  design  of  the  coins  is  simply  the  bust  of  King  Kalakaua  I;  the  reverse 
design,  however,  has  seldom  been  discussed  in  any  detail  as  to  its  nature  and 
significance,  it  usually  being  referred  to  simply  as  the  "Arms  of  Hawaii”. 

The  only  detailed  information  known  to  us  appeared  in  two  articles:  one  by  W.T.R. 
Marvin,  publisher  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  on  pages  41-42  of  the 
October,  1883  issue.  The  other  is  by  J.P.G.  Arndt  in  the  March,  1918  issue  of  the 
Numismatist,  Volume  31,  pages  108-109.  Marvin  discusses  the  reverse  design  in  more 
detail,  hut  Arndt  adds  a few  important  points. 

The  shield  is  displayed  on  a mantle,  which  is  ermine  in  the  version  on  the  coins,  but 
should  properly  have  been  the  great  feather  cloak  worn  by  the  Kings.  We  suspect  that 
the  intricate  detail  of  the  feathers  proved  too  difficult  to  use  on  a coin,  and  the  ermine 
mantle  was  one  of  the  changes  made  here  in  the  U.  S.  to  the  original  design.  In 
non-heraldic  terms  (left  and  right  as  seen  by  the  observer),  the  upper  left  and  lower  right 
quarters  of  the  shield  are  composed  of  8 horizontal  bars  colored  from  the  top  down; 
silver,  red,  blue,  silver,  red,  blue,  red.  The  eight  bars  representing  the  eight  inhabited 
islands,  and  the  stripes  in  the  order  of  the  colors  of  the  National  flag. 

The  upper  right  and  lower  left  quarters  of  the  shield  are  silver,  with  a "puloulou" 
upright  in  each  (A  puloulou,  or  tabu  stick,  was  a long  rod  with  a ball  of  tapa  cloth  at 
the  top,  and  was  a symbol  of  the  King,  warning  others  away  from  his  dwelling  or 
property?.  Here,  it  represents  the  sanctity  of  the  King  and  the  government. 

The  shield  is  flanked  by  two  supporters  in  native  dress,  the  one  at  left  holds  as  spear 
and  the  one  at  right  a "kahili",  a feather -topped  staff,  the  badge  of  the  chiefs. 

At  the  center  oft the  shield  is  a small  shield,  or  "escutcheon  of  pretense”,  bearing  a red 
triangular  flag  (puela),  an  ancient  flag  of  the  Hawaiian  chiefs,  with  two  crossed  spears 
(alia)  behind  it.  According  to  Arndt,  the  two  supporters  were  the  twin  brothers 
Kamanawa  and  Karnceiamoku,  high  chiefs  of  Kona.  Hawaii,  the  second  a close  friend 
of  King  Kamehameha  /. 

The  cross  at  the  bottom  of  the  arms  is  the  Star  of  the  Order  of  Kamehameha,  one  of 
four  Orders  founded  by  King  Kalakaua.

Prior  to  the  Stack’s  sale,  this  coin’s  pedigree  goes  from  Col  E H R 
Green  to  James  Kelly  ca.  1943-44,  then  from  Kelly  to  Mr.  Sprinkle  in 
July,  1944. 

The  1884  Trade  Dollar  has,  for  years,  been  thought  to  have  been 
a clandestine  striking.  In  the  aforementioned  Stack’s  sale,  they  prove 
this  to  be  incorrect  through  documents  and  records  from  the  Charles 
Barber  estate.  They  conclude  that  it  was  ”...  properly  struck  under 
proper  authority  as  part  of  the  Mint’s  regular  business  ...”  For  more 
detailed  information,  we  suggest  reference  to  their  auction  catalogue. 
Additionally,  we  note  that  Breen’s  updated  work  on  Proofs  has  yet  to 
pick  up  on  this  new  information.

NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Flattering  steel  gray  toning  with  gunmetal  blue  overtones  gives 
this  majestic  Proof  rarity  a note  of  distinction;  furthermore,  it  gives  it  an  intensely 
pleasing  aspect,  an  aspect  of  having  been  housed  in  prominent  coin  cabinets  ever  since 
the  day  it  was  presented  to  some  now-unidentified  visitor  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
Lovely  cameo  contrast  was  achieved  by  frosting  the  devices  and  leaving  the  fields  mirror 
polished.  And  because  this  is  a Proof,  it  goes  without  saying  those  devices  — the  stars.

in  Auction  '90.  This  is  the  famous  Miles  specimen  that  last  appeared  in  Stack's  session 
of  Auction  '86.  Because  it  was  ably  described  there  we  quote  portions  of  their 
description: 

"Brilliant  Proof,  with  magnificent  glittering  surfaces.  Perfectly  centered  and  sharply 
struck.  The  overdate  is  clear  and  sharp  to  the  naked  eye. 

"There  is  no  Indication  of  any  other  comparable  specimen  in  existence.  Unique." 

And  unique  is  the  controlling  word  to  describe  this  historic  coin,  for  seldom  will  you 
have  an  opportunity  to  bid  on  (let  alone  hope  to  own)  a Unique  American  coin.  Read 
about  its  renowned  heritage  as  told  by  Stack's: 

' ’Listed  in  Breen's  Proof  book  as,  'Only  one  specimen,'  this  coin  has  an  amazing  pedigree  involving  many 
of  the  most  prominent  numismatists  in  America.  It  was  obtained  from  Europe  by  Burdette  G.  Johnson  of 
St.  Louis  Coin  and  Stamp  Company,  quite  possibly  in  England  though  there  are  hints  that  it  originally 
surfaced  in  Germany  prior  to  1 900,  perhaps  from  the  massive  sale  by  Adolph  Hess  of  Frankfurt,  May  1 895, 
which  contained  many  U.S.  Proofs  and  Patterns  as  well  as  Private  and  Territorial  Gold.  Johnson  sold  the 
coin  to  Elmer  Sears,  an  East  Coast  dealer,  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  the  famous  Waldo  Newcomer  of  Baltimore. 

When  the  Newcomer  Collection  was  broken  up  in  and  after  1933,  the  coin  passed  to  A.J.  Allen  of  New 
Jersey,  and  then  again  privately  to  George  H.  Hall  of  Pasadena,  California,  when  the  Allen  Collection  was 
sold." 

When  Stack's  acquired  the  Hall  Collection  in  1945,  they  "sold  the  piece  by  private  treaty  to  the  famous 
composer  Jerome  Kern.  After  his  death,  the  coin  appeared,  with  the  rest  of  his  collection.  In  B.  Max  Mehi's 
Golden  Jubilee  Sale,  May  1950,  lot  1407,  its  first  auction  appearance."  F.S.  Guggenheimer  acquired  it  from 
the  Kern  Sale,  and  Stack's  again  sold  it  as  lot  334  in  the  January  1 953  sale  of  the  Guggenheimer  Collection, 
whence  it  passed  into  the  superb  collection  of  R.L.  Miles,  Jr. 

In  1969  this  outstanding  specimen  again  came  on  the  market  In  Stack's  April  sale  of  the  R.L.  Miles,  Jr. 
Collection,  lot  893,  passing  at  that  time  into  the  H.  Philip  Speir  Collection.  When  the  Speir  collection  was 
sold  in  March  1974,  it  appeared  as  lot  16,  and  was  purchased  by  Reed  Hawn;  it  appeared  again  in  Stack's 
March  1977  sale  of  the  Hawn  Collection,  lot  272,  and  later  as  lot  1 176  in  Stack's  session  of  Auction  '80. 

Lastly,  it  appeared  in  their  session  of  Auction  '86,  lot  127,  from  which  our  present  consignor  bought  it. 
According  to  Stack's  "In  Mehi's  1950  sale  he  claimed  that  a small  group  of  three  or  four  pieces  In  Mint 
condition  had  appeared  from  Europe  some  two  decades  earlier,  and  said  that  he  believed  he  had  seen  all 
of  them  and  this  was  the  finest.  It  is  our  belief  that  he  had  actually  seen  this  same  specimen  on  several 
occasions  several  years  apart:  When  B.G.  Johnson  or  Elmer  Sears  had  it;  again  when  the  Newcomer 
Collection  was  broken  up  (he  was  one  of  the  major  figures  in  the  disposition  of  that  huge  estate);  possibly 
again  when  the  coin  passed  from  Alien  to  Hall,  and  again  in  1945  when  the  Hall  Collection  was  dispersed 
by  Stack's  but  before  the  piece  went  to  Kern;  and  finally  when  he  sold  it  in  the  Kern  Collection  In  1950.

A few  light  marks,  including  one  across 
upper  breast,  identify  it  as  the  same  coin  we  sold  in  our  David-Graves  Sale,  lot  333,  April

"It  was  part  of  the  George  L.  Davis  Collection  formed  between  1870  and  1890;  more 
specifically,  it  was  obtained  by  Mr.  Davis  from  the  November  28,  1881  Haseltine  Sale 
of  Haseltine's  own  'Type  Table  Collection,'  the  largest  collection  of  die  varieties  of 
quarters,  half  dollars,  and  silver  dollars  which  had  appeared  up  to  that  date  (or  for  many 
a long  year  thereafter).  Breen  apparently  erred  in  attributing  its  provenance  to  Robert 
Coulton  Davis,  though  he  was  correct  in  labeling  it,  'The  unique  example'  in  his  Proof 
book. 

This  exciting  coin  now  makes  what  is  its  fourth  auction  appearance  in  nearly  108 
years.  Collectors  again  have  a chance  to  compete  for  it,  although  once  it  sells  here  the 
odds  are  excellent  it  will  be  held  off  the  market  for  years  and  maybe  for  decades  to 
come."

1 074  1827.  Actually  1827  over  1823  as  the  undertype  3 shows  boldly  beneath  the  7.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  60.  Original.  By  Original  we  refer  to  the  fact  the  Philadelphia  Mint  struck, 
at  most,  12  Proof  specimens  in  the  year  of  issue.  Others,  struck  later  from  rusted  dies, 
are  known  as  restrikes.  The  reverse  is  distinguished  by  a curved  base  on  the  2 in  25. 
On  the  restrikes,  the  base  of  the  2 is  squared  off  since  the  die  used  in  striking  restrikes 
was  earlier  used  in  1819, 

The  present  example  is  right  on  the  borderline  of  being  choice.  It  has  acquired  pale 
golden  toning  and  displays  majestic  Proof  sharpness  on  the  devices,  including  Liberty's 
curls  which  are  complete  and  the  eagle's  feathers  which  are  beyond  compare. 

Numismatic  scholars  believe  9 or  10  Original  1827  Bust  Quarter  exist,  probably  from 
a mintage  that  wasn't  much  higher  to  begin  with.  For  insightful  reading  we  refer 
prospective  bidders  to  pages  47  and  48  of  Waiter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  United  States 
and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  1722-1977  as  well  as  pp.340-342  of  his  Complete 
Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins. 

For  over  a century  the  1827  Original  has  been  considered  a landmark  in  American 
coinage.  According  to  Mint  records  4,000  Quarter  Dollars  were  minted  that  year,  but 
apparently  they  were  from  dies  of  a prior  year,  say  1825,  since  no  business  strikes  have 
surfaced  to  date.  It  is  believed  the  entire  1827  mintage  consisted  of  Proofs,  some 
surviving  in  impaired  condition.  The  presently  offered  specimen  is  one  of  the 
handsomest  of  the  9 or  10  known.  Prior  to  1858  such  coins  were  made  for  private 
distribution  and  were  not  generally  available.  The  fact  the  1827  Quarter  offered  here  is 
an  extremely  rare  date  issue  makes  it  all  the  more  remarkable.  One  of  the  great 
masterpieces  in  American  numismatics,  and  one  of  only  2 1827  Originals  graded  by 
PCGS.

ten  known  . . . struck  as  a Proof  but  lacking  the  characteristic  Proof  surfaces,  so  it  looks 
Uncirculated.  Late  die  state,  with  the  die-rust  marks  especially  evident. 

This 
coin  traces  its  origin  to  the  same  sort  of  circumstance  which  brought  the  Class  It  1804  silver  dollars  into 
existence;  and  it  may  have  been  struck  at  the  same  time  by  the  same  people.  The  1 827  obverse  was  muled 
with  a reverse  of  1 81 9,  on  which  die  the  rust  had  advanced  more  so  than  on  the  latter,  1 827  obverse  die.

Instead,  each  minute  wing  and  chest  feather  is  as  clear 
as  a bright  and  sunny  morning  after  a rain  storm,  with  every  nuance  of  the  diemaker's 
engraving  tool  clearly  revealed. 

Finally  we  come  to  1884's  heritage.  For  as  long-time  numismatists  well  know,  1884 
is  one  of  two  American  Trade  Dollar  rarities;  it  is  a coin  whose  auction  record  has  been 
avidly  followed  (and  dreamed  about)  for  over  eighty  years! 

Collectors  aspiring  to  own  an  example  of  this  prized  issue  are  herein  given  a 
remarkable  opportunity.

Before  1908  no  specimens  of  the  1884  Trade  Dollar  were  known,  and  there 
is  no  clear  mention  of  such  a coin  in  the  Reports  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint:  moreover,  Waiter  Breen’s 
research  uncovered  no  records  of  bullion  specifically  acquired  for  its  manufacture  or  dies  cut  for  Trade 
Dollars  dated  1884.  Therefore,  discovering  exactly  when  1884  Trade  Dollars  were  struck  (along  with  their 
1885  companions)  will  probably  never  be  known  for  certain.  In  the  year  1884  there  were  rumors  that  such 
pieces  existed.  Ed  Frossard,  an  outspoken  dealer  of  the  period  defended  the  Mint  and  affirmed  that  If  the 
Mint  said  no  specimens  were  struck,  then  that  was  the  case.  Still,  early  collectors  were  aware  that  an  1884 
die  had  been  prepared,  since  copper  Pattern  strlkings  were  knowni 
The  presently  offered  1884  Trade  Dollar,  one  of  the  very  finest  known  pieces,  represents  a great 
opportunity  for  the  specialist  and  the  collector  of  rarities,  a chance  to  acquire  one  of  the  most  famous 
American  coins  ever  in  one  of  this  century's  most  prestigious  sales.

1895  is  far  and  away  the  scarcest  Morgan 
Dollar,  since  its  12,000  business  strike  mintage  were  all  presumably  melted.  Because 
they  were  melted,  all  we  are  left  with  is  the  original  880  Proofs  sold  to  collectors. 
Furthermore,  of  those  880  Proofs,  less  than  two  dozen  Gems  remain,  as  witnessed  by 
PCGS's  March  1990  Population  Report,  only  8 have  received  Proof  66  grades. 

Apparently  all  12.000  business  strikes  were  melted  in  1918  when  270  million  U.S.  Silver  Dollars  had  to 
be  turned  into  ingots  and  shipped  to  Britain  post  haste.  Britain,  you  see,  was  having  a revolting  time  of  it 
In  India  (World  War  I didn't  help  either)  and  required  vast  amounts  of  silver  to  shore  up  her  teetering  colonial 
office  over  there.  The  trick  worked  — for  awhile,  at  least.  Nevertheless.  India  finally  gained  her  independence 
in  1947  and  American  coin  collectors  henceforth  had  to  put  up  with  a tack  of  business  strike  1895  Morgan 
DollarsI

The 
opportunity  for  the  advanced  specialist  to  acquire  a specimen  of  this  fabulous  rarity  may 
never  recur  once  the  Norweb  Collection  is  sold." 

Well,  here  you  have  one  more  chance,  and  possibly  the  only  one  to  put  your  name  on

When  this  1922  Matte  Proof,  and  the  only  other  known  specimen,  were  sold  by  Bowers  and  Merena  they 
quoted  a typewritten  note  accompanying  the  coins  and  describing  their  issuance,  which  read  as  follows: 

"U.S.  Silver  Dollars  1922" 

New  Design. 

"Received  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  March  1,  1922.  Mr.  Morgan  the  engraver  at  the  mint  sent  me  10 
of  these  as  promised  when  there  Feb  10  as  member  of  Assay  Commission.  They  were  struck  after  the 
details  of  the  dies  were  perfected  and  therefore  represent  the  best  that  have  been  coined  up  to  this  time. 

Two  of  these  were  given  a sandblast  finish  especially  for  me." 

According  to  Bowers,  "The  above  note  is  worded  in  a similar  fashion  to  a handwritten  note  accompanying 
a Zerbe  Proof'  1921  Morgan  dollar  offered  in  Lot  3922  [of  the  Norweb  Sale).  The  following  particulars 
characterize  both  notes:  mention  is  made  that  the  coins  were  prepared  specially  for  the  recipient;  the 
Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  are  referred  to  as  being  of  the  Old  Design  and  New  Design  respectively: 
meticulous  care  was  taken  to  record  the  date  that  the  coins  arrived  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint;  and  finally 
both  letters  refer  to  George  T.  Morgan,  specifically,  as  having  been  the  source  of  the  coins.  Making  the 
reasonable  deduction  that  both  notes  were  written  by  the  same  individual,  it  follows  that  the  owner  of  both 
the  Zerbe  Proof  Morgan  dollar  and  the  Matte  Peace  dollars  was  a Cleveland,  Ohio  resident  who  served  as 
a member  of  the  1922  Assay  Commission.  The  only  candidate  who  appears  to  fill  both  requirements  is 
Ambrose  Swasey.  Ambrose  Swasey  was  one  of  the  17  designated  members  of  the  1922  Assay 
Commission  in  addition  to  the  ex  officio  members.  George  T.  Morgan  was  an  attending  officer  representing 
the  Mint." 

From  George  T.  Morgan  to  Ambrose  Swasey  to  Ambassador  and  Mrs.  R.  Henry  Norweb. 

Sold  as  Lot  3932  in  Bowers  and  Merena's  Norweb  Sale  III,  November  1988. 
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9 1922-S.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Lustre  so  silvery  white  and  satiny  it  can  be  compared  to  the 

soft  shimmer  of  a first  class  pearl.  Moreover,  Liberty's  face  is  bereft  of  marks  — smooth  and  clean 
and  in  full  bloom.

considering  that  it  was  struck  over  90  years  ago,  long  before  collectors  had  adequate 
means  for  preserving  and  handling  such  a splendid  coin.

Only  125  Proofs  were  sold  to  collectors  back 
in  1882.  One  hundred  and  eight  years  later,  NGC  has  graded  only  the  one  Proof  65 
example,  and  none  higher.  (PCGS,  for  its  part,  has  graded  6.)

Inside  this  colorful  effect  one  finds  sheer  beauty,  and  near 
absolute  perfection  in  a coin.  The  devices  possess  cameo  contrast  against  a deep  mirror 
background.  And  the  rarity  possesses  what  every  advanced  collector  is  looking  for:  low 
census;  specifically,  only  3 Proof  66's  graded,  with  none  higher.

1798.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  A coin  which  features  bright  yellow-gold  lustre,  a minimum  of 
adjustment  marks  (exclusively  on  the  reverse),  and  a maximum  of  appeal.  Grade  for  grade  you  will 
seldom  find  a fresher,  more  original  classic  head  Quarter  Eagle  of  this  or  any  other  date.  And  as  if 
to  reinforce  this  observation,  we  note  that  PCGS  has  graded  only  2 in  this  category,  with  none 
higher.  Chances  are  there  will  never  be  any  graded  higher,  so  take  heed  and  bid  accordingly. 


POSSIBLY  THE  FINEST  1804  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 250  1804.  13  Star  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Small  ding  in  reverse  field; 

otherwise  outstanding  for  such  an  early  gold  piece.  The  13  Star  Reverse  is  many,  many 
times  rarer  than  its  14  Star  sibling.  Grade  for  grade  you  will  find  dozens  of  the  latter  for 
every  one  of  the  former  offered  at  auction  or  on  the  bourse  floor.  Breen  breaks  1804's 
mintage  down  into  1,003  for  the  13  Star  and  2,324  for  the  14  Star.  However,  this  gives 
little  indication  of  how  truly  few  survive.  He  goes  on  to  explain  there  are,  at  best,  9 
known! 

Because  the  survival  ratio  of  13-Stars  is  so  low  relative  to  the  other,  David  Akers  — an 
expert  in  this  field  who  has  devoted  the  better  part  of  two  decades  studying  U.S.  gold 
coinage  — disagrees  with  Breen's  mintage  figure,  saying: 

"This  'high'  mintage  (1,0031  seems  very  unlikely  to  me,  however,  since  the  1804  13 
Star  Reverse  quarter  eagle  is  much  more  rare  than  either  the  1796  With  Stars  or  1797, 
both  of  which  have  mintages  only  slightly  more  than  400.  To  be  sure,  there  were  19 
appearances  of  the  1804  quarter  eagle  where  the  variety  was  not  stipulated,  but  I feel 
quite  confident  in  stating  that  all,  or  almost  all,  of  those  were  the  14  Star  variety.  In  my 
experience  this  is  the  rarest  quarter  eagle  [emphasis  ours).  I have  seen  or  handled  more 
of  every  other  date  than  I have  of  the  1804  13  Star  Reverse,  and  almost  every  significant 
collection  of  quarter  eagles  is  lacking  this  variety.  An  estimate  of  10  to  12  pieces  known 
might  be  a shade  on  the  high  side.  The  13  stars  on  the  obverse  are  arranged  8 to  the 
left  and  5 to  the  right,  as  they  are  on  the  1802/1  quarter  eagle."  So  there  you  have  it: 
extreme  rarity.  All  that  needs  be  added  Is  a reminder.  Of  what,  you  may  ask?  Of  the  fact 
this  example  grades  About  Uncirculated  55  and  that  neither  Akers  nor  Breen  lists  an 
example  even  approaching  About  Uncirculated  qualityl  Akers  records  two  sales,  both 
Very  Fine:  Breen  describes  two  others,  both  Extremely  Fine. 

Therefore,  you  be  the  judga  Come  to  Lot  viewing;  examine  this  beauty:  then  arrive 
at  the  sale  ready  to  tender  your  bid. 
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SCARCE  MINT  STATE  1805  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1251  1805.  Mint  State  60.  A well  struck,  well  proportioned  example  that  has  splendid 

surfaces  and  little  in  the  way  of  adjustment  marks  (these  being  light  and  held  exclusively 
to  the  reverse).  Examine  those  surfaces,  especially  the  fields  around  Liberty,  and  you  will 
see  how  smooth  they  are,  how  free  from  marks.  Moreover,  because  this  is  an  1805  it 
is  also  one  of  the  scarcest  dates  between  1796  and  1807;  mintage  was  a paltry  1,781, 
and  researchers  tell  us  there  is,  at  best,  a 3%  to  5%  survival  ratiol

been  sought  by  savvy  collectors  because  of  its  low  mintage  (2,710)  plus  its  status  as 
a one-year  type,  as  well  as  the  discovery  that  there  are  very  few  to  be  found.  There  are 
even  fewer  in  Uncirculated  condition.  David  Akers  had  traced  four  appearances,  the 
latest  one  being  in  1971.  Since  his  book  was  published  in  1975  we've  handled  a one  or 
two  more,  but  nothing  as  pleasing  or  well  struck  or  original  — or  frosty— as  that 
presented  here. 

Best  of  all  you  have  further  assurance  of  this  one's  rarity  for  the  simple  reason  it  is 
the  only  Mint  State  62  graded  and  there  are  none  higher  by  either  service.

1253  1825.  Mint  State  60+.  A very  presentable  example  of  this  rare  Capped  Bust  Quarter 

Eagla  Because  only  4,434  of  these  were  struck  in  the  first  place,  it  is  to  be  expected 
there  are  only  a few  dozen  in  existence  today.  Then,  when  you  consider  the  survival  rate 
of  Uncirculated  specimens  versus  circulated  specimens,  it  becomes  obvious  to  all  there 
can  be  no  more  than  a tiny  number  left  unscathed  by  circulation.  For  this  reason  we 
recommend  this  Classic  American  rarity  for  anyone  who  is  building  a top  end  set. 

Robert  Scot  designed  and  engraved  our  1 821-1827  Quarter  Eagle  motif.  The  reason  this  style  lasted  such 
a short  while  is  explained  by  the  Mint  adding  steam  operated  presses  beginning  in  1828.  Because  coin  dies 
that  are  used  on  a steam  press  need  to  be  modeled  differently  than  dies  used  on  a hand-operated  one,  a 
change  was  made  necessary  in  1828.  Therefore,  the  currently  offered  Quarter  Eagle  represents  the  last 
hurrah  for  old-style  mint  technology.  Once  the  change  was  made,  coins  lost  some  of  their  "personality" 
as  it  were,  and  became  more  like  one  another  than  they  had  been  In  earlier  days. 


SCARCE  1830  MINT  STATE  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 254  1830.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Oddly  enough,  most  of  the  1830's  we  come  across 

are  well  struck,  as  is  the  case  here.  However,  as  is  definitely  not  the  case  with  most  of 
those  others,  this  particular  individual  is  frosty  and  bright  and  free  from  normally 
encountered  handling  marks.  In  fact,  it  is  especially  lustrous  in  and  around  Liberty's 
portrait  and  within  the  eagle's  wing  feathers.  Should  you  be  contemplating  buying  a 
coin  like  this,  be  advised  this  is  the  only  example  graded  by  NGC,  with  3 higher.

1255  1831.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  High  quality  is  this  coin's  hallmark.  Whether  it  be 

bright  lustre  or  razor-sharp  devices,  you  will  come  to  see  as  we  did  that  it  hovers  near 
the  gem  category  on  every  count.  It  also  hovers  In  the  very  rare  category.  Mintage  was 
held  to  4,520  pieces  for  1831.  Of  those,  most  of  which  were  melted  in  1834-1844, 
PCGS  has  graded  2 in  Mint  State  64,  with  2 higher. 


1 256  1834.  No  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  A lovely  example  that  is  fully  struck,  shows  needle- 

sharp  stars,  and  is  bright  and  glistening.  Liberty's  face,  in  particular.  Is  frosty,  smooth,  and 
attractive.  Certainly  deserving  of  a premium  price. 


1 257  1836.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A frosty,  boldly  struck  example  of  William  Kneass's  trim  design. 

Not  only  are  Liberty's  hair  and  the  eagle's  feathers  sharp,  but  each  star  also  comes  to  a needle-like 
point.  In  all,  PCGS  has  graded  15  of  these,  plus  1 other  a single  point  higher. 
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FROSTY  1839-0  MINT  STATE  63 


158  1839-0.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Premium  Quality.  An  outstanding  Mint  State  63  example!  This 

one  has  a bold  strike  and  sports  light  orange  toning  intermixed  with  the  warm  golden  lustre.  If 
perchance  you  need  this  date  and  Mint,  and  have  been  looking  for  a nice  one,  this  coin  is  just  the 
one  for  you.  Since  only  17,781  1839-0  Quarter  Eagles  were  minted  in  the  first  place,  it  should  not 
be  surprising  to  find  only  2 have  been  graded  as  of  February  1990,  with  none  higher. 


RARE  MINT  STATE  1847-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 259  1847-C.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Premium  Quality.  Typical  light  handling  marks  for 

the  grade,  but  well  struck  and  lustrous  nonetheless.  And  because  this  is  a coin  from  the 
Charlotte  Mint  it  carries  with  it  an  added  charm;  a charm  that  brings  to  mind  an  earlier 
period  in  American  history;  a period  when  old  Southern  plantations  were  at  the  center 
of  an  agrarian  economy.  Because  of  this,  and  because  the  South  was  90%  rural  back 
in  1847,  there  was  probably  no  such  animal  as  a "coin  collector"  around  to  save  a brand 
new  Charlotte  Quarter  Eagle.  It  was  only  through  merest  luck  that  this  coin  survived. 

And  a glance  through  NGC's  Census  Report  shows  there  have  been  only  2 so  graded, 
plus  1 higher.  Yes,  that's  it:  Three  top  end  coins  out  of  an  original  mintage  of  23,226!

Premium  Quality.  Razor-sharp  detail  throughout,  including  each  tiny  star.  Liberty's  face, 
in  particular,  is  outstanding.  The  1848  "CAL"  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  our  most  revered 
gold  coins.  Many  also  consider  it  our  first  true  commemorative  coin  as  it  was  the  first 
to  "advertise"  the  discovery  of  gold  in  California.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  made  up  a small 
CAL.  logo  punch;  it  was  then  a simple  matter  of  stamping  this  punch  into  the  finished 
coin.  (Apparently  the  mint  worker  who  did  so  placed  each  coin  into  an  obverse  die  that 
was  locked  tightly  into  a vice.  With  the  obverse  design  lined  up  within  the  obverse  die, 
it  was  an  easy  matter  to  punch  the  reverse  without  leaving  a flat  spot  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  coin.  You  might  say  this  was  a crude  way  to  go  about  things,  but  it  got  the 
job  done.) 

Altogether,  1,389  CAL  pieces  were  made  in  December  1848  from  the  first  shipment 
of  gold  received  from  California's  illustrious  gold  fields.  They  have  come  to  be  highly 
prized,  and  rightly  so.  Of  those  1,389  pieces,  NGC  has  graded  1 Mint  State  63,  plus  4 
higher.  PCGS  has  graded,  totally,  8 specimens.  (Some  of  which  may  have  been 
resubmittals,  however,  so  the  overall  total  may  be  a tad  lower  than  reported.) 


GQRGEQUS  1875  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 261  1875.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A pleasing  example  of  this  classic  date,  having  a cameo 

effect  rendered  by  the  deep  mirror  fields  and  frosted  devices.  Hairlines  are  at  an  absolute 
minimum.  What's  more,  there  are  no  detractions  of  any  kind  to  take  away  from  the 
coin  s attractiveness.  Only  infrequently  do  we  get  the  opportunity  to  sell  one  of  these 
exciting  1875  Quarter  Eagles.  First,  just  20  Proofs  were  made.  Second,  this  is  the  only 
survivor  to  have  run  PCGS's  gauntlet  of  exacting  graders.  And  third,  it  received  a very 
high  grade  from  them,  considering  that  most  American  Proof  gold  coins  were  harshly 
treated  by  their  19th  and  early  20th  Century  owners.  If  you  demand  the  rarest  in  a U.S. 
coin  and  if  it  s to  be  something  that  few  or  none  of  your  peers  will  ever  own,  then 
consider  bidding  for  this  very  rare  1875  Proof  Quarter  Eagle.

1908  goid  Proofs  in  particular  display  an  unusually  deep  and 
resplendent  matte  texture.  Equally  notable  in  this  instance,  is  a knife  rim  caused  by  extra 
pressure  being  used  when  striking  the  coin,  as  well  as  the  double  strike  given  to  it  to 
bring  up  its  detail.  Proof  mintage  for  1908  was  236.  However,  this  in  not  indicative  of 
the  number  around  today.  First  off,  many  collectors  were  surprised  by  the  new  matte 
finish,  instead  preferring  the  more  familiar  mirror  polish  used  in  prior  years.  Second, 
during  the  1930's  many  Proof  gold  coins  found  their  way  into  circulation  or  were  sent 
to  the  Treasury  during  the  gold  call-in  of  1933-37.  And  finally,  many  of  those  which  do 
survive  have  been  mishandled  in  some  way,  leaving  only  a fraction  of  the  original  236 
made  in  acceptable  condition.

Collectors  have  come  to 
term  the  texture  on  1910's  Satin  or  Roman  finish,  and  it  is  something  to  behold!  Satiny 
rich  surfaces  display  deep  golden  color  and  blemish-free  fields  reflect  light  with  an  even, 
well-proportioned  glow.  Breen  suggests  these  Roman  finish  pieces  are  rarer  than  other 
Matte  Proof  Quarter  Eagles  1908-13;  probably  a number  of  them  were  spent  or  melted 
as  unsold.  Because  of  this,  the  reported  1910  mintage  of  682  pieces  (which  may  be  a 
Mint  typographical  error)  seems  too  high  for  the  true  number  extant.  For  1910  is  just  as 
rare  as  the  other  dates  are  in  high  grades.

This  is  usual  for  1914  and  is  due  to 
the  heavy  matte  texture.  What  isn't  typical  for  one  of  these,  however,  is  its  splendid 
state  of  preservation,  for  there  are  no  defects  or  other  untoward  items  to  mention.  In 
point  of  fact,  the  coin  is  very  close  to  Gem  status.  Proof  mintage  for  1914  was  a 
decidedly  low  117  pieces,  and  NGC  has  graded  only  10  Proof  64's  plus  3 higher.

Ask  any  dealer  at  a show  to  show  you  a true-to-life,  no- 
nonsense  Uncirculated  specimen  and  you  will  probably  find  yourself  looking  into  a blank 
face;  invariably  he  will  have  to  admit  he  has  none  in  stock  "at  this  time"  (which  means: 
rarely,  or  never). 

That  this  majestic  coin  somehow  escaped  the  vicissitudes  of  time  does  honor  to  its 
previous  owners:  owners  who  rightly  understood  it  was  something  out  of  the  ordinary, 
a coin  to  be  cherished  for  its  unusual  state  of  preservation  and  passed  along  to  later 
generations  in  the  same  pristine,  unsullied  condition  in  which  it  arrived.  Fortunately, 
PCGS  encapsulation  will  insure  all  future  generations  that  it  will,  indeed,  retain  its 
phenomenal  radiance,  its  beauty,  its  value.

1855-S.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  A highly  significant  (and  absolutely  gorgeous)  1855-S 
Proof  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece  sporting  a full  strike,  a square  edge,  and  deep  mirror  fields 
that  have  a characteristic  Proof  quality:  “orange  peel"  texture.  This  "orange  peel"  finish 
is  one  of  several  characteristics  common  to  nearly  all  19th  Century  U.S.  Proof  gold  coins. 
And  while  there  are  a few  minor  hairlines,  there  are  virtually  no  contact  marks  or 
abrasions.  Minor  porosity  is  noted  in  front  of  Liberty's  face  and  behind  her  head,  but  this 
appears  to  have  been  from  the  double  striking  the  coin  received  as  it  conforms  exactly 
to  the  shape  of  the  reverse  wreath  which  received  the  metal  flow. 

This  is  the  example  that  last  sold  In  Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '84.  In  that  sale, 
where  it  brought  $41,500,  it  was  described  in  a footnote  as  follows: 

"The  coin  is  undoubtedly  UNIQUE  and  its  existence  was  not  known  or  even  rumored 
until  it  surfaced  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  a short  time  ago.  Its  proof  status  is,  in 
our  opinion,  absolutely  certain  and  the  coin  was  surely  struck  to  mark  the  first  minting 
of  the  Three  Dollar  denomination  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  (At  least  one  Quarter  and 
two  or  three  Half  Dollars  were  struck  for  a similar  purpose  in  1855  and  this  coin  is 
identical  in  overall  'fabric'  to  those  pieces.  There  is  also  a single  proof  1854-S  $20  in 
the  Smithsonian  minted  a year  earlier  to  commemorate  the  first  $20  struck  in  S.F.)  We 
have  examined  this  coin  for  many  hours,  comparing  it  both  to  business  strikes  of  the 
period  and  to  proofs,  including  an  1855  Philadelphia  Mint  proof  $3.  It  is  totally  unlike 
any  business  strike  1855-S  $3  in  overall  appearance  and  texture  (albeit  from  the  same 
dies)  and  it  is  remarkably  similar  to  the  1855  $3  proofs  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
In  fact,  if  there  were  no  "S"  mintmark  on  the  reverse,  one  would  immediately  take  it 
for  an  1855  Philadelphia  Mint  proof. 

"The  existence  of  this  coin  is  of  inestimable  importance  to  the  numismatic  world.  It 
now  ranks  as  the  rarest  proof  Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece  as  well  as  one  of  the  most 
Interesting  and  potentially  valuable  of  all  U.S.  proof  gold  coins.  Estimating  the  value  of 
a unique  proof  such  as  this  is  very  difficult,  especially  when  the  issue  is  also  extremely 
rare  as  a date.  (Qnly  one  or  two  uncs  are  known  out  of  a total  population  of  100  pieces 
or  less)." 

It  can  be  readily  understood,  then,  why  this  is  the  only  1855-S  Proof  graded  by  either 
service,  and  will,  without  a doubt,  remain  Uniqua

1295  1857.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Premium  Quality.  You  do  not  need  a magnifying 

glass  to  see  this  is  a high  quality  coin.  It  is  superbly  made  and  has  deeply  reflective  fields 
which  are  free  from  hairlines.  A small,  mint-caused  lint  mark  is  visible  on  Liberty's  chin, 
and  another  above  the  3 on  the  reverse.  However,  these  are  completely  overshadowed 
by  the  first  thing  which  catches  the  observer's  eye:  the  strikingly  beautiful  frosted 
devices.  NGC's  terse  "CAM"  label  should  be  lengthened  to  read:  MAGNIFICENT 
CAMEO  APPEARANCE,  for  it  is  all  that,  and  then  some!  As  with  other  early  date  U.S. 
Gold  Proofs  it  is  not  precisely  known  how  many  Proof  1857's  were  originally  made.  Our 
guess  is  between  6 and  8 pieces  (one  of  which  is  permanently  impounded  in  the 
Smithsonian).  We  find  it  inconceivable  that  a finer  piece  of  this  date  exists  or  will  be 
offered  in  years  to  come.  Take  heed  of  this,  therefore,  when  you  consider  your  bid. 

Formerly  sold  as  Lot  280  In  the  Eliasberg  Sale,  1982,  and  earlier  in  the  collection  of 
John  H.  Clapp.  Clapp  obtained  it  from  the  William  H.  Woodin  Collection 
which  was  sold  by  dealer  Thomas  Elder  in  March  1911.

1 296  1865.  Original  with  low,  level  date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  This  is  most  probably 

the  Finest  Known  specimen.  Not  only  is  it  extremely  well  struck  in  the  centers,  but  it 
also  has  partial  knife  rims.  A mix  of  satin  and  somewhat  prooflike  lustre  is  enhanced  by 
magnificent  orange  gold  toning  which  deepens  to  a pale  coppery  shade  in  areas.  The 
surfaces  are  especially  clean,  with  a virtual  absence  of  marks.  1865  is  extremely  rare 
in  any  condition  as  only  1,140  business  strikes  were  made.  We  believe  that  only  75 
pieces  or  so  are  known  in  all  grades,  most  of  which,  though,  are  Very  Fine  to  Extremely 
Fine.  As  a matter  of  fact,  only  four  strictly  Uncirculated  examples  are  known,  one  of 
which  barely  qualifies  as  such.  Moreover,  the  only  comparable  1865  business  strike  of 
which  we  are  aware  was  the  piece  sold  at  the  1986  FUN  Sale.  We  feel  the  present  coin 
is  a bit  choicer  overall.  Hence,  our  Finest  Known  designation.  Best  of  all  it  is  far  and  away 
the  highest  one  graded  by  either  service  as  of  March  1990,  with  little  chance  of  there 
being  another  to  equal  it,  let  alone  better  it.

Scholars  believe  the  Three  Dollar  denomination  was  destined  to  fail  from  Day  1 because  It  lacked  any  reason  for  being. 

It  failed  to  fit  into  our  decimal  money  system  (other  denominations  like  $2.50  and  $5  Gold  were  adequate  for  business 
purposes).  Sure  enough,  by  the  1880's  mintages  had  declined  to  mere  shadows  of  what  they  had  been  thirty  years  before. 
And  two  years  after  this  specimen  was  struck  the  federal  government  abolished  the  denomination  (Act  of  1890).

1318  1824.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  This  is  one  of  the  outstanding  rarities  in  the  U.S.  Half 

Eagie  series,  and,  because  of  its  high  quality,  it  is  also  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  sale. 
As  can  be  expected  from  its  Mint  State  64  grade,  every  design  detail  is  razor-sharp.  Each 
star  around  Liberty,  and  each  hair  curl  on  her  broad  head  are  complete.  On  the  reverse, 
the  eagle  is  as  bold  as  any  we've  seen.  As  to  the  lustre  and  surfaces,  well,  the  only  thing 
we  can  add  is  "see  this  one  for  yourself  as  it  is  a joy  to  behold." 

Mint  records  report  there  to  have  been  17,340  1824  Half  Eagles  made.  However, 
because  of  the  nature  of  our  monetary  system  back  then,  most  U.S.  gold  pieces  struck 
before  1834  apparently  went  overseas  because  of  an  adverse  trade  balance  They  never 
returned.

this  date  an  extremely  rare  one  even  in  a series  of  otherwise  rare  dates,  but  because  of 
its  condition  it  is  by  far  the  Finest  Known  1833.  The  fields  are  absolutely  brilliant,  frosty, 
and  free  from  marks.  And  the  strike  is  next  to  nonel  Every  device  is  as  bold  as  can  be, 
having  needle-point  stars,  complete  hair  curls  on  Liberty,  a full  eagle,  and  strong  motto. 
Two  obverses  were  used  to  strike  1833  Half  Eagles,  this  one  having  very  small  digits  in 
the  date  and  all  of  them  close  together. 

It  goes  without  saying  this  is  the  highest  graded  example  from  NGC.  Four  others  have 
been  seen  In  lower  stages  of  Uncirculated.  As  we  mentioned  in  the  description  of  the 
1824  just  offered,  nearly  all  of  these  later  With  Motto  Half  Eagles  come  Mint  State, 
However,  nearly  all  of  them  are  also  heavily  bagmarked  or  scuffed.  That  is  why  when 
such  an  top  notch  example  like  this  one  comes  up  for  sale  it  deserves  special  note  and 
close  attention.  Bid  with  confidence  for  you  will  be  bidding  on  one  of  America's  most 
revered  numismatic  masterpieces  ever,  a high  end  1833  Half  Eagle. 

Because  of  the  continued  export  of  American  gold  coins  from  c.1800  to  1834,  congress  finally  reacted 
with  the  coinage  Act  of  June  28,  1 834.  In  this  Act  they  lowered  the  gold  content  of  Half  Eagles  just  enough 
to  where  it  was  no  longer  profitable  to  export  or  melt  them.  Researcher  Walter  Breen  estimates  that  over 
99%  of  the  original  pre- 1834  mintage  (which  includes  this  rare  1833)  was  melted  between  1834  and  1843. 
Much  of  the  resulting  bullion  was  recoined  into  1834-1838  "Classic  Head"  Half  Eagles  and  Quarter  Eagles

characteristics  of  a genuine  Proof  specimen  (see  below),  and  one  that  conforms  to  the  King  of  Siam 
piece  we  had  on  hand  at  the  time  this  Lot  is  being  catalogued,  but  only  in  terms  of  having  been 
struck  from  the  same  dies.  Otherwise,  we  do  not  deem  this  a Proof  since  it  has  none  of  the  striking 
diagnostics  of  that  illustrious  coin.

Nonetheless,  the  presently  offered  coin  has  a gratifying  look  to  it  and  a well  balanced  composition 
and  should  be  viewed  accordingly.  Sold  "as  is"  with  no  return  privilege. 

Die  characteristics  for  Breen  11-4  include  the  date  being  very  closely  spaced,  with  the  8 high  and  the  4 a little  low;  the 
1st  and  13th  stars  very  close  to  bust  and  curl.  On  the  reverse,  the  second  A in  AMERICA  joins  arrow.  Breen  lists  two 
definite  Proofs  (King  of  Siam  and  Melish;1961  to  Kagin)  plus  "at  least  two  others  seen,  one  impaired."  This  may  well  be 
the  "impaired"  piece  he  is  referring  to,  although  further  study  is  strongly  recommended.

This  seems  to  raise  them  above  the  mirror 
background  in  a way  only  mint  technicians  knew  how  to  achieve.  Moreover,  because 
this  is  a Proof  64,  those  mirror  fields,  that  watery  smooth  background,  is  impeccable: 
deep  and  dark  because  it  absorbs  light,  and  nearly  free  from  hairlines.  Together  with  the 
frosted  devices  and  a needle-sharp  strike  this  coin  speaks  of  freshness  and  originality. 

It  also  speaks  of  rarity.  When  collectors  hear  the  words  "Proof  Gold"  spoken  of,  their 
mouths  water.  Proof  Gold  coins  are,  quite  literally,  America's  numismatic  aristocrats.  If 
this  be  so,  then  an  1858  Proof  Gold  coin  is  something  of  an  aristocrat's  aristocrat  since 
it  was  made  before  the  public  at  large  had  heard  about  the  Mint's  plan  to  make  Proof 
coinage  widely  available.  (Until  1858,  only  a select  few  were  fortunate  to  own  Proof 
coins;  they  were  normally  given  out  as  favors  to  visitors  to  the  mint  and  priced  at  cost 
plus  bullion  value.)  In  1858  there  were,  at  most,  a dozen  or  so  Proof  Half  Eagles  struck. 
Breen  lists  4 specimens  and  Akers  has  records  of  5 auction  appearances.  The  present 
coin  has  a stellar  pedigree,  being  the  Ullmer  specimen  listed  by  both  the  aforementioned 
researchers.

Proof  mintage  for  1865  was  a 
meager  25  pieces  (among  the  lowest  totals  ever).  This  may  have  resulted  from  America 
still  being  a relatively  youthful  country  in  terms  of  saved-up  capital  and  wealth  among 
the  general  populace.  By  today's  reckoning,  25  Proofs  would  be  unheard-of!  Since  only

And  when  you 
reckon  up  1912's  rarity  in  Matte  Proof  65  (2  graded,  with  6 higher)  you  have  to  agree 
it  is  a satisfying  coin  in  every  way.

keeping  the  service  from  grading  it  higher.  The  strike  is  excellent  on  both  sides.

1 342  1929.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  A well  struck  example  of  this  popular  date.  Delicate 

toning  over  frosty  surfaces  to  frame  the  sharp  detail  on  the  Indian  chief  as  well  as  the 
eagle.  All  feather  detail  is  complete  down  to  its  most  intricate  engraving  lines.  But  more 
than  this,  the  coin  has  an  overall  look  of  distinction  often  lacking  on  a common  date 
Uncirculated  Indian  Half  Eagle.  We  have  auctioned  our  share  of  these  popular  dates  over 
the  years  and  they  never  fail  to  draw  attention  from  bidders. 


This  1929  Half  Eagle  is  the  quintessential  example  of  where  original  mintage  figures  are  misleading. 
Mintage  was  an  indicated  662,000;  however,  nearly  all  must  have  remained  in  the  Treasury's  hands  or  in 
bank  vaults,  since  only  a few  hundred  have  surfaced.  Most  are  believed  to  have  been  melted  after  1934 
following  government  seizure  of  gold  coins  held  in  the  banks'  vaults.  An  attempt  was  also  made  upori  the 
citizenry  to  throttle  them  into  handing  over  their  coins  as  well  (although  the  "law  legalizing  the  seizure 
was  worded  in  rubbery  language).  Fortunately  for  today's  collectors,  folks  Ignored  such  hollow  pleas  to 
patriotism  and  hung  onto  their  coins.  That  is  why  there  are  still  a few  1929  Half  Eagles  around.

1343  1798,  8 over  7.  Stars  7x6.  Sharpness  of  Vary  Fine,  although  there  is  an  area  where 

some  initials  have  been  buffed  off  the  obverse  field  and  there  is  also  a tiny  solder  mark 
on  the  edge  at  12  o'clock  that  has  been  fixed.  Nonetheless,  these  minor  disturbances 
in  no  way  remove  the  coin  from  contention  as  a very  desirable  example  of  this  extremely 
rare  date.  First  off,  there  were  only  842  pieces  struck  having  the  7x6  star  arrangement. 
And  secondly  from  that  minuscule  number,  only  13  have  been  traced  todayl  The  others 
have  presumably  been  lost  or  destroyed.  Thirteen  specimens  of  an  important 
numismatic  issue-think  about  what  this  means  for  future  potential  as  you  figure  your

1 344  1799.  Small  Stars,  Wide  Date.  Mint  State  65.  An  extremely  rare  variety  and,  because 

of  its  condition,  certainly  the  Finest  Known.  Nearly  every  star  is  razor-sharp,  while  the 
surfaces  around  them  are  aglow  with  deep  golden  lustre  that  has  taken  on  a pleasing 
orange  tone.  Liberty's  cheek  and  neck  are  completeiy  free  from  marks  of  any  kind.  And, 
while  there  are  a few  faint  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse,  the  reverse,  for  its  part, 
is  spectacular— sbso/ufe/y  spectacular!  It,  too,  has  acquired  an  endearing  orange-gold 
color.  And  because  such  color  requires  years  and  years  to  form,  it  goes  without  saying 
the  coin  has  been  locked  away  out  of  numismatic  circulation  for  who  knows  how  long.

The  entire  coin  is  possessed 
of  nice  yellow-gold  color  that  tends  toward  orange-gold  in  areas.

bust  IS  so  sharp  and  blemish-free  it  belongs  on  a Mint  State  65  coin.  A few  of  the  stars  along  the 
left  side  are  weak,  but  this  is  typical  for  1803,  What  is  not  typical,  however,  is  the  splendid  lustre 
and  rich  yellow  gold  lustre.

7 1854-0.  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  And  highly  lustrous,  we  might  add.  Breen 

describes  this  1946  discovery  variety  a "Large  Date,"  but  we  would  almost  prefer  to  call  it  a "Huge 
Date"  since  the  date  numerals  most  certainly  came  from  the  wrong  date  punch.  It  has  been 
observed  that  most  of  the  few  known  examples  are  weak  in  the  centers.  And  this  one,  too,  is 
somewhat  weak,  though  not  nearly  so  weak  as  lower  grade  specimens  we  have  encountered. 
Indeed,  because  it  is  so  strong,  and  because  it  has  earned  NGC's  lofty  About  Uncirculated  58  grade, 
we  would  not  be  stretching  our  necks  out  by  offering  the  suggestion  to  you  that  this  is  probably 
the  Finest  Known  Huge  Date  1854-0  Eagle.

1 348  1862  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Here  is  one  of  those  opportunities  that  only  comes  along  when 

a great  collection  is  sold.  Nearly  on  a par  with  the  Proof  1862  in  our  Jascha  Heifetz  sale 
conducted  last  October,  this  1862  has  all  of  the  stunning  contrast  and  needle-sharp 
detail  you  have  come  to  expect  from  a choice  Proof  And  as  a Proof,  only  35  ce^ns  vvere 
minted  of  which  perhaps  a dozen  survive.  It  appears  that  sales  of  Proof  gold  dwindled 
after  the  country  sank  into  its  Civil  War  quagmire,  leaving  collectors  too  busy  fighting 
or  trying  to  elude  enlistment  officers  to  have  time  for  buying  Proof  Eagles.  The  current 
coin  is  truly  one  for  the  advanced  collector  who  appreciates  rarity  and  quality  and  wants 
to  add  a bit  of  prominence  to  his  collection.

1349  1866.  With  Motto.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  When  NGC  uses  the  Cameo 

designation  they  mean  the  coin  has  what  is,  in  essence,  extra  deep  cameo  contrast.  For 
more  often  than  not  they  reserve  this  definition  for  only  top  quality  Proofs.  So  you  will 
understand  why  this  particular  specimen  is  so  special.  In  addition  to  it  having  highly 
frosted  devices,  its  surfaces  are  nearly  completely  free  of  hairlines.  It  goes  without 
saying  they  are  completely  free  of  marks  of  any  kind.  Best  of  all,  1866  is  rare  both  as 
a business  strike  as  well  as  in  Proof  condition.  The  Mint  was  able  to  sell  only  30  Proofs 
to  collectors  that  year— a tiny  number  in  comparison  to  today's  Proof  mintages. 
Therefore,  it  shouldn't  come  as  a shock  that  this  is  the  only  1866  Proof  Eagle  ever 
graded  by  either  of  the  two  major  grading  services.  And  it  is  certainly  within  the  realm 
of  possibility  that  it  may  also  be  the  Finest  Known  1866  Proof  Eagle. 

If  such  a coin  deserves  a place  in  your  collection,  it  behooves  you  to  come  to  the  sale 
and  give  us  your  bid.

1350  1868.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Cameo.  Minor  signs  of  handling  beneath  light  toning. 

However,  this  is  more  than  offset  by  the  vibrant  cameo  contrast  between  the  frosted 
devices  — Liberty,  the  eagle,  the  stars,  and  the  lettering  — and  the  mirror  fields.  As  to 
those  devices,  you  will  find  they  are  so  sharp  and  perfect  you'll  not  be  able  to  discover 
any  signs  of  weakness  anywhere  on  the  coin. 

Rarity  is  of  major  significance  here,  as  well  as  prime  condition,  since  1868  has  one 
of  the  lowest  Proof  totals  of  them  all  at  just  25  struck!

1 351  1870.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  And  what  a genuinely  beautiful  Gem  Proof  this  is!  Vibrant  two 

tone  contrast  has  been  achieved  by  frosting  the  devices  (this  done  in  the  dies  prior  to 
striking).  The  resulting  effect  is  iight-on-dark,  frost  on  mirror  brilliance.  And  in  this 
instance,  because  the  coin  is  so  fresh  and  attractive,  the  effect  is  very  impressive. 

Doubly  impressive,  in  another  way,  is  1870's  rarity  in  Proof,  Mintage  was  reported  as 
35.  However,  there  are  fewer  than  35  known  today:  there  are  probably  no  more  than 
10  Proofs  in  existence.  And  of  those  10,  neither  grading  service  has  graded  one.  Could 
the  present  coin  be  America's  Finest  Known  1870  Eagle?  We  certainly  believe  so!  (This 
lovely  specimen  arrived  unslabbed.  Therefore  today's  successful  bidder  has  the  chance 
to  be  the  first  submitter  to  a grading  service.)

1 353  1885.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Impressive  cameo  contrast  is  this  rare  coin's  hallmark, 

whereby  Liberty  and  the  eagle  received  a generous  frosting  at  the  time  the  dies  were 
prepared.  Supporting  their  cameo  elegance  are  lightly  toned  mirror  fields  — toned  and 
immaculate.  Equally  out  of  the  ordinary  is  Liberty's  frosty  visage,  for  her  cheek  and  neck 
are  nearly  perfect,  the  only  mark  visible  nearly  lost  within  her  frost-covered  chin. 

Proof  mintage  for  1885  was  65  pieces,  all  of  which  were  sold  to  collectors  though 
none  of  which  seem  to  have  been  handled  as  carefully  as  the  piece  offered  here.  At 
least,  we  surmise  this  is  the  case  since  this  is  the  only  Proof  65  graded  and  none  have 
been  graded  higher.

Satiny  bright  and  beautiful  and  as  sharp  as  the  day  it  came 
careening  off  the  coining  press  and  into  the  pressman's  gloved  hand.  Here  is  Saint- 
Gaudens'  second  attempt  to  please  the  Mint  bureaucracy:  his  earlier  "Rolled  Edge" 
pieces  failed  to  win  their  support.  Sadly  enough,  so,  too,  did  this  Wire  Edge  version  fail 
to  gain  acceptance:  this  failure  limiting  their  mintage  to  only  500  pieces.  Be  one  of  the 
few  lucky  numismatists  to  own  a Gem  Uncirculated,  Mint  State  65,  Raise  your  bid  card 
and  let  your  bid  be  heard. 

Collectors  have  long  referred  to  this  coin  as  having  a "wire  edge."  However,  the  Mint's  actual  term  for 
this  result  of  the  minting  process  is  "knife  rim"  since  an  edge  is  technically  that  part  of  a coin  which 
receives  reeding  or  lettering.

A delightful  coin  featuring  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'  endearing  modernist  design  of 
Liberty  as  a mythical  Indian  princess  (an  Indian  woman  would  never  have  been  granted 
permission  to  wear  such  a headdress  in  real  life).  The  coin  retains  all  of  its  charm  and 
elegance  exactly  the  way  Saint-Gaudens  intended  it  to  look:  fully  rounded  cheek  on 
Liberty,  the  field  meeting  the  rim  in  a knife  edge,  and  a aura  of  dignity  surrounding 
Liberty  befitting  a great  world  power  come  of  age.  The  present  coin  sports  all  of  these 
handsome  attributes,  and  more,  for  Liberty's  cheek  and  the  fields  around  her  are  free 
from  marks,  while  the  lustre  is  silky  smooth  throughout. 

Philadelphia  struck  500  of  these  before  chief  engraver  Charles  Barber's  heavy  hand 
of  practicality  descended  upon  the  design.

Tho  only  other  American  gold  piece  struck  in  1933  was  the  Double  Eagle,  of  which  445.500  were  made. 
According  to  government  records,  however,  none  were  legally  released  Into  circulation  before  F.D.R.'s  call- 
in  order.  A few  Individuals  somehow  did  sneak  some  out.  however.  But  these  are  viewed  by  the  Treasury 
and  the  Secret  Service  with  a jaundiced  eye  and  are  subject  to  seizure.

second  look  and  even  a third  look  because  of  its  magnificent  state  of  preservation. 
Liberty's  portrait  is  awash  in  velvety  frost  (as  is  the  eagle).  Moreover,  her  wide  cheek 
and  neck  are  completely  free  of  hairlines  or  marks,  which  in  itself  should  make  quality 
minded  buyers  sit  up  and  take  notice.  But  best  of  all,  the  mirror  fields  which  surround 
her  are  miles  deep,  as  it  were,  with  watery  reflectiveness.  Together  these  stellar 
attributes  — perfect  face  and  deep  mirror  background  — give  it  a charm  and  a look  all  its 
own.  One  ohen  wonders,  indeed,  where  such  a sharp  coin  was  hidden  all  these  years. 
Only  it  can  tell. 

One  thing  it  does  reveal  to  us,  however,  through  NGC’s  monthly  Census  Report  it  that 
this  is  the  only  1865  Proof  Double  Eagle  graded  by  the  service.  It  is  also  the  only  one 
graded  by  any  service  since  PCGS  has  never  had  the  opportunity  to  handle  one.  Whether 
or  not  that  means  this  is  the  Finest  Known  is  for  the  future  to  tell.

Against  their  frosty  elegance,  the  mirror  surfaces  were  given  what  can 
only  be  called  "orange  peel  texture."  They  aren't  highly  polished  in  the  die  like  lesser 
denominations  are,  whereby  the  resulting  coin  is  as  smooth  as  a reflective  lake  on  a 
breezeless  morning.  No,  indeed!  Instead,  the  Mint  adopted  a now-forgotten  technique 
whereby  the  mirror  polishing  resulted  in  a flattering  "textured"  appearance  — still 
reflective,  but  now  having  an  alluring  aspect  to  them  that  is  seen  only  on  the  finest  U.S. 
gold  Proofs.

believe  a much  higher  grade  would  be  justifiable  for  this  remarkably  beautiful  coin.  After 
all,  the  surfaces  are  bathed  in  frosty  mint  lustre,  lustre  which  is  pleasing  to  look  at  and 
further  enhances  what  is  already  considered  our  most  beautiful  coin  design  ever,  the 
Saint-Gauden's  Twenty  Dollar  Gold  piece.

1406  1855.  Kellogg  & Company  $50  Round.  Breen-7921.  PCGS  graded  Proof  53.  One  of 

America's  most  revered  Territorial  Gold  issues.  Only  two  types  of  $50  Rounds  were 
minted,  this  one  by  Kellogg,  and  another  by  Wass,  Molitor.  However,  the  Kellogg  pieces 
get  the  nod  when  it  comes  to  numismatic  elegance  and  beauty.  First,  because  of  their 
design,  and  second,  because  the  few  which  were  made  were  struck  only  as  Proofs.  The 
coin  offered  here  has  a wonderful  pedigree,  last  appearing  in  the  1983  A.N.A.  Sale.  In 
the  true  and  proper  sense  of  the  comparison,  the  1855  Kellogg  & Company  $50  is  the 
"1804  Dollar"  of  California  Territorial  Gold. 

Breen  says  in  his  Encyclopedia  the  company  had  plans  to  issue  a $50  coin,  but  only  went  so  far  as  to 
strike  about  12  Proof  samples.  Eleven  of  these  have  been  traced,  this  coin  being  #10  on  his  list;

PATTERN  POSTAGE  CURRENCY  DIMES 


The  following  five  Lots  comprise  a unique  event  in  auction  history,  an  original  run  of  Pattern  Dimes  from  the 
1863  Postage  Currency  proposal  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  James  Pollock.  Each  Lot  consists  of  two 
or  more  pieces  along  with  the  handwritten  envelopes  they  were  issued  in!  Their  intriguing  story, 
as  told  by  Judd,  is  quoted  hereunder  in  full. 

But  first,  take  yourself  mentally  back  in  time,  if  you  will,  to  those  trying  days  of  the  American  Civil  War;  to 
a time  when  the  entire  economy  of  both  North  and  South  were  in  utter  chaos  as  people,  fearing  invasion  or 
worse,  hoarded  coins  and  in  their  place  used  near-worthless  scraps  of  paper  or  sticky  postage  stamps  or  private 
tokens  in  lieu  of  real  money.  While  this  manmade  hurricane  was  raging  throughout  the  land,  the  Mint's  director 
was  trying  his  darndest  to  provide  a substitute  currency  until  stable  times  returned.  One  of  these  proposed 
substitutes  was  "Postage  Currency"  coinage: 

"A  report  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Mint  by  Assayers  J.R.  Eckfeldt  and  W.E.  DuBois,  dated  May  15, 
1863,  revealed  that  the  mint  secretly  experimented  with  a "token"  silver  coinage  to  be  used  for  the  redemption 
of  the  postage  and  fractional  currency  issued  by  the  government  during  the  suspension  of  specie  payment  brought 
on  by  the  hoarding  of  coins  during  the  Civil  War.  They  suggested  that  dimes  and  quarter  dollar  tokens  be  issued 
in  which  the  weights  would  be  reduced  to  20  or  22  grains  for  the  dime  and  50  or  55  grains  for  the  quarter 
instead  of  the  lawful  weights  of  38.4  grains  for  the  dime  and  96  grains  for  the  quarter.  This  plan  would  allow 
a temporary  redemption  of  the  notes  at  a considerable  savings  in  silver.  They  suggested  that  'it  is  highly  desirable 
not  to  deviate  from  the  lawful  standard  of  nine  tenths  fine'  for  'the  people  are  always  jealous  of  any  reduction 
in  quality'  but  'they  can  endure  a reduction  in  weight,  because  they  know  what  they  have' 

"However,  they  pointed  out  that  making  a token  the  diameter  of  a dime  with  only  half  its  thickness  would 
make  it  liable  to  bend  or  buckle  in  milling  and  could,  by  'misfeeding,'  cause  more  rapid  destruction  of  the  dies. 
They  suggested  that  this  difficulty  could  be  corrected  by  using  aluminum  instead  of  copper  for  the  alloying  metal. 
This  would  give  greater  bulk  to  the  pieces  since  two  grains  of  aluminum  gave  the  same  volume  as  7 grains  of 
copper. 

"They  suggested  that  the  inscription  'Postage  Currency'  - 'Exchanged  for  U.S.  Notes'  — 'Act  of  July  1862'  be 
copied  from  the  notes  so  that  the  people  would  understand  that  the  tokens  were  a legitimate  successor  to  the 
paper  bills.  In  a postscript  they  state  'we  have  prepared  a few  silver  planchets  of  standard  fineness  and  of  two 
grades  of  weight,  20  and  20  grains.'  'We  are  informed  by  the  Engraver,  that  they  can  probably  be  struck  by 
Tuesday  next  |19th  Inst.l  or  perhaps  a day  or  two  later.  The  matter  has  been  held  as  confidential  as  possible' 

"Apparently  no  'Postage  Currency'  quarter  dollars  were  struck  but  the  dimes  were  struck  in  several  experimental 
alloys.  Longacre  was  very  pleased  with  the  one  containing  97%  aluminum  and  3%  silver  which  he  said  had  the 
brilliancy  of  pure  silver  and  was  untarnishable  He  also  recommended  that  our  silver  coinage  be  made  with  a 
5%  alloy  of  aluminum  instead  of  copper,  as  this  would  make  the  coins  just  as  hard  and  durable  and  give  them 
a much  better  color."

Judd  considered  it  a Rarity-7  coin, 
meaning  there  were  possibly  4 to  12  made.  However,  this  is  the  only  Judd-1498  graded  so  far,  and, 
because  of  its  appearance  and  pleasing  state  of  preservation  (Proof  65),  it  may  weil  be  the  Finest 
Known.

Mint  designer  and  engraver  James  Barton  Longacre.  who  designed  this  lovely  "Indian  Princess"  piece— 
as  well  as  the  other  denominations  offered  here  using  his  design  motif  — faced  a never  ending  battle  with 
his  bosses.  At  the  time  he  was  employed  by  the  Mint  (1840’s  through  1870's)  that  fine  establishment  was 
run  sort  of  like  a fiefdom  by  two  entrenched  families.  Longacre,  having  got  his  job  through  political 
thimblerigging  (just  as  the  entrenched  families  had  gotten  their  jobs  years  before),  was  viewed  as  an 
outsider.  Therefore,  anything  he  did  was  looked  upon  with  jaundiced  eyes  by  his  superiors  and  he  was  given 
no  end  of  grief  throughout  hts  career.  Luckily  he  was  still  allowed  to  show  his  wide-ranging  talent  by 
designing  this  marvelous  Pattern.

A pristine  piece  which  has  never 
been  cleaned  or  otherwise  treated  (mistreated). 

"The  profile  on  the  obverse  is  of  a young  lady  wearing  a coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY, 
with  stars  before  and  behind  the  head.  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  over  the  head  and  the  date 
1876  appears  below.  The  reverse  is  a simple  open  wreath  with  the  appropriate 
inscription  for  value  and  displaying  the  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  motto." 

"1876  pattern  dollars  of  any  design  are  the  'rarest  of  the  rare'  in  the  pattern  series. 
Only  at  widely  spaced  intervals  do  examples  of  any  variety  come  into  the  market."  The 
efforts  of  Abe  Kosoff,  who  has  provided  rarity  and  pricing  information  for  recent  editions 
of  the  Judd  reference,  located  only  three  specimens  with  certainty,  with  only  an 
unconfirmed  rumor  of  a fourth,  as  enumerated  below: 

"The  Garrett  Collection  specimen  (this  piece):  The  King  Farouk  piece,  which  is 
presumably  cleaned  as  were  the  other  copper  pattern  pieces  in  this  collection;  The 
example  which  was  offered  in  the  auction  sale  held  at  the  1952  American  Numismatic 
Association  convention." 

There  you  have  it:  three  pieces.  And  in  the  intervening  nine  years  not  even  a whisper 
of  another.  Since  that  landmark  auction,  this  coin  has  been  graded  by  PCGS.  It  is  the 
only  one  graded,  and,  while  we  have  not  seen  the  1952  A.N.A.  specimen,  chances  are 
more  than  excellent  this  is  the  Finest  Known.

In  this  coin's  case,  Judd  refers  to  4 possible  specimens,  though  hedges 
his  bet  some  by  saying  #3  may  have  been  a repeat  sale  of  #'s  1 or  2. 

Whatever  the  case  may  be,  it  is  an  uncontestable  fact  that  PCGS  has  graded  only  one 
Judd-1468— this  one  — and  it  is  a winner:  Proof  66!

E PLURIBUS  UNUM  Is  in  raised  letters  on  the  edge  of  the  coin  (not  visible  on  this  example  due  to  Its  being 
encapsulated).  This  was  the  Mint's  first  use  of  raised  edge  lettering  on  our  coinage.  Up  till  1836,  incuse 
letters  were  added  before  the  coins  were  struck.  But  the  technique  for  striking  a coin  and  impressing  the 
letters  at  the  same  time  had  to  wait  until  technology  caught  up  with  intentions.  A three-piece  collar  was 
used;  after  the  coin  was  struck,  the  collar  opened  up  mechanically  in  tandem  with  the  lower  die  pushing 
upwards  to  eject  the  coin.  Nothing  came  of  this  experiment  until  1907  when  edge  lettering  and  stars  were 
adopted  on  Augustus  Salnt-Gaudens'  handsome  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles.

The  obverse 
depicts  an  unusual  head  of  Liberty  \A/ith  her  hair  combed  back  and  held  by  an 
ornamented  ribbon.  A band  extends  back  from  her  forehead  inscribed  LIBERTY,  while 
around  the  margin,  in  place  of  the  usual  stars,  is  the  motto  E PLURIBUS  UNUM.  The 
reverse  displays  an  erect  eagle  with  raised  wings  holding  an  olive  branch  of  peace  with 
seven  leaves  in  the  right  talon,  and  three  arrows  in  the  left. 

One  of  only  two  specimens  struck  in  gold,  the  other  piece  (Ex-Farouk)  is  presently 
unknown,  leaving  this  as  the  only  specimen  currently  available.  And  because  it  is  graded 
Proof  65,  it  is  also  an  undeniable  Gem  Proof.  Naturally,  it  is  the  highest  example  graded 
and  is  also— probably,  since  we  do  not  have  the  Farouk  example  to  compare  it  with— the 
Finest  Known. 

Please  notice  the  diameter  of  this  coin.  You  will  see  it  is  significantly  wider  (and  thus  thinner)  than  a 
regular  Issue  Quarter  Eagle.  The  Director  of  the  Mint  in  his  report  for  1878  stated  that  ha  had  "long  been 
impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  worst  danger  which  threatens  our  gold  coin,  for  counterfeiters.  Is  the 
filling  with  an  Inferior  metal  or  alloy.  By  this  art  the  piece  presents  genuine  exteriors,  but  the  inner  part 
having  been  removed,  a disk  of  platinum  (which  was  cheaper  than  gold  back  then],  pure  or  alloyed,  is 
inserted  In  its  place  and  closed  with  a ribbed  rim  of  gold.  It  Is,  therefore  partly  genuine  and  partly  counterfeit, 
and  its  value  Is  reduced  by  several  dollars,  differing  according  to  the  denomination  of  the  piece." 

Patterns  were  prepared  of  the  Quarter  Eagle  (this  coin)  and  Half  Eagle  using  thinner,  wider  planchets  to 
see  whether  such  an  issue  was  feasible.  For  some  reason  the  plan  was  never  carried  forward.  It  certainly 
could  not  have  been  because  of  poor  striking  quality,  since  the  coin  presented  here  is  superbly  made.

To  date,  only  two  of  these  are  known,  this  being  the  Garrett  specimen 
where  it  was  described  as: 

"Some  light  areas  of  toning.  Not  fully  brilliant,  as  struck,  due  to  the  hardness  of  the 
nickel  alloy.

Of  the  four  examples  traced,  one  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  Connecticut  State 
Library.  Wiikison  had  two  of  these,  surprisingly  enough,  and  that  offered  here  is  a 
delightful  coin  having  stark  contrast  between  the  frosted  devices  and  deep  mirror  fields. 
Liberty's  broad  expanse  of  neck  and  face  is  utterly  devoid  of  hairlines  or  marks  of  any 
sort.  And  while  the  fields  show  minimal  hairlines,  they  are  nonetheless  miles  deep  and 
vibrantly  reflective.  This  is  the  only  specimen  graded  by  either  service.

The  last  of  several  high 
denomination  Patterns  proposed  in  1878,  this  one  features  an  obverse  designed  by 
George  T.  Morgan  using  a Liberty  head  reminiscent  of  his  "Morgan"  Dollar,  although 
lacking  the  cereal  wreath  head  ornament.  Instead,  Morgan  created  a floppy  Liberty  cap 
with  pointed  end  folded  forward.  For  the  reverse  he  adopted  a design  similar  to  his 
regular  issue  Silver  Dollar  die,  although  having  the  eagle  much  lower  in  the  field  so  as 
to  enable  him  to  fit  it  into  the  coin's  smaller  diameter.  This  allowed  him  to  avoid  having 
to  reduce  the  proportions  as  much  as  he  would  have  had  to  if  more  centrally  located. 

Judd-1581  is  struck  in  Gold,  and  one  of  only  3 known  (the  two  others  being 
permanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution).  This  specimen  is  from  the 
Wilkison  set  of  Pattern  Gold  coins  purchased  by  Paramount  Coin  Company  in  the  early 
1970's.  The  Wilkison  set  included  many  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  American 
numismatics.  Most  Patterns  struck  in  gold  are,  to  put  it  as  gently  as  possible,  beyond 
the  reach  of  everyday  collectors.  They  are  either  locked  up  permanently  in  museum 
collections  or  salted  away  in  private  estates  where  they  seldom  come  on  the  market. 
Nearly  all  are  extremely  rare.  Many  are  unique.  For  this  reason  we  are  genuinely  flattered 
to  be  appointed  auctioneer  for  the  four  golden  Patterns  in  this  section.

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  The  Wilkison  "Transitional"  1865  with  motto  IIM  GOD  WE 
TRUST  on  reverse.  The  obverse  uses  James  B.  Longacre's  famed  rendition  of  Liberty  as 
used  on  the  regular  issue.  The  reverse  die  is  that  adopted  in  1866  with  the  motto  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  inside  stars  above  the  eagle.  Now,  there  are  several  transitional  Patterns 
incorporating  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  but  only  a few  which  stand  out  in  collectors’  minds 
as  being  extra  special.  First,  to  be  truly  exciting  a transitional  should  be  struck  in  the 
proper  metal  of  the  coin  being  patterned.  Second,  it  should  be  exactly  one  year  prior  to 
the  adopted  design.  Why  one  year  and  not  two  or  three?  There's  no  good  answer  to  this 
question,  but  it  simply  must  be  this  way.

Dollar,  Quarter  Eagle,  and  two  varieties  of  $50  — housed  in  official  copper  frame  of  issue 
with  plush  purple  velvet  insert.  The  coins  grade  Mint  State  60  to  63,  while  the  frame 
is  very  attractive.  Other  than  for  a few  glue  spots  in  the  spaces  where  the  three  smaller 
denominations  go  (which  may  be  removable),  the  holder  is  pretty  much  as  issued 
with  purple  ribbon  at  top  and  gold-letter  pale  purple  cards  describing  each  coin 
underneath  its  appropriate  opening.  The  coins  themselves  are  all  very  pleasing  to  the 
eye,  with  the  important  Fifty  Dollar  pieces  being  virtually  free  from  marks  or  edge  dings.

Try  to  picture  the  technologlcel  edvences  thet  hed  come  about  by  the  time  these  gigantic  gold  coins  were 
struck.  The  Philadelphia  Mint's  fourteen  ton  medal  press  had  to  be  shipped  by  train  across  the  country  end 
sot  up  at  the  San  Francisco  facility.  It  Is  said  this  press  could  strike  with  a pressure  of  450  tonal  (By  contrast. 
Morgan  Silver  Dollars  needed  only  150  tons  of  force.)  It  was  on  this  steel  behemoth  that  these  majestic 
$50  Panama-Pacific  gold  coins  were  struck.

Here  is  one  our  most  talked  about  collector  items  ever,  a Fractional  Currency 
Shield.  The  present  Shield  has  remained  in  outstanding  condition  ever  since  it  was  sold 
by  the  Treasury  in  the  late-1860’s.  Chances  are  excellent  it  is  not  one  of  the  several 
dozen  "remainders"  left  over  after  sales  were  completed.  Instead  it  is  probably  from  the 
original  sales  effort  since  it  is  pleasingly  free  from  the  usually-seen  waterstalning.  All  of 
the  notes  are  fresh  and  attractive  appearing,  and  there  is  no  sign  of  repair  or 
"enhancement"  anywhere.  (Many  Shields  suffered  tears  or  stains  and  were 
subsequently  repaired.)  Hence,  we  expect  to  see  lively  bidding  on  this  specimen  for  it 
ranks  head  and  shoulders  above  the  few  others  which  make  their  way  into  the  market. 

The  large,  impressive  eagle  who  is  perched  atop  the  shield  is  none  other  than  the  same  bird  portrayed 
on  America's  1869-1901  $10  bills  otherwise  known  to  collectors  as  "jackass  " notes.  Long  ago  some 
collector  who  had  lots  of  time  on  his  hands  and  little  on  his  mind  discovered  a curious  coincidence:  It 
appears  that  when  you  view  the  eagle  upside  down  (don't  stand  on  your  head;  instead,  flip  the  catalog 
around  to  view  him  inverted)  he  turns  miraculously  into  a flop-eared,  snowy-muzzled  donkey's  head!  Hence, 
the  poor  fellow  has  earned  the  nickname  "jackass  eagle."

Andrew  Johnson  selected  members  of  the  cabinet  and  certain  legislators  as  the  recipients  of  the  first  proof 
and  specimen  IFractional  Currency]  notes.  Soon  thereafter  these  unIface  notas.  printed  with  both  wide  and 
narrow  margins,  were  sold  to  the  public.  Some  specimen  notes  were  also  ussd  to  make  up  fractional 

currency  shields.”  . . j.  j h u 

Evidently  alter  the  shields  were  printed  by  the  Treasury  notes  were  posted  on  individually,  each  of  the 
39  note  positions  carried  a printed  label  tolling  what  was  to  go  whore,  with  a completed  shield  conprising 
20  laces  and  19  backs  The  completed  shields  were  then  sold  unframed  to  bonks  and  merchants  as 
counterfeit  detectors.  Their  cost.  $4.50.  Unfortunately,  demand  did  not  meet  Treasury  Dopartinont 
expectations,  so  In  1869  the  remaining  shields  wore  dismantled,  and  the  specimens  sold  to  collectors 
Before  this  time,  however,  a number  which  ware  being  stored  in  a basement  vault  rocoivod  water  damage 
when  the  basement  flooded.  Most  of  the  gray  shields  seen  today  show  waterstains  along  the  lower  quarter. 
Hoppily,  the  rare  Groan  Shield  offered  here  is  free  from  damage  of  arty  sort.

The  notes  are  fresh  and  bright  while  the  background 
shield  is  bright  pink  (meaning  this  one  has  never  been  faded  by  being  hung  on  a wall 
where  sunlight  hit  it).  Moreover,  the  cardboard  on  which  the  shield  is  printed  is  in  superb 
condition. 

Fractional  Currency  Shields  measure  20  inches  wide  by  25  inches  deep  (outside 
frame  measurement)  and  are  more  often  than  not  seen  framed  in  gilt-lined  wooden 
molding  of  the  period,  although  none  were  believed  sold  originally  in  frames.  Affixed  to 
the  front  of  the  shield  are  39  different  Fractional  Currency  notes,  each  printed  on  one 
side.  Several  of  the  notes  were  handsigned  in  sepia  ink;  others  have  printed  signature. 

While  most  of  the  several  hundred  known  shields  have  gray  printed  backgrounds,  a few  rare  varieties 
have  pink,  green,  or  purple  (lavender)  backgrounds.  Prior  to  their  shipment  to  various  banks  these  shields 
were  stored  in  a Treasury  basement  which  flooded.  As  a result,  nearly  all  shields  known  today  show 
evidence  of  staining,  particularly  along  the  lower  border. 

Their  purpose  was  to  assist  in  detecting  counterfeits  (a  major  problem  experienced  in  the  days  when 
Fractional  Currency  took  the  place  of  small  change  in  everyday  transactions).  A bank  employee  who 
suspected  a note  was  counterfeit  could  compare  it  to  a genuine  one  on  the  shield.  Today  Fractional 
Currency  Shields  are  highly  prized  by  collectors.

FAMED  1921  FIVE  CENT  PIECE 


1500  1921.  Five  Cents.  Uncirculated.  Splendid  "old  silver"  grayish  toning  with  deeper 

undertones  in  and  around  the  legends  and  devices.  The  strike  is  superb!  And  so,  too, 
are  the  fields;  superb  and  completely  mark-free.  There  is  a bit  of  dullness  on  the 
highpoints,  but  overall  the  coin  has  evidently  been  carefully  handled  and  cherished  since 
the  time  long  ago  some  shrewd  collector  put  it  out  of  harm's  way  by  including  it  in  his 
collection. 

For  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  story  behind  this  elusive  coin,  we  quote  a short  passage  from  H.C. 
Taylor's  guide  book  of  Canadian  coins,  page  33: 

"To  conserve  silver  it  was  decided  to  use  nickel  for  future  issues  and  the  two  and  one  half  million  silver 
coins  minted  for  1921  were  melted  down  in  the  mint.  A small  number  evidently  were  issued  to  sundry 
persons." 

Hidden  in  this  terse  note  is  a bit  of  economic  mysticism,  since  "to  conserve  silver"  is  the  standard 
euphemism  coined  by  government  officials  (and  afterwards  parroted  by  the  public)  to  hide  the  fact  they  ve 
inflated  their  country's  money  supply  to  such  an  extent  that  rising  prices  of  precious  metals  ( = falling  value 
for  the  currency  unit)  encourages  public  hoarding.  The  public  hoards  coins  in  anticipation  of  further 
monetary  debasement.  "Gresham's  Law,"  in  other  words.  Canada,  like  her  commonwealth  partner, 
England,  cranked  up  the  presses,  so  to  speak,  during  the  Great  War  (1914-1918).  It  took  until  1921  before 
their  Inflationary  chickens  came  home  to  roost  In  the  form  of  debased  silver  and  ersatz  substitutes. 

Don’t  laugh,  we  did  the  same  in  the  sixties:  inflated  our  money  substitutes  and  witnessed  the  inevitable 
coin  hoarding  as  a result.  Our  chickens  came  home  to  roost  in  the  form  of  stunningly  beautiful  nickel-clad 
coinage  beginning  in  1965  and  continuing  down  to  the  present. 

Modern  scholars  believe  there  are  approximately  400  of  these  1921  silver  five-cent  pieces  remaining. 
Most  were  either  regular  strikes  sold  by  the  Mint  In  1921  to  visitors  or  specimen  strikes

David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  the  numerical  grading  system  that  originated  with  Dr. 
William  Sheldon  and  was  first  popularized  for  all  coins  by  Paramount  International 
Coin  Corp.  Because  there  can  still  be  a significant  variance  in  perceived  quality 
between  two  coins  of  the  same  numerical  grade,  we  also  occasionally  use  a “+” 
to  distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of  a particular  numerical  classification.  Thus 
a coin  graded  “65+”  is  still  an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  better  than 
most  other  coins  that  also  technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however,  a 
66  or  67  quality  coin  but  rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  (to 
some  bidders)  a premium  over  an  average  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision 
is  not  meant  to  confuse  but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the  most 
accurate  possible  numerical  depiction  of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the  coin 
being  described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  adjectival  descrip- 
tions, we  have  continued  to  provide  them  as  well  as  a numerical  grade.  The  cor- 
relation between  adjectives  and  numbers,  as  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  them, 
is  as  follows: 

a)  Superb  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  67,  68  or  69 

b)  Gem  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65  or  66 

c)  Very  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  64 

d)  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  63 

e)  No  adjective,  just  Uncirculated  or  Proof:  60,  61  or  62 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers  and  standard  adjectives,  David 
W.  Akers,  Inc.  gives  a description  that  focuses  on  the  factors  that  most  influence 
value,  i.e.  strike,  lustre,  color  and  noticeable  or  detracting  marks.  By  combining 
all  these  factors,  numerical  grade,  adjectival  grade,  and  detailed  description,  we 
hope  to  have  presented  as  thorough  a picture  as  possible  of  the  coin’s  overall 
appearance  and  technical  state  of  preservation  so  that  the  potential  bidder  can 
effectively  determine  what  the  coin  being  described  is  worth  to  him.

An  attractive,  above 
average  specimen  with  very  good  centering  (all  lettering  is  clearly  visible),  no  prob- 
lems or  visible  defects  and  uniform  medium  gray  and  gold  toning.  (Plate) 

1 502.  Undated  (1785?)  Bar  Cent,  Extremely  Fine.  Glossy,  medium  brown  color,  excellent 
planchet,  above  average  centering.

The  surfaces  are  completely  free  of  carbon  spots  and  are  virtually  mark-free  as  well. 
Outstanding  overall  eye  appeal  and,  in  our  view,  grossly  undervalued.  As  of  May  1 , 
1990,  only  three  pieces  have  been  graded  as  high  as  MS-64  and  none  higher. 


1505.  1840,  Proof  60.  Original,  large  berries.  Light  hairlines  and  medium  orange  color  from 
an  earlier  (but  not  severe)  cleaning.  Considerable  mirror  surface  still  evident.  Very 
rare;  Breen  estimates  “about  17  known,  at  least  five  of  them  in  museums.”

Undoubtedly 
the  FINEST  KNOWN  specimen.  Except  for  a slight  softness  at  the 
hairbraid  and  buffalo’s  shoulder,  the  strike  is  very  sharp.  In  particular,  the 
horn  is  full  and  the  tail  split.  The  coin  has  good  lustre  and  extremely 
attractive  medium  golden  russet  toning  with  just  a hint  of  multicolored 
iridescence.  No  marks  or  hairlines  to  speak  of;  in  fact,  this  is  really  a 
borderline  gem. 

In  our  opinion,  this  is  the  rarest  of  all  Buffalo  Nickels,  even  more  rare  than 
the  well  known  and  highly  touted  1 91 8/1 7- D which  is  itself  a major  rarity, 
especially  in  mint  state.  We  will  even  go  much  further  and  make  the  claim 
that  this  is  the  rarest  U.  S.  minor  coin  of  the  20th  century.  Compared  to  the 
1916  Doubled  Die  Nickel,  such  famous  issues  as  the  1901-S  and  1913-S 
Quarters,  1 921 -S  Half  Dollar,  1918/7 -S  Quarter,  and  191 6-D  and  1942/1 
Dimes  are  downright  common.  This  is  a similar  error  to  the  famous  1955 
Doubled  Die  Cent  (but  far  more  rare)  and  the  doubling,  particularly  on  the 
date,  is  just  as  pronounced.  For  the  Buffalo  Nickel  specialist,  this  may  be 
a once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity  to  obtain  the  "ultimate”  coin  of  the  series.

One  may  completely  disregard  the  “800”  mintage  figure  listed  in  the  Red 
Book.  That  high  number  cannot  possibly  be  correct  since  this  issue  is  tar  more  rare 
than  that  mintage  would  indicate.  In  fact,  it  is  our  opinion  that  fewer  than  100  speci- 
mens were  actually  distributed  and  if,  indeed,  800  were  originally  struck,  nearly  all  had 
to  have  been  melted.

1553.  1859,  Transitional,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  A very  pleasing  specimen  of 
this  extremely  popular  Dime  that,  although  technically  a pattern,  has  long 
been  collected  as  part  of  the  regular  issue  series.  It  has  lovely,  deep  mirror 
surfaces  toned  around  the  edges  in  pale  shades  of  russet  and  gold.  The 
strike  is  needle  sharp  and  the  edges  are  broad  and  square.  A few  very  light 
hairlines  in  the  obverse  fields  are  only  visible  under  close  scrutiny. 

This  issue  was  created  with  the  change  in  design  of  the  Dime  when  the 
legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  was  moved  from  the  reverse  to 
the  obverse.  This  famous  issue  was  created  by  the  mating  of  the  old  1859 
obverse  die  with  the  new  1860  reverse  die,  resulting  in  a coin  with  no 
indication  of  the  country  of  issue.  Listed  in  Judd’s  pattern  book  as  J-233 
and  deemed  a Rarity  6,  i.e.  13  to  30  pieces  known.  A similar  piece  recently 
sold  at  auction  for  $24,000  and  so  we  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  another 
winning  bid  at  this  level.

This  choice  piece  has  resided 
in  the  same  collection  for  the  last  forty  years. 

1 609.  1 877,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Gorgeous  multicolored  toning,  medium  golden 
russet  in  the  centers  turning  to  deeper  shades  of  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the 
borders.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1878-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1610.  1878-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Boldly  struck  with  full  head  and 
stars,  a square  edge  and  fully  proofllke  fields.  The  natural  toning  is  a lovely 
medium  gold  in  the  centers  with  darker  multicolored  iridescent  toning  at  the 
rims.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  are  noticeable  under  a glass  but  the  coin  is 
otherwise  mark-free.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  definitely  of  gem  quality. 
As  such,  this  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  finest  known  examples  of  this 
extremely  rare  date  and  its  equal  has  not  been  seen  at  auction  in  a number 
of  years.  The  AU-50  Norweb  specimen  realized  $22,000  two  years  ago;

The  1878-S  Half  Dollar  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  famous  issues  of 
the  entire  denominational  series.  Only  12,000  were  minted  because 
almost  all  available  minting  capacity  was  devoted  to  the  production  of  the 
newly  designed  Morgan  Dollars.  Today,  no  more  than  40-50  pieces  are 
known  in  all  grades  with  perhaps  just  Worse  in  Mint  State.  (Color  Plate) 
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1611.  1 879,  Choice  Proof  63  (PCGS).  Brilliant  with  russet  peripheral  toning.  1 1 00  proofs 
struck. 


1612.  1 883,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Attractive  iridescent  blue,  gold,  violet  and  russet  toning. 
Very  sharp  strike,  partial  wire  rim.  1039  proofs  struck. 


1613.  1886,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (PCGS).  Light  golden  toning  with  deeper  russet 
peripheral  toning  on  the  reverse.  Fully  struck  with  exceptional  brilliance  and  just  a few 
very  light,  stray  hairlines.  One  of  886  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 


1614.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A super  frosty,  fully  struck  specimen  with  lovely  light 
golden  toning  and  full  original  mint  lustre.  First  year  of  the  popular  Barber  design. 


1615.  1892-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A completely  original,  sharply  struck  gem  with 
superb  medium  toning.  The  obverse  is  a warm  gray  and  gold  color  with  russet 
and  blue  green  at  the  border.  The  obverse  is  more  colorful,  mottled  in  shades  of 
blue,  russet,  violet  and  gold.  This  is  a very  rare  date  with  the  fourth  lowest  mintage 
(390,000)  of  the  series. 


1616.  1 894.  This  lot  is  from  Superior’s  session  of  Auction  '89  where  it  was  described  in  part 
as  follows:

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1620.  1911-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  lightly 
mottled  russet  toning. 

1621.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  golden  toning  and  highly  lustrous,  satiny  sur- 
faces. One  of  the  lowest  mintage  issues  of  the  series;  only  508,000  were  struck. 


1622.  1918,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light,  natural  golden  toning  and  soft,  satiny  surfaces. 
Well  struck  for  the  date  with  nearly  full  head  and  thumb.

RARE  AND  BEAUTIFULLY  TONED 
1794  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1626.  1794,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Bolender  1.  Lovely  natural  golden  gray 
toning  with  some  greenish  blue  highlights.  A trace  of  original  mint  lustre  can 
still  be  found  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  design.  Only  the  slightest 
evidence  of  circulation  wear  or  cabinet  friction  can  be  seen  on  the  highest 
points.  Numerous  mint  made  adjustment  marks  are  present  around  the 
borders  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Although  these  marks  are  rather 
heavy,  especially  on  the  reverse,  for  the  most  part  they  do  not  interfere  with 
the  central  designs.  Miss  Liberty’s  head  is  very  bold  with  nearly  all  hair 
detail  present.  The  eagle  and  wreath  are  also  almost  fully  struck.  This  spec- 
imen of  the  United  States’  first  Silver  Dollar  rested  for  many  years  in  the 
collection  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society.  It  was  sold  in  1983  at 
public  auction  by  Bowers  and  Merena  where  it  was  graded  Extremely  Fine 
with  the  adjustment  marks  noted.  We  think  that  grade  was  overly  con- 
servative and  feel  that  the  coin  really  has  very  little  actual  wear  and  should 
be  graded  a full  AU,  as  we  have  done. 

Mint  records  indicate  that  a total  of  1 758  Silver  Dollars  were  minted  in 
1794.  Of  this  number,  probably  fewer  than  1 00  pieces  survive  today.  This 
specimen  must  certainly  rank  in  the  top  20-25  when  condition  and  “eye 
appeal"  are  taken  into  consideration.  This  is  a coin  which  certainly  will 
become  the  “centerpiece"  of  an  important  Silver  Dollar  collection.  (Color

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1 627.  1 795,  Flowing  Hair,  Almost  Uncirculated  55  (PCGS).  Three  leaves.  Boldly  struck 
with  full  hair  detail,  well-defined  breast  feathers  and  broad,  even  denticles.  Very 
clean,  highly  lustrous  surfaces  with  warm  medium  reddish  gold  toning.  Excellent 
overall  appearance. 


1628.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Three  leaves.  Well  centered  and  sharp; 
broad  denticles,  detailed  hair  and  feathers.  Medium  to  deep  violet  gray  and  gold 
toning. 


1629.  1796,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Large  date,  small  reverse  letters.  Medium  gray  and 
greenish  gold  toning  with  a trace  of  russet  and  blue  highlights.  A very  scarce  date, 
much  more  so  than  the  1795  Draped  Bust. 

1 630.  1 802,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Medium  russet  and  greenish  gold  toning  with  a few  blue  and 
violet  highlights.  Nice  strike  and  centering. 
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RARE  AND  POPULAR  1836  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 


1631.  1836,  Gobrecht,  Proof  60.  Name  on  base,  J-60.  Technically  a pattern  issue  but  for 
more  than  a century  the  Gobrecht  Dollars  have  been  collected  as  If  they  were  part  of 
the  regular  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  series.  This  piece  has  light  to  medium  toning  and 
some  light  hairlines  but  is  still  very  presentable.  The  most  common  of  the  Gobrecht 
issues  but  “common”  in  the  context  of  Gobrechts  is  “rare”  by  almost  any  other 
standards.  An  estimated  1 000  or  so  pieces  were  struck;  most  are  less  than  this  qual- 
ity since  very  few  were  saved.  One  of  the  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  silver  coins. 

1632.  1848,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Partially  prooflike  and  very  well  struck.  Superb 
medium  russet,  gold,  violet  and  blue  toning,  the  colors  somewhat  deeper  on  the 
reverse  than  on  the  obverse.  A very  rare  date,  one  of  the  rarest,  lowest  mintage  issues 
of  the  entire  series.  Only  15,000  were  struck  and  mint  state  examples  are  all  but 
impossible  to  find.  This  is  a more  than  acceptable  substitute.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1850-0  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1633.  1850-0  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Extremely  well  struck  tor  the  issue  (often  weak) 
with  full  head  and  star  detail.  The  semi-prooflike  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  with 
minimal  marks  and  lovely  light  golden  toning.  Housed  in  an  MTB  Integrity  Seal  holder, 
there  graded  MS-63-i-. 

As  a date,  the  1850-0  is  rare  in  any  condition  and  in  this  choice  mint  state  condi- 
tion it  is  extremely  rare  with  probably  no  more  than  6- 1 0 such  quality  pieces  known. 
Compared  to  this  issue,  such  highly  touted  Morgan  Dollar  “rarities"  as  the  1889-CC, 
1892-S,  1893-S  and  1895  are  common. 
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POSSIBLE  FINEST  KNOWN  UNCIRCULATED  1860  DOLLAR 


1 634.  1 860,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (NGC).  A super  frosty,  ultra  sharp  specimen 
with  full  original  mint  lustre  and  pale  golden  toning  highlighted  with  a few 
touches  of  russet.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  nearly  pristine  and  one  must 
look  closely  with  a glass  to  see  even  the  few  tiny  marks  that  are  present. 
Overall,  this  is  amazing  quality  for  a Silver  Dollar  of  this  period.  Neither 
grading  service  has  graded  a single  mint  state  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  in 
MS-67  or  better  and  only  three  have  been  graded  as  high  as  MS-66  by 
NGC  and  seven  by  PCGS.  Of  those  1 0 total  pieces,  only  half  (5)  have  been 
of  this  No  Motto  type  and  this  is  the  only  1 860  that  has  received  this  grade. 
We  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  a finer  specimen  or  even  an  equivalent  one 
and  so  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  this  coin  can  be  considered  the  FINEST

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1656.  1880-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  DMPL.  Boldly  struck  with  a distinct  cameo 
appearance  (heavily  frosted  head,  deep  mirror  fields),  superb  lustre  and  brilliance 
and  just  a touch  of  pale  golden  toning.  The  obverse  has  some  very  light  bagmarks 
but  the  reverse  is  extremely  clean.  This  date  is  very  rare  as  a DMPL  as  indicated  by 
the  fact  the  PCGS  has  graded  only  59  such  pieces,  none  above  MS-64  and  only  six 
in  that  grade.

1657.  1883-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  golden  toning,  fully  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces 
and  a bold  strike.

Superb 
quality,  deep  mirror  fields  and  satiny  devices.  A wholly  original,  naturally  toned  proof 
with  an  outstanding  overall  appearance.  One  of  930  proofs  struck. 
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SUPERBLY  TONED  1886  PROOF  DOLLAR 


1659.  1886,  Gem  Proof  66.  Superb,  dusky  iridescent  toning,  rich  gold  and  russet  with 
traces  of  violet  and  blue.  Virtually  flawless,  deep  mirror  fields  and  equally  superb, 
light  satiny  devices.  A truly  beautiful  proof  that  must  be  seen  to  be  really  appreciated. 
One  of  886  proofs  struck. 


1660.  1887-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lightly  mottled  multicolored  toning  on  the  obverse; 
deeper,  more  evenly  toned  on  the  reverse.  Sharply  struck  for  the  date,  especially  ori 
the  reverse  which  displays  a virtually  full  eagle’s  breast.  Common  as  a date,  but  very 
scarce  like  this.  (Plate) 


1661.  A group  of  four  (4)  exceptionally  nice  Morgan  Dollars.  Included  are  the  following: 
1 888,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64+,  satiny  surfaces  with  pale  russet  toning  around 
the  edges;  1 898-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65-i-,  extremely  lustrous  and  nearly  mark-free, 
attractive  gold  and  russet  toning  on  the  reverse;  1899-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  full 
mint  lustre  with  some  splashes  of  gold  toning;  and  1 904-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated 
64-I-,  another  exceptional  Dollar,  very  close  to  gem  condition.  Four  pieces. 

1 662.  An  original  roll  of  1 888-S  Morgan  Dollars  from  the  Redfield  Hoard.  Grades  range  from 
MS-62  to  MS-64  and  all  of  the  coins  are  sharply  struck  with  full  mint  lustre.  Some  have 
light  golden  toning.  20  pieces. 


1 663.  1889,  Gem  Proof  65  (PCGS).  Superb  light  to  medium  smoky  golden  russet  toning 
with  a trace  of  violet  and  blue  at  the  rims.  The  deep  mirror  fields  are  nearly  pristine 
and  the  coin  is  certainly  very  conservatively  graded  as  a 65.  The  head  and  eagle  are 
satiny  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  definitely  outstanding.  Only  811 
proofs  of  this  date  were  struck  and  it  ranks  as  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  proof  Morgans.

The  obverse  is  vivid  and  multicolored  (undoubtedly  from  resting 
tight  against  the  bag  in  which  is  was  stored  for  years)  and  is  toned  in  shades  of 
greenish  gold  with  bold  splashes  of  violet  and  blue  green  at  the  top.  The  reverse, 
equally  original  of  course,  has  more  delicate,  even,  pale  gold  toning.  The  1 890-0  is 
a very  common  date  in  lower  mint  state  grades  but  gem  quality  specimens  such  as 
this  are  rather  rare.

1665.  1890-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  attractive,  uncommonly  high  quality  ex- 
ample of  this  date.  It  is  much  sharper  than  average  with  good  detail  on  the  hair  and 
eagle’s  breast  feathers.  The  toning  is  especially  nice,  medium  russet,  violet  and  blue 
on  the  obverse  and  pale  gold  with  russet  peripheral  toning  on  the  reverse.  Very  clean 
surfaces  with  just  a few  barely  noticeable  bagmarks.  (Plate) 

1666.  1890-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  DMPL  (PCGS).  Deep  mirror  surfaces  with 
frosted  devices.  The  centers  are  fully  struck  with  only  the  slightest  softness  around 
the  edges.  Some  light  natural  gold  toning  is  present  on  both  sides. 

1667.  1891-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  that  are 
enhanced  with  light  golden  toning.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  but  almost  no  bagmarks 
Unusually  nice  for  the  date.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  CERTIFIED  GEM  MINT  STATE  1894-0  DOLLAR 


1 668.  1 894-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Very  well  struck  for  the  date  with 
considerable  hair  detail  over  the  ear  and  most  of  the  breast  feathers  at 
least  partially  defined.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  extremely  lustrous  for  an 
1 894-0  Dollar  and  they  are  also  very  clean  with  no  marks  of  any  note.  The 
coin’s  overall  appearance  is  enhanced  by  pale  golden  toning,  mostly  at 
the  periphery.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  date. 

In  true  gem  condition,  the  1894-0  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the 
Morgan  Dollar  series.

The  surfaces  are  very  clean 
with  almost  no  bagmarks  and  the  strike,  though  not  full  (is  there  such  a thing?)  or  quite 
as  sharp  as  the  preceding,  is  still  considerably  above  average.  One  of  the  most 
underrated  issues  of  the  series  in  gem  condition. 

1670.  1896-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Distinctly  above  average  strike  for  this  typically 
“soft”  issue  with  nearly  all  of  the  hair  detail  over  the  ear  and  all  of  the  feathers  on  the 
eagle’s  breast  reasonably  well-defined.  The  satiny  surfaces  have  good  lustre  and 
light  (reverse)  to  medium  (obverse)  golden  toning  with  darker  golden  brown  toning 
around  the  date,  stars  and  motto.  (Plate) 

1671.  1 896-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful,  full  mint  lustre  with  a minimum  of  marks.  The 
strike,  although  not  completely  full,  is  still  far  above  average  with  only  the  slightest 
amount  of  weakness  in  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  above  her  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast 
feathers.  One  very  faint  abrasion  is  present  in  the  left  obverse  field  but  does  not 
detract  significantly  from  the  overall  beauty  of  this  exceptional  piece.  Very  underrated 
in  gem  condition  and  worthy  of  a considerable  bid. 


SUPERBLY  TONED  GEM  PROOF  1897  DOLLAR 


1 672.  1 897,  Gem  Proof  66.  The  toning  on  this  piece  is  just  magnificent,  a medium  iridescent 
blend  of  gold,  russet,  violet  and  blue.  The  head  and  eagle  are  satiny,  the  fields  deeply 
mirrorlike.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  nearly  flawless  even  under  magnification  and 
overall  the  coin  has  a really  great  look.  One  of  just  731  proofs  struck  and  one  of  the 
rarer  proofs  of  the  series  in  terms  of  the  number  “slabbed”  by  PCGS  in  Proof  65  or 
better  condition. 
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1673.  1898-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Frosty  and  sharply  struck;  beautiful  sunset 
reddish  gold  toning  with  just  a hint  of  violet.  No  noticeable  marks  or  hairlines. 
Thousands  of  this  date  were  in  the  Redfield  Hoard  in  1976  but  few  even  compared 
to  this  one  in  overall  quality.  This  is  made  especially  clear  by  the  fact  that  PCGS  has 
graded  only  three  pieces  MS-66  (two  in  addition  to  this  one)  and  none  higher. 


1674.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  blazing  lustre  and  a trace  of  light 
russet,  violet  and  blue  toning.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  have  no  more 
than  a few  of  the  most  trivial  of  bagmarks. 


1 675.  1 902,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  greenish  gold,  blue  and  violet  toning;  superb  lustre  under 
the  toning.  Fully  struck  and  very  clean  with  only  a few  extremely  faint  hairlines.  Just 
777  proofs  struck. 

1 676.  A pair  of  lustrous,  original  1 902-S  Silver  Dollars,  both  grading  Very  Choice  Uncircu- 
lated 64  and  encapsulated  in  Hallmark  holders.  The  coins  are  virtually  identical  and 
both  have  a trace  of  light  golden  toning  over  clean,  satiny  surfaces.  Two  pieces. 

1 677.  One  roll  (20  coins)  of  1 902-S  Morgan  Dollars.  This  is  an  original  roll  from  the  famous 
Redfield  Hoard  and  the  coins  range  in  grade  from  MS-61  to  MS-64.  Most  have  a trace 
of  light  golden  toning.  20  pieces. 
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1678.  1923,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  The  epitome  of  what  a Peace  Dollar  should  be.  It  is 
fully  struck  with  intense  original  lustre,  pristine  surfaces  and  beautiful  light  golden 
toning  with  a trace  of  deeper  russet  at  the  borders.  A fabulous  coin. 

1679.  A group  of  four  (4)  Choice  Uncirculated  Peace  Dollars.  This  group  includes  the 
following:  1924,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64;  1925,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64, 
pale  golden  toning;  1925,  Choice  Uncirculated  63;  and  1934,  Very  Choice  Uncircu- 
lated 64.  Four  pieces. 

1 680.  1 924-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharp  and  fully  original  with  few  marks  and  attractive 
golden  brown  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Very  lustrous  in  the  areas  where  there  is  little 
or  no  toning.  (Plate) 

1681.  1925,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (NGC).  Superb,  natural  light  violet  and  gold  toning 
covering  highly  lustrous,  nearly  pristine  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck  as  well.  (Plate) 

1682.  1925-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fully  struck,  100%  original  gem  with  great  lustre 
under  mottled  medium  russet  toning.  There  are  a few  light  bagmarks  on  the  eagle  but 
the  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  elsewhere.  The  obverse  in  particular  is  especially 
nice.  (Plate) 

1683.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  golden  toning  and  full  frosty  mint  lustre. 
Extremely  clean  fields  and  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks  on  the  devices.  Well  above 
average  strike  for  the  issue.  (Plate) 

1684.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  high  quality  example  of  this  rather  scarce 
date.  It  is  fairly  well  struck  with  very  good  lustre  and  no  marks  worth  noting.  The  coin 
is  fully  original  and  has  attractive  natural  toning,  mottled  greenish  gold  and  light  russet 
on  the  obverse  and  pale  gold  on  the  reverse.  (Plate)

bagmarks.  By  far  the  rarest  and  most  valuable  Peace  Dollar  in  this  grade.  (Plate)

1 687.  1 876-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Light  gold  and  russet  toning  on  the  reverse, 
deeper  russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  on  the  obverse.  Very  sharply  struck  with 
full  mint  frost,  comparatively  few  marks  and  decent  lustre  under  the  toning.  (Plate) 


1688.  1877,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  A particularly  attractive  proof  with  beautiful  sunset 
toning,  a mix  of  medium  reddish  gold  and  lavender.  The  strike  is  razor  sharp  and  the 
fields  have  excellent  proof  “depth"  and  virtually  no  marks  or  hairlines.  Great  overall 
look  and  really  a virtual  gem.  This  date  is  the  lowest  mintage  proof  T rade  Dollar  from 
1 873-1 883;  only  an  estimated  51 0 were  struck  compared  to  close  to  a thousand  or 
more  of  the  late  proof-only  dates  from  1879  on. 


1689.  1882,  Gem  Proof  65.  Light  golden  toning  with  darker  russet  and  violet  at  the 
periphery.  Full  brilliance  and  proof  lustre.  A few  very  faint  hairlines,  nothing  more. 
Attractive  overall  appearance  and  lots  of  “flash".  This  issue  was  struck  only  In  proof; 
1 ,097  were  minted.

SUPERBLY  TONED  ISABELLA  QUARTER 


1 690.  1 893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  One  of  the  best  and  pretti- 
est Isabella  Quarters  we  have  seen  recently.  It  is  boldly  struck  with  almost 
flawless,  satiny  surfaces  and  truly  superb  original  toning.  The  obverse  is 
a medium  russet,  gold,  violet  and  blue  green  while  the  reverse  is  a light 
russet  and  gold  color.  Very,  very  close  to  Superb  MS-67  quality.  The  only 
U.S.  commemorative  of  this  denomination. 


1691.  1 893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  a partial  wire  rim ; the 
fields  are  almost  fully  prooflike  and  this  is  the  kind  of  coin  we  have  seen  offered  before 
as  a “Proof”  (which  it  is  not).  The  lustre  and  brilliance  are  excellent  and  the  coin  has 
just  a hint  of  light  golden  toning,  as  well  as  a few  faint,  stray  hairlines.  An  early  striking, 
possibly  even  a special  striking  of  some  sort. 

1692.  1893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Incredibly  radiant  lustre  and  superb 
russet  and  blue  green  peripheral  toning.  Sharply  struck  and  super  frosty.  Fabulous 
overall  eye  appeal.

1 693.  1893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  The  fourth  and  final  gem  example  we 
offer  here  in  Auction  ’90.  This  piece  is  very  sharp  with  a partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse, 
satiny  surfaces  and  lustrous  medium  violet,  gold  and  blue  green  toning.  (Plate)

1694.  1900  Lafayette  Dollar,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  An  original  specimen  with  a 
sharp  strike,  very  tew  marks,  and  medium  gold,  violet  and  blue  green  toning.  Despite 
the  high  (by  commemorative  coin  standards)  mintage  of  36,026  pieces,  the  Lafayette 
Dollar  is  very  scarce  in  choice  mint  state.  This  is  because  many,  if  not  most,  of  the 
issue  were  sold  well  after  the  1900  Paris  Exposition  for  as  little  as  $1 .10  and,  as  a 
result,  many  were  spent  or  carried  as  pocket  pieces  rather  than  carefully  save-'. 

1695.  A group  of  four  (4)  certified  (PCGS)  Commemorative  Half  Dollars  including  the 
following:  1937  Antietam,  MS-65,  brilliant  with  a touch  of  light  golden  toning;  1946 
Iowa,  MS-66,  fabulous  sunset  toning,  an  absolutely  stunning  coin;  1937-D  Oregon, 
MS-66,  superb  lustre  and  peripheral  toning;  and  1935-S  San  Diego,  MS-65,  satiny 
surfaces,  light  toning.  Four  pieces. 

1696.  1937  Boone,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  lustrous  with  traces  of  gold  toning,  low 
mintage  of  9,81 0 pieces;  and  1 937  Roanoke,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  with  light  natural  toning.  Two  pieces. 


FLAWLESS  1938-S  BOONE 


1697.  1938-S  Boone,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  A magnificent,  original  coin  with  essen- 
tially flawless,  satiny  surfaces,  full  mint  lustre  and  absolutely  incredible  toning,  light 
to  medium  gold  and  russet  over  most  of  the  coin  with  vivid  multicolored  iridescence 
at  the  borders.  One  of  the  lowest  mintage  of  all  commemorative  issues;  a mere  2,1 00 
pieces  were  struck. 

1698.  1936  Bridgeport,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  lustrous,  original  coin  with  attractive 
gold  and  pale  russet  toning.  25,0 1 5 pieces  struck  to  commemorate  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  Connecticut. 

1699.  1935  Connecticut,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Light  natural  reddish  gold  toning 
and  excellent  lustre.  An  original,  almost  mark-tree  coin. 
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POSSIBLY  UNIQUE  PROOF  1936  DELAWARE 


1700.  1 936  Delaware,  Gem  Proof  65.  Unknown  to  Breen  and  Swiatek  when  they 
collaborated  on  their  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Commemoratives  in  1981  but 
examined  by  Breen  on  May  5,  1989  and  now  accompanied  by  his  Letter 
of  Authenticity  which  states: 

“This  certifies  that  I have  examined  the  accompanying  coin  and 
that  I unhesitatingly  declare  it  a genuine  1936/38  Delaware 
Tercentenary  Commemorative  half  dollar,  satin  finish  proof. 

I have  compared  this  coin  with  many  other  Delawares,  and  it 
differs  in  sharpness  and  surface  from  them  all.  This  is  notably 
sharper  on  architectural  details,  ivy,  ropes,  flags,  diamonds  and 
edges  and  serifs  of  letters  than  any  of  the  uncs;  its  borders  are 
partly  broader  and  flatter;  and  its  surface  is  much  more  like  that 
of  earlier  satin  finish  proofs  than  like  pristine  business  strikes. 

it  is  probably  one  of  those  made  for  John  R.  Sinnock.  Proofs 
of  this  issue  were  only  rumored;  this  is  the  first  I have  seen.” 


1701.  1918  Lincoln-lllinois,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  original  coin  with  excellent 
lustre  beneath  lightly  mottled  russet  and  gold  toning. 

1702.  Three  gem  commemoratives  from  an  old-time  Florida  collection  including  a pair  of 
1946  Iowa’s  in  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  both  pieces  having  very  pale  rose  and  gold 
toning  over  lustrous  original  surfaces.  Also  included  in  this  lot  is  a 1926-S  Oregon 
in  Gem  Uncirculated  65  condition.  This  coin  exhibits  full  brilliance  with  spectacular 
blue,  russet  and  gold  toning.  Three  pieces. 
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SUPERBLY  TONED  AND  FLAWLESS  NEW  ROCHELLE 


1 703.  1 938  New  Rochelle,  Superb  Uncirculated  67  (PCGS).  One  of  the  prettiest  coins  in 
the  sale  with  incredible  lustre  and  toning,  the  latter  an  intense,  eye  catching  blend  of 
russet  and  greenish  gold.  The  strike  is  full  and  the  satiny  surfaces  are  essentially 
flawless.  If  you  love  toned  commemoratives,  and  a great  many  people  obviously  do, 
this  coin  should  be  at  the  top  of  your  “must  see”  list. 


1 704.  1 926  Sesquicentennial,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  coin  and  the  next  lot  have  been 
together  since  the  time  of  issue.  Each  one  came  in  a manilla  and  red  paper  “Seasons 
Greetings"  envelope  issued  by  the  First  National  Bank  of  Bradenton,  Florida  and  it  is 
this  paper  that  accounts  for  the  unusual  toning.  This  piece  has  medium  greenish  gold 
and  pale  violet  toning  with  a number  of  russet  “freckles”  on  the  obverse.  There  is  a 
lot  of  underlying  lustre  and  the  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  only  a few  tiny  marks. 


1705.  1926  Sesquicentennial,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Similar  to  the  preceding  lot  and 
from  the  same  source.  Perhaps  a trifle  more  lustrous,  however.  The  toning  is  greenish 
gold,  pale  russet  and  blue  with  a number  of  dark  russet  “freckles”.  Few  marks  we  can 
see. 

1 706.  1 935-PDS  Texas  Set.  The  P-Mint  coin  is  Gem  Uncirculated  66,  the  other  two  Gem 
Uncirculated  65.  All  three  have  been  graded  by  PCGS.  The  coins  are  nicely  matched 
and  have  full  mint  lustre  and  light  golden  toning.  Three  pieces. 
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1 707.  1 903  Louisiana  Purchase-Jefferson  $1 , Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Bright  yellow  gold 
centers  with  deeper  golden  toning  near  the  borders.  Very  sharply  struck  and  fully 
lustrous.  One  of  an  estimated  1 7,500  examples  that  were  sold  in  commemoration  of 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  that  was  held  in  St.  Louis  in  1 904.  Note:  1 25,000 
pieces  were  actually  minted  but  over  85%  were  not  sold  and  were  subsequently 
melted.  Many  of  those  sold  were  used  as  jewelry,  others  were  carried  as  good  luck 
charms,  and  so  gem  quality  mint  state  pieces  are  actually  quite  scarce.

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1710.  1926  Sesquicentennial  $2V2,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Soft,  frosty  mint  lustre  and 
lovely,  natural  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  a hint  of  orange  toning.  Fully  struck  with 
a minimum  of  marks.  This  is  the  commonest  U.S.  Commemorative  Gold  coin  from  a 
total  population  standpoint  but,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  $50  Pan-Pac  issues 
and  the  1 905  Lewis  & Clark  $1 , it  is  the  rarest  in  MS-65  or  better  condition.

Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Example 


1740.  5 Cents,  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Frosty  and  very  sharply 
struck  for  the  issue.  Attractive,  natural  medium  golden  toning  and  virtually 
no  marks  of  any  kind.  Excellent,  original  mint  lustre.  Overall,  this  must 
certainly  be  one  of  the  finest,  if  not  the  absolute  finest,  1 921  5 Cent  pieces 
in  existence.  Thought  to  be  the  famous  McKay-Clements  piece  sold  at 
auction  in  Canada  in  1976. 

The  mintage  of  the  1921  5 Cent  piece  was  not  small;  In  fact,  it  was  over 
2 '/?  million  pieces.  But  in  May  1921,  new  legislation  was  passed  in  the 
Canadian  Parliament  authorizing  a new,  larger  5 Cent  piece  in  nickel.  As 
a result,  very  few  of  the  silver  pieces  were  actually  released  and  nearly  the 
entire  mintage  was  melted  in  1922.  The  relatively  few  survivors,  thought  to 
number  about  400  pieces,  are  mostly  low  grade  with  Good  to  Fine  being 
typical.  A coin  of  this  outstanding  quality  is  a real  treasure  and  should  bring 
in  excess  of  $50,000.  (Color  Plate) 


1741.  10  Cents,  1858,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (NGC).  Boldly  struck  with  attractive  light 
golden  gray  and  rose  color  toning.  The  rims  are  broad  and  flat  and  the  surfaces  are 
quite  lustrous  beneath  the  natural  toning.  Although  this  date  is  the  first  year  of  issue 
and  first  years  were  often  saved,  it  is  very  difficult  today  to  locate  an  1 858  1 0 Cents 
in  gem  condition. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  SPECIMEN  1872-H  10  CENTS 


1742.  10  Cents,  1 872-H,  Gem  Specimen  66  (PCGS).  A spectacular  piece,  very 
nearly  “as  struck”.  It  has  superb  brilliance  and  lustre  with  just  a trace  of 
light  golden  toning.  The  fields  are  very  mirrorlike  and  the  head  and  leaves 
are  lightly  frosted.  The  reverse  has  a few  minute  planchet  flaws  as  struck. 
The  strike  is  simply  extraordinary  showing  every  bit  of  the  fine  detail  that 
was  present  in  the  design. 

This  is  one  of  a small  group  of  Canadian  Specimen  coinage  that  came 
out  of  the  Heaton  Mint  archives  in  the  mid-1970's.  It  appeared  as  Lot  1964 
in  Superior's  June  1977  Crouch  sale.  Perhaps  5-6  1872-H  Specimen  10 
Cent  pieces  came  to  light  at  that  time,  allot  them  literally  of  museum  qual- 
ity like  this.  They  were  struck  in  1872,  immediately  placed  in  a cabinet  in 
the  Director's  office,  and  were  basically  untouched  and  forgotten  for  the 
next  century  I 


1743.  10  Cents,  1915,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A beautiful  gem  example  of  the 
rarest  date  George  V 1 0 Cents.  Magnificent  gold  and  russet  obverse  toning  while  the 
reverse  displays  similar  hues  with  a trace  of  blue  blending  in.  The  strike  is  perfect  and 
the  nearly  blemish-free  surfaces  retain  all  their  original  mint  brilliance. 

With  the  exception  of  the  1913  Broad  Leaves  and  1936  Dot  varieties,  this  date  is 
the  rarest  of  the  type.  Only  688,057  were  struck  and  it  is  rarely  encountered  even  in 
the  lowest  grades  of  mint  state.  A great  opportunity  for  the  Canadian  specialist  or 
serious  investor.

25  Cents,  1870  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A lovely,  original  Victoria 
25  Cent  piece.  Superbly  toned  in  natural  shades  of  blue  green  and  gold.  The  strike 
IS  full  and  only  a few  very  light  contact  marks  on  the  face  keep  this  coin  from  the  full 
gem  classification.  This  is  the  first  year  of  issue  for  this  denomination.  Only  900,000 
pieces  were  reported  struck  and  very  few  examples  remain  today  in  this  high  grade. 


1 745.  25  Cents,  1872-H,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  Full  mint  brilliance  glows 
beneath  original  dusty  rose  and  gold  toning.  The  strike  is  nearly  full  with  only  the 
slightest  softness  present  in  Victoria’s  hair  above  her  ear.  For  the  most  part,  the 
surfaces  are  free  of  marks  or  abrasions.  Really  a very  nice  coin  which  could  easily 
have  been  graded  one  point  higher.  Struck  at  the  Heaton  Mint  in  Birmingham, 
England,  which  was  under  contract  from  the  Royal  Mint.  (Plate) 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  AND  VIRTUALLY  PERFECT 
SPECIMEN  1875-H  25  CENTS 


1746.  25  Cents,  1875-H,  Superb  Specimen  67  (PCGS).  Here  is  an  incredible 
coin  that  definitely  rates  as  one  of  the  highest  quality,  rarest  and  most 
valuable  Canadian  numismatic  items  in  existence.  It  is  virtual  perfection  in 
a Victoria  silver  coin  and  could  have  just  as  legitimately  been  graded 
Specimen  68  or  69.  The  strike  is  100%  full  and  the  edge  is  sharp  and 
square.  The  fields  have  excellent  mirrorlike  “depth”  and  the  devices  are 
soft  and  satiny.  The  toning  is  breathtaking,  an  extraordinary,  light  to  medi- 
um, lustrous  blend  of  gold  and  russet  with  a touch  of  blue  and  greenish  gold 
at  the  border.  Absolutely  fantastic! 

The  1875-H  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Canadian  coins  and  is  seldom  seen 
except  in  the  lowest  circulated  grades.  Specimens  are  of  the  utmost  rarity 
with  no  more  than  five  or  six  known.  This  is  one  of  two  pieces  that  came  out 
of  the  Birmingham  Mint  (formerly  the  Heaton  Mint)  around  1981.  There 
were  none  in  the  earlier  releases  In  1974  and  1977.  “Museum  Quality"  is 
an  expression  that  comes  to  mind  when  viewing  this  coin  and  we  can  well 
Imagine  that  it  will  take  a very  strong  bid,  perhaps  even  close  to  six  figures, 
to  be  the  proud  new  owner  of  this  magnificent  numismatic  masterpiece.

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VERY  RARE  GEM  1882-H  25  CENTS 


1747.  25  Cents,  1882-H,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  The  finest  business 
strike  of  this  date  known  to  us.  Magnificent  natural  blue  green,  gold  and 
rose  toning  covering  nearly  flawless,  satiny  surfaces.  The  original  mint 
lustre  is  full  and  radiates  from  beneath  the  outstanding  toning.  The  strike 
is  excellent  with  full  detail  in  Victoria’s  hair  and  full  veins  in  every  leaf  on  the 
reverse.  This  is  not  only  the  nicest  example  of  this  date  we  have  handled, 
but  also  one  of  the  finest  business  strikes  of  this  type  we  have  seen.  A 
coin  which  is  sure  to  attract  a lot  of  attention  and  a premium  winning  bid. 
Only  600,000  pieces  minted. 


1 748  25  Cents,  1 888,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Full  mint  lustre  and  frost  with  at- 
tractive russet  and  golden  toning  around  the  borders.  The  strike  is  full  and  there  are 
only  a few  very  minor  marks  visible,  mainly  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  almost 
a matte-llke  finish  and  is  nearly  mark-free.  A very  nice  example  of  this  low  mintage 
year.  Only  400,000  were  struck. 

1 749  25  Cents,  1 890-H,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Extremely  sharp  strike  with  full 
original  m’int  frost  and  lustre.  A trace  of  delicate  golden  toning  is  present  on  both  the 
obverse  and  reverse  surfaces.  In  our  opinion  this  coin  has  been  very  conservative- 
ly graded  at  MS-63.  A very  respectable  example  of  this  low  mintage  year.  A mere 

200.000  pieces  were  struck  by  the  Heaton  Mint.  (Plate) 

1 750  25  Cents  1 892,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A beautiful,  original  Victoria 
25  Cent  piece  with  lovely,  deep  charcoal  gray  and  gold  obverse  toning  and  spectac- 
ular multicolor  hues  of  blue  green,  gold  and  rose  on  the  reverse.  The  strike  is  sharp 
and  the  lustre  is  full.  Another  very  difficult  date  to  locate  in  this  state  of  preservation. 

510.000  pieces  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  for  the  Canadian  Government. 
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1 751 . 25  Cents,  1894,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  frosty 
mint  lustre.  The  original  toning  is  lovely,  a very  light  gold  with  superb  reddish  gold 
peripheral  toning.  There  are  a few  very  faint  marks  on  Victoria’s  face  and  neck  but  the 
obverse  fields  and  the  entire  reverse  are  otherwise  nearly  immaculate.  Like  most 
Victoria  25  Cent  pieces,  the  1 894  is  very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  mint  state  and  it  is  very 
rare  in  this  gem  condition . We  cannot  recall  ever  seeing  a distinctly  finer  example  than 
this  one. 

1752.  25  Cents,  1908,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A very  attractive  example 
of  an  Edward  VII  25  Cent  piece.  Fully  struck  with  complete  crown  and  beard  detail. 
The  surfaces  are  matte-like  in  appearance  with  pale  gold  toning  on  the  obverse  and 
light  greenish  gold  on  the  reverse.  The  original  lustre  is  a bit  subdued  which  is  not 
unusual  for  this  issue  and  type.  Another  example  of  a coin  which  is  very  close  to  the 
next  higher  grade;  only  a few  very  small  marks  in  the  right  obverse  field  keep  this 
coin  from  the  MS-65  grade.  This  year,  1 908,  marks  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint  in  Ottawa.  Only  495,016  25  Cent  pieces  were  minted.  (Plate) 


SUPERBLY  TONED  1921  CANADA  25  CENTS 


1753.  25  Cents,  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A frosty,  lustrous  coin 
with  superb,  original,  multicolored  toning,  a light  to  medium  blend  of  russet 
and  blue  green  with  a trace  of  violet.  The  reverse  is  particularly  pretty  and 
nearly  perfect.  The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  with  all  of  the  design  details 
clearly  present.  We  have  not  seen  a finer  1921  25  Cents  than  this  one  (and 
other  than  the  following  coin,  not  really  all  that  many  gem  quality  ones 
either)  and  so  we  feel  that  this  may  be  a candidate  for  FINEST  KNOWN. 

The  1921  is  one  of  the  three  rarest  dates  of  the  type,  the  other  two  being 
the  1915  and  the  1927.  In  our  experience,  the  1915  is  by  far  the  rarest  of 
the  three  while  the  1 92 1 and  1 927 are  comparable  in  terms  of  overall  rarity.

1 754.  25  Cents,  1921 , Gem  Uncirculated  65  (NGC).  A second  gem  example  of  this  key 
date  of  the  George  V type.  Beautiful  deep  golden  gray  toning  with  lighter  russet  high- 
lights around  the  borders  and  the  edges  of  the  devices.  The  surfaces  are  very  lus- 
trous beneath  the  toning  and  are  relatively  free  of  marks.  The  strike  is  nearly  full  with 
only  the  slightest  softness  on  the  highest  points  of  the  beard  and  crown.  Don’t  be 
misled  by  the  fact  that  we  are  offering  two  gem  1 921  25  Cent  pieces  in  this  sale;  this 
date  is  certainly  not  common  and  is,  in  fact,  extremely  difficult  to  locate  in  this  'hiqh 
grade. 


VERY  RARE  1929  SPECIMEN  25  CENTS 


1 755.  25  Cents,  1 929,  Superb  Specimen  67  (PCGS).  Nearly  perfect  in  all  respects;  in  fact, 
it  appears  to  be  virtually  “as  struck”.  The  coin  is  mostly  brilliant  with  full  satiny  proof 
lustre  and  almost  no  toning,  but  close  inspection  shows  just  a trace  of  light  multi- 
colored iridescence  as  well.  Very  rare;  at  most  10  Specimens  were  struck,  perhaps 
as  few  as  6-8. 


1 756.  25  Cents,  1 930,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A wonderful  gem  example  of  a very 
scarce  and  underrated  date.  Beautiful,  highly  lustrous  surfaces  toned  in  pastel 
shades  of  russet  and  gold.  A wisp  of  light  blue  is  present  around  the  left  reverse 
border.  The  strike  is  full  and  the  surfaces  are  nearly  blemish-free.  An  exceptional 
example  of  this  Depression  Era  piece.  Although  968,748  pieces  were  struck,  very  few 
were  saved  and  so  mint  state  examples,  particularly  gem  quality  ones,  are  very  rare 
today. 
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1757.  50  Cents,  1871,  Victoria,  Uncirculated  62  (PCGS).  An  attractive  example  of  this 
early,  second  year  of  issue  Victoria  50  Cents.  Medium  rose  and  gold  toning  with  blue 
green  highlights  in  the  lettering  and  leaves.  The  strike  is  excellent  and  the  surfaces 
retain  a considerable  amount  of  their  original  mint  lustre.  Overall,  this  coin  has  the 
arm’s  length  look  of  a higher  grade  piece.  Only  200,000  50  Cent  pieces  were  struck 
in  1 871  and  mint  state  examples  are  quite  rare  since  very  few  of  these  were  saved 
at  the  time  of  issue.  This  coin  would  not  at  all  look  out  of  place  in  a choice  mint  state 
type  collection. 

1758.  50  Cents,  1907,  Uncirculated  62  (PCGS).  A trace  of  pale  gold  toning  over  some- 
what subdued  satin  surfaces.  As  is  the  case  with  the  Victoria  50  Cent  pieces,  the 
Edward  VII  type  is  quite  scarce  in  any  grade  of  mint  state  and  always  in  demand.  A 
mere  300,000  pieces  were  minted  in  1907.  (Plate) 


OUTSTANDING  1917  50  CENTS 


1 759.  50  Cents,  1 91 7,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A beautiful  George  V type  50  Cent 
piece.  Lovely  original  surfaces,  lustrous  and  sharply  struck.  Both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  are  toned  in  an  attractive  light  golden  gray  with  brighter  golden  borders. 
Although  not  a particularly  scarce  date  in  mint  state,  full  gems  are  very  difficult  to 
locate  and  pieces  of  this  high  caliber  are  quite  rare. 

1760.  50  Cents,  1917,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A second  gem  specimen  of  this 
World  War  I date.  This  piece  is  lighter  in  color  exhibiting  just  a trace  of  light  natural 
toning.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  lustrous  and  the  strike  is  nearly  perfect.  752,21 3 
50  Cent  pieces  were  struck  in  1917. 

1 761 . 50  Cents,  1 91 9,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  Extremely  lustrous  and  fully 
struck.  Some  very  light  gold  toning  is  present  on  the  obverse  while  the  reverse  ex- 
hibits a little  deeper  shade  of  gold.  1919  represents  the  last  year  of  the  Sterling  Silver 
issues  (.925  fine).  Beginning  in  1920,  Canadian  silver  coins  were  struck  using  .800 
fine  silver. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1921  SPECIMEN  50  CENTS 
“The  King  Of  Canadian  Coins” 


1762.  50  Cents,  1921,  Gem  Specimen  65  (ICCS).  A magnificent  example  of 
the  so-called  “King  of  Canadian  Coins”.  It  is  a nearly  flawless,  matte-like 
Specimen  with  a superb  strike  and  a sharp,  square  edge.  All  of  the  design 
details  (George’s  crown,  beard,  cloak  etc.)  are  extremely  bold.  The  sur- 
faces have  softly  glowing  matte  lustre  with  light  golden  toning  turning 
to  slightly  deeper  gold  at  the  borders.  Graded  SP-65  by  ICCS  but  in  our 
opinion  distinctly  finer  than  that  and,  in  all  likelihood,  PCGS  would  grade 
it  SP-66  as  a minimum.  This  is  the  famous  McKay-Clements  example  last 
sold  in  a Canadian  auction  in  1976.  It  is  at  least  equal  in  terms  of  overall 
quality  to  any  other  known  Specimen  of  this  extremely  rare  issue. 

The  1921  50  Cents  of  Canada  is  that  country's  most  famous  regular 
issue  coin  as  well  as  the  rarest  and  most  desirable.  Although  206,398 
pieces  were  struck,  they  were  never  released  but  were  Instead  held  at  the 
Mint  in  Ottawa  due  to  a lack  of  demand  for  50  Cent  pieces.  In  1929,  they 
were  melted  to  provide  bullion  for  the  1929  dated  coins.  Few  have  sur- 
vived, probably  no  more  than  60-  75 pieces,  most  of  those  in  the  circulated 
grades.  Specimen  sets  were  Issued  in  1921  and  perhaps  6-8  of  the  known 
examples  of  this  date,  including  the  one  now  offered,  come  from  those  sets. 
Others  were  obtained  directly  from  the  Mint  as  souvenirs  but  most  were 
spent  or  carried  as  pocket  pieces,  although  a few  uncirculated  pieces  also 
exist  that  were  carefully  handled.  One  such  piece  was  the  toned  gem  in 
Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '79.  That  coin  recently  resold  fora  record 
$110, 000,  but  no  Specimen  of  the  quality  offered  here  has  sold  at  auction 
in  many  years  and  so  it  is  possible  that  a new  record  price  for  the  1921 
Canada  50  Cent  piece,  one  of  the  most  famous  issues  of  the  20th  Cen- 
tury, will  be  realized  when  this  coin  sells.  (Color  Plate) 
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1763.  50  Cents,  1934,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A magnificently  toned  example  of 
this  very  scarce,  low  mintage  date.  A spectacular  array  of  colors  frame  the  portrait  of 
George  V and  the  lettering  and  date  on  the  reverse.  Gorgeous  shades  of  russet  and 
blue  encircle  the  borders  of  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  centers  are  a lighter 
gold  in  color.  The  strike  is  bold  and  the  lustre  is  superb.  One  of  the  prettiest  examples 
of  this  date  we  have  seen.  Only  39,539  pieces  reported  minted. 


1 764.  Dollar,  1 971 , Uniface  Die  T rial.  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  extremely  rare  uniface 
die  trial  of  a proposed  design  for  the  1 97 1 British  Columbia  Commemorative  Dollar. 
This  plain  edge  pattern  appears  to  be  struck  in  nickel  and  has  been  lightly  lacquered. 
The  design  depicts  three  intertwined  Pacific  Salmon  centered  between  the  dates 
1 871  and  1971.  The  designer’s  initials  BG  appear  backwards  to  the  right  of  the  1 871 
date.  Possibly  UNIOUE;  at  the  very  least,  exceedingly  rare.

1765.  Sovereign,  1916-C,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  This  is  the  FINEST 

KNOWN  example  of  this  famous  rarity.  In  fact,  it  is  the  finest  known  by  far 
since  the  next  best  known  to  us  is  no  more  than  MS-60.  Quality-wise,  this 
incredible  coin  leaves  almost  nothing  to  be  desired.  It  is  fully  struck  with 
great  lustre  and  fabulous  deep  yellow  gold  color.  The  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  are  remarkably  clean,  indeed  close  to  perfection,  with  no  more 
than  a few  really  trivial  marks. 

From  the  standpoint  of  total  number  of  pieces  known,  the  1916-C 
Sovereign  is  far  and  away  the  rarest  regular  issue  Canadian  coin  although 
it  has  never  attained  the  level  of  fame  and  popularity  of  the  1921  50  Cent 
piece  or  even  the  1921  5 Cents.  But  consider  this.  There  are  only  about 
10-12  1916-C  Sovereigns  known  in  all  grades  compared  to  60-75  of  the 
1921  50  Cents  and  as  many  as  400  of  the  1921  5 Cents.  That’s  quite  a 
difference  and  that's  why  we  think  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  and 
desirable  yet  underrated  gold  coin  issues  of  the  20th  Century,  regardless 
of  country.  It  Is  rarer  than  a 1927-D  Double  Eagle  or  1933  Eagle  for 
example,  and  yet  even  this  finest  known  gem  will  not  realize  a price  close 
to  what  a gem  of  either  of  those  would  bring. 

Only  6,111  1916-C  Sovereigns  were  struck,  a modest  mintage  to  be 
sure,  but  not  really  low  enough  to  account  for  the  issue's  great  rarity.  So, 
it  is  widely  assumed  that  the  mintage  was  almost  entirely  melted  rather 
than  released.  To  be  able  to  have  the  opportunity  of  offering  a Finest 
Known  example  of  such  a great  rarity  is  very  exciting  for  us  at  David  W. 
Akers,  Inc.  and  we  feel  that  It  will  be  the  object  of  great  admiration  and 
bidding  activity.

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1766,  NEWFOUNDLAND,  5 Cents,  1872-H,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Wonderful, 
original,  deep  rose  gold  obverse  toning  with  lighter  rose,  gold  and  light  blue  on  the 
reverse.  The  lustre  is  superb  and  the  strike  near  perfection.  This  gem  is  undoubtedly 
from  the  small  group  of  archival  pieces  released  by  the  Heaton  Mint  in  1 977.  Until  then 
these  pieces  had  remained  in  a cabinet  in  the  Managing  Director’s  office  for  over  1 00 
years. 

1767.  5 Cents,  1904-H,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (NGC).  Beautiful,  full  mint  lustre  with  very 
attractive  natural  medium  gold  and  russet  toning  which  darkens  towards  the  periph- 
eries. 1 904  marks  the  last  year  the  Heaton  Mint  struck  coinage  for  Newfoundland.  Of 
the  100,000  pieces  struck,  few  remain  today  in  gem  condition  and  they  are  eagerly 
sought  after  by  serious  Canadian  collectors. 


1768.  10  Cents,  1872-H,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67  (PCGS).  Another  original  gem 
from  the  1977  release.  Extremely  lustrous  and  fully  struck.  The  obverse  is  toned  in 
lovely  shades  of  gold  and  blue  with  gold  and  rose  hues  around  the  borders.  The 
reverse  is  mostly  gold  in  color  with  some  blue  and  russet  highlights.  This  is  certainly 
one  of  the  highest  quality  pieces  from  the  small  group  that  first  became  available  to 
collectors  just  13  years  ago. 


1769.  10  Cents,  1912,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A beautiful  example  of  this  first  year 
of  type.  Medium  gold  toning  with  russet  and  blue  highlights.  Original  lustre  and  a bold 
strike.  Scarce;  only  150,000  pieces  minted. 
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FLAWLESS  AND  VERY  RARE  1872-H  NEWFOUNDLAND  20  CENTS 


1770.  20  Cents,  1872-H,  Superb  Uncirculated  68  (PCGS).  A literally  perfect 
coin,  the  highest  graded  coin  in  this  remarkable  offering  of  highly  graded 
coins.  It  has  beautiful  natural  iridescent  greenish  gold  and  gray  toning  on 
the  reverse  and  lighter  toning  on  the  obverse  with  two  patches  of  violet 
brown  and  blue.  Full  original  mint  frost  and  lustre  and  an  absolutely  perfect 
strike  as  well.  A finer  example  of  this  date  or  type  could  not  possibly  exist. 

This  cataloguer  (David  IV.  Akers)  first  saw  this  coin  in  the  Managing

when  i was  there  to  pick  up  a consignment  of  coins  from  their  archives  for 
an  upcoming  Paramount  International  Coin  Corporation  auction.  I was 
stunned  by  the  quality  of  this  piece  and  the  others  as  well,  just  as  I had  been 
in  1974  with  the  first  group  that  was  released  from  the  Birmingham  Mint 
archives.  The  unmatched  quality  of  the  coins  and  the  beauty  of  their  natural 
toning  is  something  I'll  never  forget,  one  of  the  greatest  memories  of  my 
numismatic  career.  So  it  is  a real  pleasure  to  again  be  able  to  handle  one 
of  the  real  treasures  from  that  group.  (Note:  For  the  sake  of  accuracy  and 
historical  information,  this  piece  appeared  as  Lot  841  of  Paramount's 
1977  Grand  Central  Sale.)  (Color  Plate) 


FLAWLESS  1904-H  SPECIMEN  20  CENTS 


1771.  20  Cents,  1 904-H,  Superb  Gem  Specimen  67  (PCGS).  A fantastic  gem 
Specimen  of  this  only  year  of  type.  The  strike  is  perfect  with  complete  detail 
visible  in  the  beard  and  crown  of  the  King.  The  surfaces  are  very  interesting 
in  that  they  are  fully  mirrorlike  but  also  show  a considerable  amount  of  die 
polishing  lines.  There  is  a faint  trace  of  light  gold  and  rose  toning  at  the  very 
edge  of  the  borders.  An  estimated  25  to  30  Specimens  are  known  to  exist. 
At  least  20  of  these  pieces  remained  in  the  Heaton  Mint  until  their  release 
in  late  1 974.  This  super  coin  was  certainly  one  of  those  20. 
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RARE  GEM  1872-H  NEWFOUNDLAND  50  CENTS 


1 772.  50  Cents,  1 872-H,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  The  1 977  Heaton  Mint 
release  produced  some  of  the  finest  gem  condition  Victorian  silver  coins 
in  existence.  This  spectacular  piece  is  among  the  best  of  the  group. 
Beautiful,  deep  golden  blue  toning  with  rose  color  highlights  covering 
lovely,  original,  lustrous  surfaces.  Sharp,  full  strike  with  complete  braid 
detail  in  the  Queen’s  hair. 


1875  U.S.  GOLD  PROOF  SET 


David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  is  now  enormously  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  for  sale 
the  complete  set  of  proof  U.  S.  gold  coins  from  1875,  by  far  the  most  desirable 
year  of  issue  of  all  the  gold  proof  sets  from  1859  to  1915.  Only  20  examples 
of  each  of  the  six  denominations  ($1,  $2  Vs,  $3,  $5,  $10  and  $20)  were  struck 
but  probably  fewer  than  half  that  number  of  each  denomination  can  be  ac- 
counted for  today. 

This  marks  only  the  third  appearance  of  a complete  set  of  1875  proof 
gold  coins  at  auction  in  the  past  fifty  years!  Since  1 940,  only  the  Dunham 
Sale  (B.  Max  Mehl,  1941)  and  the  Garrett  Sale  (Stack’s,  1976)  contained 
complete  sets.

In  1976,  the 
complete  set  of  1875  Proofs  realized  $320, 000  compared  to  $51, 000  for  the 
1862  set,  $1 1 1,750  for  the  1863  set,  $6 1,800  for  the  1864  set,  $45,500  for  the 
1867 set,  $43, 700  for  the  1868  set,  $42,250  for  the  1869  set,  $35,850  for  the 
1870set,  $46,850  forthe  1871  set,  and  $38,600  for  the  1872set,  allot  which 
were  choice  to  gem  quality  original  sets.  The  1875  $10  and  $20  offered  here 
are  both  FINEST  KNOWNS  and  the  $3  and  $5  are,  at  the  very  least,  equal  to 
the  finest  known.  It  is  therefore  our  feeling  that  this  magnificent  set,  one  of  the 
most  important  numismatic  items  in  existence,  will  realize  a very  high  six 
figure  price,  possibly  even  approaching  the  magical  million  dollar  mark.

1 773.  1875  Gold  Dollar,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  A lovely  specimen  struck 
in  deep  yellow  gold  with  some  attractive  orange  overtones.  The  strike  is 
razor  sharp  and  the  deeply  mirrored  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  and 
free  of  marks;  only  a few  insignificant  hairlines  are  visible  under  strong 
magnification.  One  of  the  choicest  examples  in  existence.  (Color  Plate) 


OUTSTANDING  1875  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1774.  1875  Quarter  Eagle  ($2V2  Gold),  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  A 

sparkling  cameo  jewel  with  incredible  proof  lustre  and  superb  deep  orange 
gold  toning.  In  our  opinion,  this  specimen  is  a solid  gem  since  virtually 
all  of  the  lines  in  the  fields  are  either  raised  die  scratches  or  planchet  lines 
that  were  present  at  the  time  of  striking.  We  have  handled  a number  of  1 875 
proof  Quarter  Eagles  and  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a finer  one.  (Color

The  Garrett  Specimen 


1775.  1875  $3  Gold,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  The  famous  Garrett 
specimen,  Lot  455  of  Stack’s  1 976  Garrett  Sale,  where  it  realized  $91 ,000 
when  “common  date"  gems  were  bringing  $5,000-$6,000.  As  Norman 
Stack  noted  then,  this  piece  is  “superb  with  the  usual  ‘halo’  effect  about 
the  head".  It  has  beautiful  light  to  medium  orange  gold  toning  with  just  a 
trace  of  the  light  “haze”  that  is  so  common  to  original,  uncleaned  gold 
proofs  of  this  era.  The  fields  and  devices  are  of  outstanding  overall  quality 
and  one  must  look  closely  to  see  even  a stray  hairline  or  two.  A candi- 
date for  the  FINEST  KNOWN  example  of  this  extremely  rare  and  popular 
issue;  at  the  very  least,  it  is  tied  for  that  distinction. 

Next  to  the  unique  and  legendary  1870-S  now  in  the  Harry  Bass  Jr. 
collection,  the  1875  is  the  most  desirable  and  valuable  Three  Dollar  Gold 
Piece.  Mint  records  indicate  that  only  20  proofs  of  this  date  were  struck 
and  no  business  strikes,  which  accounts  for  the  date 's  extreme  popularity 
and  rarity.  T.  Harrison  Garrett  purchased  this  coin  from  W.  Elliott  Woodward 
in  1 883  and  it  resided  in  his  collection  (later  the  property  of  his  son  and  then 
Johns  Hopkins  University),  for  the  next  93  years!  Prior  to  Garrett  obtaining 
the  piece,  it  had  been  a part  of  the  Ely  Collection.

THE  GARRETT  1875  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


1776.  1875  Half  Eagle  ($5  Gold),  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  Like  the 
preceding  $3  Gold  Piece  and  the  Eagle  and  Double  Eagle  that  follow,  this 
Half  Eagle  traces  Its  pedigree  to  the  Garrett  Collection  and  earlier  to  the 
Ely  Collection.  It  was  purchased  by  T.  H Garrett  In  1883  from  dealer  W. 
Elliott  Woodward  and  remained  in  the  Garrett  Collection  for  nearly  a 
century  until  it  was  sold  in  March  1976  by  Stack’s  at  public  auction  for  a very 
high  price  at  the  time,  $81 ,000.  As  Norman  Stack  aptly  noted  in  1 976,  the 
coin  is  struck  in  “deep  yellow  gold  and  (Is)  a sparkling  beauty”.  He  also 
correctly  stated  that  “total  issuance  (220  pieces  including  20  proofs)  is  a 
very  important  factor  in  arriving  at  the  value  of  a coin.  On  an  8-point  rarity 
scale,  both  the  Eagle  and  Half  Eagle  would  justify  a high  Rarity  7”.  This 
specimen  is  equal  in  overall  quality  to  the  Bareford-Farouk  coin  we  sold  last 
year  in  Auction  '89  for  $93,500.  Its  color,  proof  lustre  and  appearance  are 
simply  superb  and  the  coin  is  really  a virtual  gem.  We  know  of  no  finer 
example  of  this  exceedlingly  rare  issue. 

Only  200  business  strikes  and  20  proofs  were  struck  of  the  1875  Half 
Eagle.  (The  business  strike  mintage  is  the  second  lowest  after  the  $10  of 
the  same  date  of  any  U.S.  gold  coin.)  Today,  only  5-6  business  strikes  are 
known  (none  better  than  AU-50)  and  perhaps  8-10  proofs.  In  Auction  '87 
we  sold  one  of  the  business  strikes  for  $35,750  and  in  November,  1988 
another  realized  $35,200.  Last  year's  appearance  of  the  Farouk  specimen 
was  the  only  offering  of  a proof  at  auction  in  recent  years  and,  based  on  its 
price,  we  expect  this  specimen  to  easily  crack  the  six  figure  mark.  (Color

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THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1875  PROOF  EAGLE 
The  Garrett  Specimen  And  Finest  Known 


1777.  1875  Eagle  ($10  Gold),  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  A spectacular 
example  of  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  U.S.  gold  proof  coins  and 
certainly  the  most  important  and  desirable  after  1859.  This  piece,  by  a 
slight  margin  over  the  Eliasberg  specimen,  is  the  finest  proof  1875  Eagle 
known  to  us.  The  color,  proof  lustre  and  mirror  surfaces  are  all  outstanding 
and  in  every  respect,  the  coin  is  a virtual  gem  since  the  few  fine  lines  in  the 
fields  were  almost  all  present  at  the  time  of  striking  and  are  not  hairlines. 
After  opening  at  $75,000  in  the  1976  Garrett  sale,  this  piece  sold  for 
$91 ,000,  almost  1 0 times  the  price  of  the  gem  1 868  and  1 870  Eagles  in  the 
same  sale! 

Like  the  Half  Eagle,  the  1875  Eagle  is  a major  rarity  as  a business  strike 
as  well  as  a proof.  Only  100(1)  pieces  were  struck  for  regular  commercial 
purposes  (why  did  they  bother?)  in  addition  to  the  20  proofs.  This  1 00  piece 
mintage  figure  is  especially  noteworthy  since  it  is  the  lowest  mintage 
figure  of  any  regular  issue  United  States  coin.  At  one  time  part  of  the 
famous  Ely  Collection,  this  magnificent  coin  was  purchased  in  1 883  by  T.  H. 
Garrett  from  W.  Elliott  Woodward  and  it  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
Garrett  family  and  later  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  for  the  better  part  of 
the  next  century  before  being  sold  in  1976  by  Stack 's.  This  is  the  first  proof 
1875  Eagle  we  have  ever  been  privileged  to  handle  and  we  can  well 
imagine  that  it  will  be  a very  long  wait  before  we  handle(or  even  see) 
another.  One  of  the  prizes  of  U.S.  numismatics!  (Color  Plate) 
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FINEST  KNOWN  1875  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 
Ex  Garrett  Collection  And  Exceedingly  Rare 


1778.  1875  Double  Eagle  ($20  Gold),  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  Although 
not  as  famous  as  the  $3,  $5  or  $1 0,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  $20,  if  not  the 
actual  rarest  proof  of  the  set,  is  at  least  equal  in  rarity  to  the  $10.  In  the 
last  40  years,  only  three  specimens  have  been  offered  at  public  auction, 
this  piece  from  the  Garrett  Collection,  the  Eliasberg  specimen  sold  in  1 982, 
and  the  Amon  Carter  coin  offered  in  1 984.  By  a substantial  margin,  this  is 
the  finest  of  the  three  and  could  have  legitimately  been  graded  Proof  65 
with  little  room  for  argument.  It  is  a cameo  gem  struck  in  very  rich  yellow 
gold  and  it  has  very  slightly  cloudy  toning,  especially  on  the  reverse,  that 
is  one  of  the  hallmarks  of  an  original,  uncleaned  proof.  The  surfaces  are 
really  quite  exceptional  and  nearly  pristine  with  no  scuffs,  abrasions  or 
even  hairlines  of  note.  We  unhesitatingly  call  this  the  Finest  Known 
example  of  this  exceedingly  rare  and  important  date. 

Asa  business  strike,  the  1 8 75  Double  Eagle  is  not  the  low  mintage  rarity 
that  the  other  gold  denominations  of  1875  are  (with  mintages  of  400,  400, 
0,  200  and  1 00  pieces  from  $1  to  $10  respectively).  Perhaps  that  Is  why  it 
has  not  received  the  attention  and  acclaim  in  proof  that  the  others  have. 
Nevertheless,  only  295, 740  were  struck  and  true  mint  state  pieces,  par- 
ticularly those  in  choice  condition,  are  very  rare. 

This  magnificent  proof  was  formerly  In  the  Garrett  Collection  where  it 
sold  as  Lot  452  in  1976.  Prior  to  being  purchased  by  T.H.  Garrettin  1883, 
it  was  in  the  famous  Ely  Collection.  (Color  Plate)

Following  is  an  exceptional  collection  of  certified  Choice  Uncirculated 
Three  Dollar  Gold  Pieces,  the  property  of  a single  owner,  a knowledgeable, 
quality  conscious  collector  who  attempted  to  assemble  as  many  different 
dates  as  practical.  The  collection  consists  of  19  different  dates  plus  one  du- 
plicate (1871)  and  1 9 of  the  coins  grade  MS-63  or  MS-64.  The  twentieth  coin 
(1864)  grades  MS-62  but  it  is  actually  a better  quality  coin  than  mostMS-63’s 
we  have  seen  and  deserves  to  be  regraded.  Many  of  these  dates  are  very  low 
mintage,  very  rare  items  with  only  a few  pieces  graded  as  high  as  the  exam- 
ples offered  here.  Several  are  the  finest  ones  of  the  date  graded  and  others 
are  in  the  top  five  at  least.  Few  comparable  offerings  of  mint  state  $3  gold 
pieces  have  been  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction  in  recent  years. 


1779.  1 854,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  First  year  of  type  and  the  only  year  with  small 
letters  in  DOLLARS.  A very  lustrous  specimen  with  an  absolute  minimum  of  hairlines 
or  marks  and  especially  appealing  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  a slight  coppery  tint. 
Generally  considered  to  be  a “common  date"  $3  but  actually  many  times  rarer  than 
the  1878  which  is  really  the  only  date  in  the  series  that  could  reasonably  be  termed 
"common". 


1780.  1 855,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  and  fully  frosty  with  lustrous, 
light  coppery  gold  toned  surfaces.  A few  faint  hairlines  but  no  bagmarks  or  abrasions. 
One  of  the  highest  mintage  issues  of  the  series  (50,555  struck)  but  the  overwhelming 
majority  of  surviving  specimens  are  circulated  making  choice  uncs  like  this  rare  by 
any  absolute  standard.  This  is  confirmed  by  noting  that  only  six(6)  pieces  have  been 
graded  MS-63  by  PCGS  along  with  only  three(3)  higher  and  none  better  than  MS-65. 
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1781.  1 856,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  This  coin  seems  very  conservatively  graded 
to  us  and  we  have  no  difficulty  visualizing  it  in  a 64  holder.  It  Is  boldly  struck  (most 
unusual  for  the  date)  and  has  semi-proofllke,  lightly  striated  surfaces.  The  color  is  a 
rich  orange  and  greenish  yellow  gold  and  the  lustre  Is  outstanding.  The  fields  and 
devices  have  very  few  marks  or  hairlines  and  so  the  overall  appearance  and  eye 
appeal  are  unquestionably  excellent.  In  a series  that  is  literally  filled  with  rare  issues 
the  1 856  often  goes  neglected.  But  in  full  mint  state  it  is  definitely  rare  (NGC  has  only 
graded  4 pieces  in  unc  and  PCGS  only  1 1 ) and  in  MS-63  or  higher  grade  it  is  of  notable 
rarity. 


1 782.  1859,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC).  A brilliant,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with 
frosty  surfaces,  a very  sharp  strike  and  attractive  light  to  medium  greenish  yellow 
gold  color.  A very  rare  date,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  NGC  has  graded  only  two 
specimens  in  MS-64  and  none  higher  while  PCGS  has  graded  only  one  in  MS-64  and 
one  in  MS-65. 


1783.  1860,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  mint  brilliance 
and  lustre.  Lovely  light  yellow  gold  color.  Scarce  in  any  grade  and  very  rare  in  this 
choice  uncirculated  condition.  NGC  has  graded  5 pieces  in  MS-63  but  none  higher 
while  PCGS  has  also  graded  5 in  MS-63  (some  duplication  here  we'd  guess)  plus 
one  in  MS-64  and  one  in  MS-65. 
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1784.  1861,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC).  An  original,  frosty  specimen  with  great 
lustre  and  rich  coppery  gold  color  with  vivid  copper  and  multicolored  iridescent  toning 
at  the  reverse  border.  Fully  struck  with  no  marks  of  note.  One  of  the  best  looking  coins 
in  this  collection  with  excellent  eye  appeal.  More  rare  than  the  1860  and  really 
very  rare  in  even  the  most  minimal  mint  state  grade.  PCGS  has  not  graded  a single 
specimen  this  high  and  this  is  the  only  1 861  that  NGC  has  graded  in  MS-64.  NGC  has 
also  graded  one  in  MS-65. 


1785.  1862,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  Rich  orange  gold  toning;  the  usual 
striae  in  the  fields  (as  made,  all  1862  threes  have  them)  but  very  clean  and  nearly 
unmarked.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  and  really  a borderline  gem.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  underrated  issues  of  the  series,  particularly  in  high  grade.  In  fact,  we  consider 
the  1862  to  be  extremely  rare  above  MS-63.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  this 
specimen  is  the  one  and  only  1862  $3  that  has  been  graded  as  high  as  MS-64  by 
either  PCGS  or  NGC. 


1 786.  1864,  Uncirculated  62  (PCGS).  In  our  opinion,  this  coin  is  undergraded  by  at  least 
a point  and  should  be  in  a 63  holder.  It  is  completely  original  with  beautiful  medium 
greenish  gold  and  orange  toning . As  always,  the  fields  are  striated  but  they  really  have 
very  few  marks.  Very  sharply  struck  for  an  1864  and  with  excellent  lustre.  Like  all  of 
the  $3  Gold  Pieces  of  the  1860’s,  the  1864  is  very  rare  in  full  mint  state.  PCGS  has 
graded  4 pieces  in  MS-62  but  none  in  MS-63  or  64.  They  have  also  graded  one  single 
gem  MS-65  example.  NGC  on  the  other  hand  has  graded  none  in  62,  two  in  63,  one 
in  64  and  none  higher.  It  should  be  increasingly  clear  from  these  low  population 
counts  that  virtually  all  of  the  coins  in  this  collection  are  rare  and  important  pieces. 
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1 787.  1 866,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Satiny  and  lustrous;  beautiful  greenish  gold 
color  with  a slight  orange  tint.  The  fields  have  light  striae  (as  made)  but  overall  the  coin 
IS  very  clean  without  marks  or  hairlines  of  any  serious  kind.  Another  very  rare  date  that 
is  seldom  seen  in  choice  mint  state.  PCGS  has  only  graded  two  pieces  in  MS-63  and 
two  in  MS-64,  nothing  higher.  NGC  has  also  not  graded  a gem,  just  one  in  63  and  four 
in  64. 


1788.  1871,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  This  is  one  of  the  lowest  mintage,  rarest  dates 
of  the  series.  Only  1 ,330  pieces  were  struck.  NGC  has  graded  only  3 pieces  in 
MS-63  and  one  in  MS-64.  Two  of  those  three  MS-63  pieces  are  offered  in  this 
collection.  PCGS  has  graded  only  two  pieces  in  MS-63  and  nothing  higher.  This  coin 
is  semi-prooflike  with  excellent  lustre,  a sharp  strike  and  medium  greenish  gold 
color.  This  is  the  variety  (die  state)  where  the  18  in  the  date  is  a little  weak  from  die 
deterioration. 


1 789.  1 871 , Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  A second  example  of  this  rare  date,  one  of 
only  3 pieces  graded  MS-63  by  NGC  (along  with  one  graded  a point  higher).  This 
piece  is  the  scarcer  variety  (die  state)  with  a full  date,  probably  a very  early  striking. 
The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  coin  has  an  appealing  light  coppery  and  yellow  gold 
color.  Perhaps  even  a shade  nicer  than  the  previous  lot  and  definitely  a PQ  (premium 
quality)  coin  for  the  grade. 
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1790.  1878,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Extremely  lustrous  with  unusually  rich 
coppery  gold  toning.  Virtually  no  marks,  abrasions  or  hairlines  so  it  seems  to  us  that 
this  coin  could  just  as  easily  have  been  in  a 64  holder.  The  commonest  date  of  the 
series  by  far  but  still  highly  desirable  and  in  great  demand  as  a type  coin. 


1791 . 1879,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC).  A very  flashy  coin  with  semi-prooflike 
surfaces,  great  lustre  and  beautiful  medium  coppery  gold  color.  A few  very  light 
marks,  nothing  more.  Excellent  eye  appeal;  probably  from  the  John  Beck  hoard  of  a 
few  dozen  pieces  that  came  out  in  the  mid-1 970’s.  Low  mintage  of  3,030  pieces  but 
not  as  rare  as  some  other  dates  (like  those  in  the  1 860’s)  with  similar  or  even  higher 
mintages  due  to  the  aforementioned  Beck  hoard.  Still,  nice  1879’s  like  this  are  very 
popular  and  desirable  as  type  coins  because,  typically,  an  MS-63  or  MS-64  1 879  is 
a lot  prettier  and  flashier  than  a similar  grade  1 878. 


1 792.  1880,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  A flashy,  extremely  lustrous  specimen  with 
semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  original,  bright  greenish  gold  and  pale  orange  toning. 
Probably  from  the  John  Beck  mini-hoard,  the  source  of  virtually  all  the  uncs  of  this 
date  (and  the  1879)  that  are  around  today.  Rare  and  very  popular  due  to  its  low 
mintage  of  only  1 ,000  business  strikes  as  well  as  the  excellent  overall  appearance 
of  the  typical  1880. 
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1 793.  1883,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A truly  beautiful  coin  that  is  really  a 
borderline  gem.  It  has  exceptional  “flash”  with  lustrous,  partially  prooflike  surfaces 
and  superb  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning,  brilliant  and  lighter  in  the  centers 
blending  to  richer  greenish  gold  and  orange  at  the  borders.  Ex  Connoisseur 
Collection  Sale  (Superior,  1989),  Lot  119,  and,  much  earlier,  from  Bowers  and 
Ruddy  s November,  1 972  sale  of  the  Robert  Marks  Collection  where  it  was  called  a 
Brilliant  Uncirculated  Gem”  and  described  as  being  “worthy  of  a new  record  price” 
This  is  one  of  only  three  examples  graded  MS-64  by  PCGS  along  with  two  pieces 
graded  higher,  both  MS-65.  An  ultra-low  mintage,  very  rare  date  with  only  a paltry 
900  pieces  minted  for  commercial  purposes. 


1 794.  1 884,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  A lovely,  satiny  specimen  with  beautiful  light 
coppery  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  The  strike  and  lustre  are  both  excellent  and 
the  coin  also  has  very  clean  surfaces.  Like  all  of  the  $3  issues  of  this  period,  the  1 884 
had  an  extremely  low  mintage  of  only  1 ,000  business  strikes,  and  probably  no  more 
than  50-60  mint  state  examples  have  survived.  PCGS  has  graded  only  1 1 pieces  in 
this  grade  along  with  8 in  MS-64,  none  in  MS-65  and  two  in  MS-66. 


1 795.  1 885,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  This  is  one  of  only  nine  pieces  graded 
MS-64  by  PCGS.  (Additionally,  two  have  been  graded  MS-65  but  none  higher.)  The 
coin  has  terrific  lustre,  very  clean,  partially  prooflike  surfaces  and  superb  medium 
orange  gold  toning.  With  only  800  business  strikes  minted,  the  1 885  has  the  second 
lowest  mintage  (after  the  1881)  of  any  regularly  Issued  $3  Gold  Piece. 
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1796.  1887,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Lovely,  medium  coppery  gold  color.  Very 
lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  a very  sharp  strike.  More  common  than  any  of  the  dates 
from  1881-1886  but  still  rare  when  compared  to  the  1878  or  even  the  1854,  1879, 
1880,  1888  or  1889.  Only  18  pieces  have  been  graded  MS-63  by  PCGS  along  with 
just  7 in  MS-64  and  2 in  MS-65. 


1797.  1888,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  Sharply  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and 
attractive  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  a slight  coppery  tint.  Close  inspection  re- 
veals a few  very  faint  hairlines  but  really  no  marks  to  speak  of.  Despite  the  low  mintage 
of  only  5,291  pieces,  this  is  the  second  most  common  date  of  the  series  after  the  1878 
in  MS-63  or  better  condition. 


1798.  1889,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  The  final  year  of  the  $3  denomination  and, 
although  not  as  scarce  as  the  dates  in  the  early  1 880’s,  still  rare  and  desirable.  Only 
2,429  were  minted  and  certainly  no  more  than  150-200  uncs  still  exist,  nearly  all  of 
them  in  MS-63  or  lower  grades.  This  piece  is  well  struck  with  very  good  lustre,  clean, 
satiny  surfaces  and  appealing  medium  greenish  gold  color.  This  lot  is  the  final  offering 
in  this  memorable  collection  of  choice  mint  state  Three  Dollar  Gold  Pieces.

HALF  EAGLES,  1908-1929 


Dr.  Steven  L.  Duckor,  a California  physician,  is  a well-known  numismatist 
of  impeccable  taste  who  has  specialized  in  20th  Century  U.S.  coin  issues  for 
the  past  two  decades.  During  this  time  he  has  formed  magnificent  collec- 
tions of  Buffalo  Nickels,  Standing  Liberty  Quarters,  and  Walking  Liberty  Half 
Dollars  as  well  as  a virtually  complete  collection  of  his  primary  numismatic 
passion,  the  20th  Century  gold  issues  from  1907-1933.  In  the  mid-1980’s,  he 
disposed  of  his  non-gold  coin  collections  (see  Auction  ’84  for  his  superb 
Buffalo  Nickel  and  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  collections)  to  concentrate 
solely  on  the  gold.  Now  he  has  decided  to  focus  even  more  closely  on  the 
beautiful  Saint-Gaudens  series  of  Indian  Head  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles 
and  so  he  has  consigned  his  spectacular  collection  of  U.S.  Indian  Head  Half 
Eagles  to  David  W.  Akers  Inc.  ’s  session  of  Auction  ’90. 

This  collection  is  the  finest  of  its  kind  to  ever  appear  on  the  auction  block, 
superior  in  virtually  every  way  to  the  famous  Robert  E.  Kruthoffer  Jr.  Collec- 
tion this  cataloguer  (David  W.  Akers)  had  the  privilege  of  cataloguing  for 
Paramount  in  1981  which  was  previously  the  finest  collection  ever  sold. 
Dr.  Duckor’s  collection  of  Half  Eagles  is  characterized  by  incredible  quality 
throughout  as  well  as  a liberal  number  of  Finest  Knowns  and  Condition 
Census  pieces.  We  have  handled  our  fair  share  of  great  coins  in  this  series 
but  Dr.  Duckor’s  1908-D,  1909-S,  1911-S,  1913-S,  1914-S,  1915-Sand  1929 
are  all  the  finest  we  have  seen  of  their  respective  issues,  and  the  1909-0, 
1910-S,  1911-D  and  1916-S  easily  rank  with  the  two  or  three  best.  This 
collection  will  long  be  remembered  and  referred  to  by  specialists  in  this  series 
and  it  will  set  a standard  by  which  all  other  collections  will  be  judged. 

As  a final  note,  we  would  like  to  mention  that  Dr.  Duckor’s  collection  of 
Indian  Head  Eagles  and  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  also  contains  many 
spectacular,  finest  known  examples  and  some  day,  they  will  also  be  offered 
for  sale  at  public  auction.  The  highlights  are  almost  too  numerous  to  mention, 
but  how  is  this  for  a small  sample?  The  premier  coin  in  his  Indian  Head  $10 
collection  is  a 1920-S  in  MS-671  In  our  opinion,  this  is  the  most  valuable  Indian 
Head  Eagle  in  existence.  And  topping  his  collection  of  Saints  is  an  MS-65 
1927-D  and  an  MS-65  1921.  There  are  many,  many  other  wonderful  treas- 
ures in  his  collection  but  we  are  afraid  you  are  just  going  to  have  to  wait  until 
his  next  sale  to  learn  more  about  them.  Sorry! 
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VERY  RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  1908-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1 799.  1 908-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Ex  Virgil  Brand  Collection  and  by  a slight 
margin  the  finest  example  of  this  very  rare  and  exceedingly  underrated 
date  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  superior  to  the  Norweb  coin  and  the  slabbed 
example  offered  as  Lot  1 91 0 later  in  this  sale  which  are  the  only  two  pieces 
graded  as  high  as  MS-65  by  either  grading  service.  (In  addition  to  just  those 
two  in  65,  only  three  have  even  been  graded  MS-64,  two  by  PCGS  and  one 
by  NGC).  In  the  lower  uncirculated  grades,  MS-60  to  63,  this  is  one  of  the 
commonest  issues  of  the  series  but  as  we’ve  stated,  above  that  level  it  is 
a major  rarity.  This  specimen  has  it  all,  a full  strike,  great  lustre  and  color 
(the  usual  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange)  and  very  clean  surfaces  that 
are  virtually  mark-free.  A fabulous  coin  with  which  to  begin  the  most  mem- 
orable collection  of  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles  ever  sold.

1800.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A blazing  gem  with  superb  lustre,  gor- 
geous coppery  gold  color  and  an  absolute  minimum  of  marks,  none  of  them 
worth  noting.  Sharp,  well  defined  mintmark  as  usual.  One  of  the  lowest 
mintage  issues  of  the  series  and  therefore  extremely  popular.  In  terms  of 
overall  rarity,  1 2th  out  of  the  24  issues  in  the  series  but  only  20th  out  of  the 
24  in  MS-64  or  higher  grade.

1801 . 1909,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fabulous  coin  with  amazing  lustre,  satiny 
surfaces  and  super  rich  orange  gold  color.  There  are  two  small  marks  by 
the  mouth  but  the  surfaces  are  otherwise  outstanding  for  an  Indian  Head 
$5.  One  of  the  better  examfDles  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen,  virtually 
equal  to  the  Kruthoffer  specimen  we  sold  in  Auction  ’88  for  $27,500 


UNAPPRECIATED  GEM  1909-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1 802.  1 909-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  frosty  mint  lustre  and 
very  attractive  light  to  medium  coppery  gold  color.  The  mintmark  is  ex- 
tremely sharp  and  bold.  Although  this  is  the  highest  mintage  issue  of  the 
series  and,  by  far,  the  most  common  overall  in  mint  state,  gems  such  as 
this  are  very  rare,  a fact  that  may  not  be  appreciated  by  many  unless  they 
have  tried  (probably  unsuccessfully)  to  find  one.

Possibly  Third  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1803,  1909-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  example  of  this  exceedingly 
rare  issue,  the  third  finest  known  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge.  It  was 
formerly  in  the  Kruthoffer  Collection  Sale,  Lot  6,  where  it  realized  $26,000. 
Prior  to  that  it  was  in  Auction  79  (Rarcoa)  as  Lot  1279  where  it  brought 
$33,000  and  was  described  as  “Superb  Gem  Uncirculated”  and  the 
“FINEST  KNOWN".  Earlier  still,  from  Bowers  & Ruddy’s  Johnson-Meyer 
Collection  Sale,  Lot  1315. 

The  coin  is  simply  outstanding  in  all  respects.  It  is  very  sharply  struck 
and  has  beautiful  medium  greenish  gold  toning  and  excellent  lustre.  The 
mintmark  is  extremely  sharp  and  well  defined,  something  not  often  seen 
on  this  issue.  Overall  the  appearance  of  the  coin  is  quite  exceptional  and 
it  is  very  nearly  in  the  quality  class  of  the  Eliasberg  specimen  we  sold  last 
year  in  Auction  '89  for  $71 ,500. 

The  1 909-0 is  one  of  the  premier  rarities  of  the  20th  Century  gold  issues. 
Only  34,200  were  struck  and  nearly  all  the  known  survivors  grade  only  EF 
or  AU.  Few  mint  state  examples  exist,  perhaps  20-25  pieces  at  most,  and 
only  a handful  grade  better  than  MS-63.  This  specimen  and  the  Eliasberg 
example  are  the  only  two  high  quality  uncs  of  this  date  that  have  been 
offered  at  public  auction  in  the  past  several  decades.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTRAORDINARY  1909-S  HALF  EAGLE 
The  Virgil  Brand  Specimen,  FINEST  KNOWN 


1 804.  1 909-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  A truly  superb,  utterly  magnificent  coin 
that  is  the  epitome  of  quality  in  an  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle.  This  is  the 
famous  Virgil  Brand  coin  and  was  undoubtedly  obtained  by  Brand  directly 
from  the  Mint.  It  is  fully  struck  with  extraordinary  lustre  and  absolutely 
gorgeous,  rich  coppery  gold  toning.  The  fiery,  frosty  surfaces  are  nearly 
pristine  and  it  is  evident  that  this  “special”  coin  has  received  careful 
handling  since  the  day  it  was  minted.  Just  a bit  nicer  than  the  Norweb 
specimen  and  therefore  most  likely  the  FINEST  KNOWN  example  of  this 
extremely  rare  date. 

The  1909-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  series  and,  in  fact,  only  the 
1909-0,  1911-D,  1914-S  and  1915-S  are  more  rare  than  the  1909-S  in 
MS-64  or  better  condition.  This  coin  is  the  definitive  Indian  Head  Half 
Eagle.  It  combines  rarity  and  quality  to  a higher  degree  than  any  other 
Indian  Head  $5  that  we  have  seen  and  so  it  would  not  surprise  us  to  see 
it  become  the  first  coin  of  this  type  to  closely  approach,  or  even  perhaps 
reach,  the  six  figure  level.  (Color  Plate) 
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LUSTROUS  GEM  1910  HALF  EAGLE 


1 805.  1 91 0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  radiant 
mint  lustre,  light  to  medium  yellow  gold  color  and  extremely  clean  surfaces. 
Not  an  especially  rare  date  in  MS-63  or  less,  but  MS-64  and  better  exam- 
ples are  decidedly  rare.  Comparable  in  overall  rarity  to  the  1 909  and  1 91 2 
but  actually  somewhat  rarer  than  either  of  those  two  issues  in  this  grade. 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1910-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1806.  1910-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A well  above  average  example  of  this 
rare  and  extremely  underrated  issue.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the 
lustre  and  color  are  both  very  good.  The  surfaces  have  a few  minor  marks 
but  the  coin’s  overall  appearance  is  still  quite  appealing.  Although  not  often 
regarded  as  an  especially  rare  date  due  to  the  existence  of  several  hun- 
dred uncirculated  coins,  it  has  been  our  experience  that  the  1 91 0-D  is  an 
extremely  rare  issue  in  MS-65  and  even  surprisingly  rare  in  MS-64.  The 
fact  that  the  Duckor  and  Kruthoffer  Collections,  the  two  finest  Indian  Head 
Half  Eagle  collections  to  be  sold  in  the  past  two  decades,  only  contained 
MS-63  examples  (In  both  cases  the  lowest  quality  coins  in  the  sets)  is 
ample  testimony  to  the  real  rarity  of  this  issue. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1910-S  $5 


1 807 . 191 0-S  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  One  of  the  six  to  eight  true  gems  known  of 
this  very  rare  date.  It  is  boldly  struck  with  excellent  lustre,  virtually  no  marks 
of  any  kind  and  especially  superb,  rich  orange  gold  toning.  Surpassed  in 
overall  quality,  and  then  just  slightly,  only  by  the  Eliasberg  specimen  and 
therefore  tied  for  second  finest  known.  Completely  original  with  out- 
standing eye  appeal.  Ex  Johnson-Meyer  Sale  (Bowers  & Ruddy,  1978) 
Lot  1321. 

Like  all  of  the  other  S-Mint  issues  of  this  type,  the  1910-S  is  a rare  coin 
in  all  mint  state  grades  and  an  extremely  rare  one  in  MS-65  condition.  Of 
the  24  issues  of  the  type,  we  rank  the  1910-S  seventh  in  terms  of  overall 
mint  state  rarity  and  10th  in  terms  of  condition  rarity,  i.e.  rarity  in  MS-64  or 
better  condition. 


RARE  GEM  1911  HALF  EAGLE 


1808.  1911,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Rich  greenish  gold  toning  and  far  above 
average  strike  and  lustre  for  the  date.  A wholly  original  coin  with  a very 
appealing  overall  appearance,  especially  when  compared  to  the  typical 
1911  which  is  generally  granular,  lacklustre  and  softly  struck.  Although 
“common”  in  lower  grades  by  the  standards  of  this  extremely  “difficult" 
series,  the  1911  is  certainly  not  common  in  gem  condition  in  any  absolute 
sense.  In  fact,  in  full  MS-65  condition,  the  1911  is  really  quite  rare  with 
perhaps  no  more  than  25-30  such  quality  specimens  known.  (Some 
specialists,  basing  their  estimates  on  the  PCGS  and  NGC  Population 
Reports  might  claim  the  1911  to  be  even  substantially  rarer  in  gem  con- 
dition than  we  have  stated.  Only  two  have  been  graded  MS-65  by  PCGS, 
none  by  NGC!) 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  AND  VERY  CHOICE  1911-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1 809.  1911-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  One  of  the  top  two  or  three  ex- 
amples known  ot  this  very  rare  issue,  quite  possibly  even  the  finest.  It  is 
very  sharply  struck  with  a bold,  well  defined  mintmark.  The  lustre  is  excel- 
lent and  the  color  is  an  appealing  light  orange  gold.  Mark-wise  the  coin  is 
very  clean  and  the  overall  appearance  is  very  similar  to  a high  grade 
1911-D  Quarter  Eagle  rather  than  the  typical  1911-D  $5.  Only  the  Miguel 
Munoz  Collection  Sale  specimen  (Superior,  1 978)  and  one  other  that  we 
have  heard  ot  but  not  seen  rivals  this  Duckor  specimen  in  our  experience. 
It  is  without  earlier  pedigree  (at  least  none  known  to  us)  and  was  purchased 
from  a private  source. 

The  1911-D  Half  Eagle  is  a strong  candidate  for  the  rarest  regular  issue 
20th  Century  U.S.  gold  coin  in  MS-64  or  better  condition,  and,  in  fact,  it  may 
be  the  only  issue  of  which  there  is  not  at  least  one  known  specimen  that 
is  an  unquestioned  MS-65.  Even  in  the  most  minimal  mint  state  condition, 
i.e.  MS-60,  this  date  is  a very  rare  one  and  probably  no  more  than  a few 
dozen  even  qualify  for  that  grade.

1810.  1 91 1 -S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A magnificent  specimen  with  superb,  me- 
dium orange  and  greenish  gold  toning  and  exceptional  lustre  for  this  issue 
(which  usually  is  only  decent  but  not  great  in  the  lustre  department).  The 
mintmark,  as  usual  for  a 191 1-S,  is  very  sharp  and  well  defined.  The 
surfaces  of  the  coin  are  extremely  clean  save  for  two  tiny  reverse  bag- 
marks  behind  the  eagle’s  head.  Superior  in  all  respects  to  the  Kruthoffer 
specimen  or  any  other  191 1-S  $5  we  have  seen  and  thus  a strong  can- 
didate for  FINEST  KNOWN. 

The  1 911 -S  Half  Eagle  is  an  intriguing  issue  because  with  such  a high 
mintage  figure  (second  in  the  series  only  to  the  common  1909-D),  one 
might  naturally  expect  the  191 1-S  to  be  relatively  common  in  mint  state, 
even  perhaps  in  Choice  BU.  In  truth,  however,  the  191 1-S  is  rare  even  in 
MS-60  and  above  MS -62  it  is  really  a major  rarity,  virtually  on  a par  rarity- 
wise  with  the  more  touted  1909-S,  1910-S,  1912 -S  and  1913-S  and  cer- 
tainly much  more  rare  than  the  low  mintage  1 908-S.  One  of  the  most  under- 
rated U.S.  gold  issues  of  the  20th  century. 


VERY  CHOICE  1912  HALF  EAGLE 


1811.  1912,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A highly  lustrous  specimen  with  a 
minimum  of  marks  and  beautiful,  medium  yellow  gold  color.  Sharply  struck 
and  very  appealing  from  an  overall  attractiveness  standpoint.  One  of  the 
more  common  issues  of  this  design  but  still  quite  rare  in  this  condition. 
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VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1912-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1812.  1912-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Most  1912-S  Half  Eagles  are 
notably  unattractive  but  this  Duckor  specimen  is  a pleasant  exception.  The 
strike  is  quite  sharp  (well  above  average  for  a 1 91 2-S)  and  both  the  lustre 
and  color,  especially  the  color,  are  particularly  good.  As  it  is  on  nearly  all 
specimens,  the  mintmark  is  somewhat  flat  and  lacking  definition.  A few 
very  light  and  minor  bagmarks  are  present  in  the  fields  but  overall  the  coin 
is  really  very  pleasing  in  its  appearance. 

In  any  mint  state  grade,  the  1 91 2-S  is  rare  and  seldom  available.  Since 
nearly  all  of  the  mint  state  pieces  that  do  exist  are  only  MS-50  to  62  quality, 
MS-63  or  better  examples  are,  without  question,  very  rare,  among  the 
rarest  of  the  series.  In  fact,  in  this  grade  (MS-64)  or  higher,  we  rate  the 
1912-S  as  the  sixth  rarest  of  the  series' 24  issues,  but  when  "eye  appeal" 
and  overall  appearance  are  considered,  the  1912-S  may  just  be  the  rarest 
because  the  1912-S  is  one  of  the  most  poorly  made,  if  not  the  absolute 
most  poorly  made,  gold  issues  of  the  20th  Century.  Based  on  our  exper- 
ience, this  piece  is  one  of  the  dozen  or  so  finest  1912-S  Half  Eagles  in 
existence. 


BEAUTIFUL  GEM  1913  HALF  EAGLE 


1813.  1 91 3,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fabulous  color,  a very  deep  and  rich  yellow 
gold.  The  lustre  and  strike  are  also  outstanding  and  because  of  these 
factors,  the  coin’s  overall  eye  appeal  is  exemplary.  Like  the  1 91 2,  to  which 
it  is  comparable  in  both  population  rarity  and  condition  rarity,  the  1913  is 
only  moderately  scarce  as  a date,  even  in  mint  state.  But  in  MS-64  con- 
dition, and  particularly  in  MS-65,  the  1913  is  definitely  rare  and  seldom 
encountered.  For  sheer  “flash"  and  “blast”  this  particular  example  would 
really  be  hard  to  match.

The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1814.  1913-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Wow,  what  a coin!  This  specimen  is  the 
FINEST  KNOWN  by  far  and,  along  with  the  superb  1 909-S  offered  earlier, 
is  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  important  of  all  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles. 
For  collectors  familiar  with  the  “look”  of  a typical  191 3-S  $5,  this  coin  will 
come  as  a shock.  It  looks  more  like  a great  1908-S,  1 909-S  or  1910-S 
than  a 1 91 3-S,  meaning  that  it  is  very  sharply  struck  with  amazing  lustre, 
fantastic  color  and,  believe  it  or  not,  a very  sharp  and  fully  defined  mint- 
mark.  Not  seen  by  more  than  a handful  of  people  since  1978  when  it 
realized  $1 0,000  in  Kagin’s  GENA  sale  as  Lot  2034.  This  coin  is  in  a class 
by  itself  and  it  certainly  rates  as  one  of  our  very  favorite  20th  Century  U.S. 
gold  coins.  Be  ready  for  some  bidding  fireworks  on  this  coin  (and  the 
1 909-S  as  well)  because  just  about  everyone  who  sees  it  is  going  to  want 
to  own  it.  Have  you  gotten  the  impression  yet  that  we  really  like  this  coin? 

In  terms  of  both  overall  rarity  and  condition  rarity,  the  1913-S  is  quite 
similar  to  the  1 909-S,  1910-S,  1911 -Sand  1912-S.  It  is  far  more  rare  than 
the  1 908-S  or  191 6-S  and  only  a little  less  rare  than  the1914-S  and  1915-S 
(also  represented  in  gem  condition  in  this  remarkable  collection).  We  rank 
the  1913-S  6th  out  of  24  in  terms  of  population  rarity  and  8th  with  respect 
to  condition  rarity.  The  typical  1913-S  has  signs  of  die  deterioration  near 
the  rims,  an  average  or  worse  strike  and  an  amorphous  “blob"  for  a mint- 
mark.  This  specimen,  however,  looks  nothing  like  that  and  it  actually  is  one 
of  the  prettiest,  highest  quality  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles  of  any  date  that  we 
have  handled.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1914  HALF  EAGLE 


1815.  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lovely,  completely  original  specimen  that 
is  fully  struck  and  lustrous.  It  has  beautiful  medium  yellow  gold  color  with 
a slight  greenish  tint  and  some  tiny  copper  highlights.  The  surfaces  of  the 
coin  are  notably  clean,  especially  the  reverse  which  is  nearly  superb.  This 
issue  is  similar  in  overall  rarity  to  the  other  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  from 
1 909-1 91 3 and  in  grades  of  MS-60  to  64  it  is  not  especially  difficult  to  find. 
But  true  gems  like  this  one  are  really  quite  rare  and  it  is  probable  that  no 
more  than  about  25-30  examples  are  known  in  full  MS-65.  (As  we  stated 
in  our  description  of  the  1 91 1 , to  which  the  1 91 4 is  almost  identical  in  rarity 
above  MS-63,  some  experts  will  feel  that  even  this  small  estimate  of  25-30 
gems  is  way  too  high  and  will  point  to  the  Population  Reports  that  show  only 
two  graded  in  MS-65  by  PCGS  and  just  one  by  NGC.  They  may  be  right!) 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1914-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1816.  1914-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  An  eye  catching  example  with 
excellent  lustre  and  outstanding,  rich  yellow  gold  color.  No  more  than  a few 
minor  bagmarks  and  really  very,  very  close  to  full  gem  quality.  As  such,  it 
is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  issue,  certainly  the  nicest  to 
appear  at  auction  in  recent  years. 

The  1914-D  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  most  under-appreciated  issues 
of  the  series,  the  Denver  Mint  equivalent,  if  you  will,  of  the  unheralded 
1911-S.  In  average  mint  state,  the  1914-D  is  rare  and  in  MS-64  or  better 
condition  it  is  very  rare,  among  the  very  rarest  of  the  series  and  virtually  on 
a par  with  many  of  the  more  popular  San  Francisco  Mint  issues. 
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MAGNIFICENT  1914-S  HALF  EAGLE 
The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1817.  1914-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  An  incredible  example  of  this  issue  that 
is  one  of  the  truly  great  rarities  of  the  20th  Century  U.S.  gold  series.  The 
coin  is  fully  struck  with  blazing  lustre  and  beautiful  natural  color.  The  mint- 
mark  is  in  high  relief  and  extremely  well-defined,  in  marked  contrast  to  the 
“blob”  of  a mintmarkthat  is  typical  of  the  1914-S.  The  surfaces  are  virtually 
mark-free  and  lack  the  granularity  that  is  especially  noticeable  on  this 
issue.  This  is  the  FINEST  KNOWN  1 91 4-S  $5  and  the  only  true  gem  known 
to  us.  Just  compare  it  to  the  beautiful  slabbed  MS-64  1 91 4-S  that  appears 
later  in  our  session  (which  is  itself  one  of  the  3 or  4 finest  known)  and  you 
can  easily  see  that  this  coin  is  distinctly  superior,  at  least  a point  better  if 
not  two  points.  The  outstanding  appearance  of  this  coin,  as  well  as  its  rarity, 
cannot  be  overemphasized.  Most  1914-S  Half  Eagles  are  not  particularly 
attractive  but  this  amazing  coin  looks  just  like  asuper  1 908-S!  A numismatic 
prize  and  one  of  the  principal  highlights  of  this  non-pareil  collection. 

Asadate,  the  1914-Sisone  of  the  rarest  of  the  series,  ranking  8th  over- 
all out  of  the  24  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle  issues.  It  ranks  this  “low"  only  be- 
cause of  a small  “hoard"  of  MS-60  to  62  pieces  that  appeared  a number  of 
years  ago.  However,  in  MS-63  or  better  condition,  the  191 4-S  is  one  of  the 
premier  rarities,  not  only  of  this  $5  series,  but  of  the  entire  series  of  20th 
Century  U.S.  gold  coins  as  well.  We  estimate  that  only  five  or  so  specimens 
exist  that  even  reach  the  MS-64  level  and,  as  mentioned,  we  feel  that  this 
particular  coin  is  UNIQUE  in  this  gem  condition.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  GEM 
UNCIRCULATED  1915-S  HALF  EAGLE 

The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1818.  1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Another  really  great  coin  that  must  be 
seen  to  be  fully  appreciated.  It  is  the  FINEST  KNOWN  to  us,  both  in  terms 
of  technical  grade  and  overall  appearance.  The  strike  is  virtually  full  ( many 
have  a weakness  on  the  lowest  feathers)  and  the  surfaces  are  satiny  and 
extremely  lustrous.  The  color  is  simply  superb,  a rich,  completely  natural 
coppery  gold.  The  mintmark  is  bold  and  in  high  relief  with  almost  full  defini- 
tion. The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  exceedingly  clean  with  virtually  no  marks 
of  any  kind,  certainly  none  of  significance.  Reportedly  this  coin  traded 
hands  in  1980  (between  parties  other  than  Dr.  Duckor)  for  $75,000  and  we 
can  see  why.  It  is  definitely  something  special. 

This  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle  series, 
indeed  of  all  20th  Century  U.S.  gold  coins.  We  rank  it  3rd  out  of  the  24 
issues  in  terms  of  overall  mint  state  rarity  and  4th  with  respect  to  rarity  in 
MS-64  or  better  condition.  Even  in  MS-60  the  1 9 1 5-S  is  decidedly  rare  and 
in  MS-63  or  finer  condition  it  is  all  but  unobtainable.  With  a collection  as 
superb  as  the  Duckor  Collection,  it  is  difficult  to  pick  out  the  highlights;  they 
are  almost  all  highlights.  Certainly  the  1909-S,  1913-Sand  1909-0  qualify, 
as  do  the  1914-S,  1910-S,  1911-S  and  1929.  And  this  incredible  1915-S 
rates  right  up  near  the  top  as  one  of  the  most  important  coins  in  the 
collection.  Overstating  its  rarity  and  importance  to  20th  Century  U.S.  gold 
specialists  would  be  difficult  and  we  expect  It  to  be  one  of  the  most  hotly 
contested  items  in  the  entire  sale.  (Color  Plate) 
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OUTSTANDING  GEM  1916-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1819.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  exceptional  coin,  one  of  the  choicest 
1 91 6-S  Half  Eagles  we  have  seen.  In  fact,  it  may  well  be  the  absolute  finest 
or  at  least  tied  for  that  honor.  It  is  a frosty,  sharply  struck  specimen  with 
superb  lustre.  The  color  is  a bright  yellow  gold  and  the  mintmark  is  very 
sharp  and  unusual  in  that  it  has  excellent  definition.  The  surfaces  are  ex- 
tremely clean  with  no  hairlines  or  marks  of  consequence. 

From  an  overall  population  standpoint,  this  1916-S  is  the  most  common 
Indian  Head  Half  Eagle  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  This  is  due  to  the  ex- 
istence of  a small  hoard  of  about  200  pieces  that  appeared  on  the  market 
in  the  early  1980's.  However,  virtually  all  of  those  coins,  although  un- 
circulated, were  in  the  lowest  mint  state  grades  and  so  MS-64  or  better 
specimens,  particularly  gems  like  this  one,  still  must  be  considered  to  be 
very  rare.

1 820.  1 929,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  The  finest  specimen  known  to  us,  purchased 
by  Dr.  Duckor  in  1 979  for  $1 0,000,  a very  high  price  for  the  time.  The  coin 
is  very  frosty  and  lustrous  with  a full  strike  and  fabulous  color,  a medium 
yellow  gold  turning  deeper  gold  at  the  borders.  There  are  also  a couple  of 
tiny  copper  highlights.  The  cheek  is  super  clean  and  although  the  reverse 
has  a few  very  faint  hairlines,  the  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  virtually  free  of 
bagmarks  or  abrasions. 

The  1 929  is  a very  rare  date;  in  fact,  from  the  standpoint  of  total  number 
of  specimens  known  (both  circulated  and  uncirculated),  it  is  the  rarest  date 
of  the  series.  However,  since  most  examples  of  the  1 929  are  uncirculated, 
it  is  not  as  rare  in  mint  state  as  some  of  the  mintmarked  issues  of  the  ser- 
ies. Still,  true  gems  are  extremely  rare  since  most  of  the  uncs  around  are 
heavily  bagmarked  and  often  have  unsightly  cuts  and  gashes.  This  coin 
does  not  and  is,  aswe’vesaid,  thebest  1 929  $5  that  we  have  seen  or  heard 
of  The  collector  desiring  a 1929  Half  Eagle  for  his  set  will  not  have  too 
much  trouble  locating  one.  But  finding  anything  above  MS-63  is  a nearly 
impossible  task  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  PCGS  as  of  May  1 , 1 990  had 
not  graded  a single  specimen  as  high  as  MS-64.  (Color  Plate) 
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U.S.  GOLD  DOLLARS 


1821.  1 849,  Small  Head,  ‘L’  On  Neck,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Open  Wreath.  Lustrous 
and  well  struck.  Bright  greenish  gold  color.  A few  very  light  obverse  hairlines.  Very 
scarce;  exact  mintage  is  unknown  but  it  was  probably  significantly  less  than  1 00,000 
pieces. 


1 822.  1 849-D,  Uncirculated  62.  Extremely  well  struck  with  ultra  sharp  hair  and  star  detail 
on  the  obverse.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  but  still  very  nearly  in  the  choice  category. 
All  the  denticles  are  sharp  and  defined,  something  quite  unusual  for  the  date.  Only 
21 ,588  pieces  were  struck  and  no  more  than  a few  hundred  still  exist  today,  most  of 
them  circulated  to  such  an  extent  that  VF  or  EF  specimens  of  this  issue  are  the  norm. 
Perhaps  a couple  of  dozen  mint  state  examples  exist  but  few  are  as  sharp  and  well 
struck  as  this  one. 


RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1854  TYPE  ONE  $1  GOLD 


1823.  1854,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (NGC).  A fully  struck,  highly  lustrous  specimen  with 
beautiful  coppery  gold  color.  The  hair,  star  and  wreath  detail  are  all  exceedingly  sharp 
and  the  coin’s  surfaces  are  notably  clean  and  unmarked.  Considerably  more  rare 
than  the  commonest  date  of  this  type,  the  1853,  and  also  distinctly  rarer  than  either 
the  1851  or  1 852.  It  may  also  come  as  a surprise  to  some  to  know  that  the  1 854  Type 
One  Gold  Dollar  is  also  far  more  rare  in  gem  condition  than  the  much  higher  priced 
1854  Type  Two. 
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1824.  1855-0,  Uncirculated  60.  Deep  yellow  gold  toning  and  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces. 
The  strike  is  sharp  and  the  planchet  quality  is  excellent.  Many,  many  times  rarer  in 
mint  state  than  either  the  1 854  or  1 855. 


FINEST  KNOWN  1858-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1825.  1858-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  An  amazing  example  of 
this  very  rare  and  underrated  issue,  hands  down  the  finest  example  we 
have  ever  seen  or  heard  of.  Except  tor  a slight  softness  on  the  tops  of 
several  feathers,  the  strike  is  excellent  with  full  denticles  all  around  and 
every  major  design  detail  sharp  and  clear.  The  planchet  is  also  outstanding 
with  no  problems  whatsoever.  The  surfaces  are  semi-prooflike  and  just 
radiating  mint  lustre  and  the  color  of  the  coin  is  superb,  a rich  orange  gold. 
Close  inspection  with  a glass  reveals  virtually  no  marks,  scuffs  or  abrasions, 
certainly  none  worth  noting. 

Only  3,477  examples  of  this  Issue  were  struck  and  although  the 
1858-D  Is  slightly  more  available  than  the  1857-D  in  the  circulated  grades, 
in  full  mint  state  they  are  equally  rare.  We  have  seen  no  more  than  a few 
other  mint  state  1858-D  Gold  Dollars,  none  better  than  MS-63,  and  so  we 
feel  that  this  outstanding  specimen  is  in  a class  all  its  own  as  the  Finest 
Known  1858-D  Gold  Dollar.  (Color  Plate) 


1 826.  1862,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  a prominent  wire  rim;  superb  medium 
orange  gold  toning.  Lustrous,  lightly  striated  surfaces  that  are  actually  semi-prooflike 
and  very  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  trivial  marks.  Common  in  the  lower  mint  state 
grades  but  really  quite  rare  in  gem  condition. 
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1827.  1864,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  lustrous  specimen  with  very  attractive  light 
coppery  gold  color.  The  lightly  striated  surfaces  are  very  clean.  This  is  one  of  the 
rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  of  the  entire  series;  a mere  5,950  pieces  were  struck 
and  no  more  than  a few  hundred  pieces  have  survived,  few  of  which  are  as  choice 
as  this  one. 


1 828.  1865,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC).  Boldly  struck  and  partially  prooflike.  No 
evidence  of  the  die  clashing  that  is  present  on  many,  if  not  most,  specimens  of  this 
date.  Very  attractive  rich  coppery  gold  toning.  A very  rare  date  in  any  condition;  only 
3,725  pieces  were  struck.  One  of  only  four  mint  state  1865  Gold  Dollars  graded  by 
NGC. 


1 829.  1 869,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  The  Virgil  Brand  specimen  and  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
finest  examples  known.  It  last  appeared  on  the  market  in  the  Virgil  Brand  I Sale  as 
Lot  38  (insert  included  here)  where  Q.  David  Bowers  described  it  as  follows; 

“1869  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  A superb  specimen  of  this 
rare  issue.  Just  5,900  business  strikes  were  made,  of  which  we  doubt 
more  than  a half  dozen  exist  in  MS-67  preservation...  No  matter  what  you 
pay  for  this  1 869  Gold  Dollar,  anyone  wanting  to  buy  an  equivalent  piece 
the  morning  after  probably  could  not  do  so  at  twice  the  price.  Believed  to 
have  been  purchased  from  Lyman  H.  Low  who  acted  as  Virgil  Brand’s 
agent  in  Thomas  Elder’s  Sale  of  April  13,  1917  (Lot  577).” 

This  coin  reaiized  $5,750  at  the  1983  Brand  Saie. 
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1830.  1874,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Incredible  lustre  and  very  brilliant  light  yellow  gold 
color.  Partially  prooflike  with  numerous  raised  die  scratches  on  the  obverse  from 
ardent  die  polishing.  Really  no  marks  or  hairlines  or  other  problems  and  so  this  coin 
does  have  some  claim  to  an  even  higher  grade.  One  thing  is  for  sure;  you’re  not  too 
likely  to  ever  find  a flashier  1874  Gold  Dollar  than  this  one. 


1831 .  1881,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (Hallmark).  A gorgeous  coin  with  a full  strike,  virtually 
flawless,  semi-prooflike  surfaces,  radiant  lustre  and  magnificent  greenish  gold  and 
orange  toning.  Terrific  eye  appeal. 


GEM  PROOF  1884  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1 832.  1 884,  Gem  Proof  65.  Repunched  date,  as  on  all  true  proofs  of  this  date. 
Very  rich  golden  toning,  radiant  proof  lustre  and  lots  of  orange  peel.  The 
quality  of  the  surfaces  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  are  both 
notably  excellent.  Very  rare  since  only  1 ,006  proofs  were  minted  and  most 
of  those  were  undoubtedly  melted. 
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MAGNIFICENT  PROOF  1885  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1 833.  1 885,  Gem  Proof  66  (PCGS).  Superb,  rich  orange  gold  color  and  the  light 
cloudiness  that  characterizes  original,  uncleaned  U.S.  gold  proof  coins  of 
the  19th  Century.  Extraordinary  proof  lustre  under  the  toning  along  with 
virtually  flawless  deep  mirror  fields  that  display  lots  of  orange  peel.  Only 
four  proofs  of  this  date  have  been  graded  Proof  66,  none  higher,  and  only 
four  others  have  even  managed  to  reach  the  Proof  65  level.  One  of  1 ,1 05 
proofs  struck. 


1834.  1887,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A beautiful,  satiny  gem  with  lustrous,  light 
orange  gold  toned  surfaces.  The  fields  and  devices  are  virtually  pristine  and  the 
overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  exceptional.  A decidedly  scarce  date  with  only 
8,543  pieces  struck.  One  of  only  10  examples  of  this  date  to  have  been  graded 
MS-66  by  PCGS  (plus  one  in  MS-67)  as  compared  to  76  of  the  1 889,  43  of  the  1881, 
36  of  the  1880  and  27  of  the  1883.  Those  other  dates  have  also  had  many  more 
graded  in  MS-67  than  the  1 887.  This  shows  that  the  1 887  is  really  quite  an  underrated 
issue  in  this  top  grade. 
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1 835.  1 889,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A super  premium  quality  MS-66  coin  that  could 
just  as  easily  have  been  graded  MS-67.  It  is  fully  struck  with  amazing  lustre,  nearly 
flawless,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  very  rich  yellow  gold  toning.  Last  year  of  the 
Gold  Dollar  denomination;  30,729  were  struck. 


1 836.  1 889,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A PQ  coin  for  sure,  one  that  is  the  equal 
of  many  “slabbed”  MS-65  Gold  Dollars  we  have  seen.  It  is  fully  struck  with  lustrous, 
nearly  unmarked  surfaces  and  attractive  light  greenish  gold  and  orange  color.  The 
final  year  of  this  design  and  denomination. 


U.S.  QUARTER  EAGLES 


1 837.  1 805,  Very  Fine  30.  Medium  greenish  gold  color  with  considerable  coppery  toning 
around  the  letters,  stars,  date  and  devices.  Very  sharply  struck  for  the  issue  and  well 
centered.  No  problems,  just  a fair  amount  of  even  wear.  Like  all  Quarter  Eagles  of  this 
type,  the  1805  is  very  rare  in  any  condition.  A mere  1 ,781  pieces  were  struck.  Ex  Amon 
Carter  Jr.  Collection  Sale,  Lot  534,  where  it  realized  $3,850. 
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FINEST  KNOWN  MINT  STATE  1831  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 838.  1831,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Last  year  we  had  the  privilege  and 
thrill  of  selling  the  finest  known  proof  1 831  Quarter  Eagle  and  this  year  we 
have  the  enviable  honor  of  offering  for  sale  the  FINEST  KNOWN  1 831  mint 
state  Quarter  Eagle.  Not  only  is  it  the  finest  1831  $2V2  we  have  seen  or 
heard  of,  it  is  also  the  finest  example  of  the  type  we  have  seen,  and  thus 
it  is  one  of  those  one-of-a-kind  numismatic  treasures  that  even  the  most 
sophisticated  collector  or  investor  yearns  to  own.  This  is  the  famous  and 
unequalled  Garrett  specimen  sold  by  Bowers  & Ruddy  Galleries  in  March 
1 980  for  a then  record  (about  to  be  broken)  $1 05,000.  Much  earlier,  it  had 
appeared  in  W.  Elliot  Woodward’s  58th  Sale  wherefrom  it  was  acquired  by 
Garrett.  It  also  served  as  the  plate  coin  for  David  W.  Akers’  reference  work 
on  U.S.  Quarter  Eagles.  The  coin  is  just  magnificent  in  all  respects.  It  is 
simply  amazing  that  a gold  coin  from  this  early  era  could  have  been  kept 
in  such  a pristine  state  of  preservation  for  nearly  160  years.  The  strike  is 
razor  sharp,  almost  as  bold  as  on  the  proof  we  sold  last  year,  and  the  lustre 
is  absolutely  radiant.  The  color  Is  equally  outstanding,  a rich  yellow  gold 
with  deeper  gold  toning  near  the  rims  and  around  the  devices.  Surface 
quality-wise,  this  piece  would  bear  favorable  comparison  to  virtually  any 
common  date,  superb  quality  Liberty  Head  $2V2  struck  70  years  laterl  All 
things  considered,  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  early  gold  coins  to 
appear  on  the  market  in  recent  years  and  it  will  be  one  of  the  highlights  of 
the  next  owner’s  collection  no  matter  how  advanced  that  collection  might 
be.  The  coin  is  currently  in  a PCGS  MS-66  holder.  It  was  also  graded 
MS-66  by  NGC.  Neither  service  has  graded  another  coin  of  this  date  and 
type  this  high. 

All  Quarter  Eagles  of  this  short-lived  type  are  very  rare,  low  mintage 
issues.  This  1831,  although  not  the  rarest  of  the  type  by  any  means,  is  a 
case  in  point.  Only  4,520  pieces  were  struck  and  most  were  subsequently 
melted  in  1834  or  shortly  thereafter.  Some  knowledgeable  numismatists 
have  stated  that  far  fewer  than  100  pieces  still  exist  but  we  feel  that  an 
estimate  of  150-200  is  probably  more  realistic.  Of  that  small  number, 
perhaps  10% -15%  are  mint  state  and  only  a handful  are  true  gems.  This 
piece  is  in  a class  by  itself,  however,  and  is  UNIQUE  in  this  grade.

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EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  FAMOUS  1841  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1841,  1 841 , Extremely  Fine  45  (NGC).  One  of  the  most  famous  rarities  in  all  of 
U.S.  numismatics  and  for  reasons  unknown,  long  called  and  referred  to  as 
the  “Little  Princess”,  especially  by  numismatists  and  cataloguers  of  an  ear- 
lier era.  This  piece  is  a nice,  clean  EF  with  no  major  problems  and  a very 
attractive  overall  appearance  for  the  grade.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  in  me- 
dium greenish  gold  and  it  has  some  remnants  of  a prooflike  surface. 

For  over  a century,  the  1841  Quarter  Eagle  has  been  referred  to  as  a 
“proof-only"  issue  and  all  known  specimens  have  been  called  “impaired 
proofs”.  We  can  only  attribute  this  to  the  fact  that  the  1841  Quarter  Eagle 
does  not  appear  in  the  official  Mint  Record  of  that  year  and  that  several 
unquestioned  proofs  of  1841  do  exist.  The  “logic”  must  go  something  like 
this:  1 ) There  is  no  record  of  business  strikes  having  been  minted.  2)  Proofs 
exist.  Ergo,  all  existing  specimens  must  be  proofs.  Wrong  I First  of  all,  far 
too  many  examples  exist  for  them  to  have  all  been  struck  as  proofs.  We  feel 
that  as  many  as  25-30 pieces  exist,  maybe  more,  and  yet  during  the  1840’s, 
only  a handful  of  proofs  were  struck  of  every  other  date  and  denomination. 
Why  would  several  dozen  proofs  of  the  1841  $2''/ 2 have  been  struck?  It 
doesn't  make  sense.  Secondly,  the  surviving  examples  don't  look  like  im- 
paired proofs.  They  look  just  like  circulated  business  strikes  with  a slightly 
prooflike  surface  but  with  rounded  rims,  lettering,  date,  etc.  We  have  no 
explanation  as  to  why  they  are  not  reported  in  the  Mint  Record  but  these 
coins  are  business  strikes,  not  impaired  proofs  since  they  were  never 
proofs  to  begin  with.  Numismatic  myths  die  hard! 


1842.  1862,  2 over  1,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A pleasing  example  of  this  fairly  recently  dis- 
covered overdate  variety.  The  numeral  1 is  visible  as  a faint  line  running  through  the 
opening  of  the  2.  We  estimate  that  fewer  than  50  pieces  of  this  popular  overdate  are 
known  today,  making  it  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Liberty  Flead  Quarter  Eagles.  This  piece 
has  a listed  value  of  $1 ,500  In  Extremely  Fine  condition  in  the  1990  Edition  of  “The 
Red  Book”. 
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CHOICE  PROOF  1896  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1843.  1896,  Choice  Proof  63.  Slightly  cloudy  toning  and  a tew  very  light  random  hairlines 
in  the  fields.  Rich  golden  toning  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  very  lightly  frosted 
devices.  The  strike  is  ultra  sharp  and  the  coin  has  a partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse. 
This  piece  was  last  acquired  at  James  Kelly’s  1950  ANA  sale  in  Milwaukee.  It  was 
offered  as  Lot  488  and  realized  a rousing  $32.50.  (The  original  envelope  is  included 
with  the  lot.)  One  of  just  132  proofs  struck.

1 844.  1 897,  Gem  Proof  66.  A magnificent,  cameo  gem  with  all  of  its  full,  original 
proof  lustre  and  color.  The  strike  is  100%  full  and  the  surfaces,  both  the 
deeply  mirrored  fields  and  the  highly  frosted  devices,  are  nearly  pristine 
and  flawless.  Overall,  the  appearance  of  the  coin  is  exceptional.  Certainly 
one  of  the  finest  known  surviving  proofs  of  the  original  136  proof  mint- 
age, as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  only  one  other  proof  1 897  Ouarter  Eagle 
has  been  graded  Proof  66  by  PCGS  and  none  have  been  graded  higher.

1846.  1906,  Choice  Proof  63.  Deep  golden  toning  with  a touch  of  light  cloudiness  in  the 
fields.  Some  faint  hairlines  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  One  of  only  160  proofs 
struck.  Purchased  many  years  ago  from  the  late  Sol  Kaplan  for  a whopping  $28  65 
(envelope  included). 

1 847.  1 906,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Well  struck  with  soft,  frosty  mint  lustre  and  light  orange 
gold  toning  with  a couple  of  tiny  copper  highlights. 


1848.  1908,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  An  attractive,  original  specimen  with 
medium  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning.  First  year  of  the  Bela  Lyon  Pratt  incused 
design  Quarter  Eagle. 

1 849.  1 908,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  A premium  quality  coin  that  could  just  as  easily 
have  been  graded  MS-64.  (Compare  this  to  the  preceding  lot;  it  is  clearly  its  equal.) 
The  coin  has  booming  lustre,  deep  yellow  gold  color  and  a very  sharp  strike. 


RARE  CHOICE  PROOF  1909  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 850  1 909,  Choice  Proof  63.  A Satin  or  Roman  Finish  proof  struck  in  medium 
yellow  gold.  Some  very  light  hairlines  on  both  sides  but  still  quite  attractive. 
Only  139  proofs  were  struck  in  this  year  and  we  estimate  that  only  40-50 
pieces  have  survived. 
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1851.  1909,  Gem  Uncirculated,  65.  Boldly  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and 
excellent,  medium  yellow  gold  color.  Not  particularly  rare  in  the  lower  mint  state 
grades  but  gems  such  as  this  extremely  difficult  to  find.

Not  only  is  the 
strike  far  better  than  usually  seen  but  so  is  the  lustre.  One  faint  hairline  above  the 
Indian’s  head  but  the  surfaces  of  the  coin,  even  the  all-important  cheek,  are  otherwise 
extremely  clean.

The  strike  is 
exceptional,  the  mintmark  bold  and  well-defined  and  the  lustre  is  extraor- 
dinary for  this  often  lacklustre  issue.  The  color  is  a very  appealing  light 
to  medium  orange  gold.  Ex  Robert  Kruthoffer  Jr.,  Herbert  Bergen  collec- 
tions and  undoubtedly  in  the  condition  census  (top  six  known)  of  the  issue. 

Only  55, 680 pieces  were  struck  of  this  low  mintage  issue,  less  than  one- 
fourth  the  mintage  of  the  next  lowest  mintage  issue  of  the  series,  the  191 4.

Med- 
ium greenish  gold  color  with  some  coppery  highlights.  Very  sharply  struck  in  all 
respects;  in  particular,  all  of  the  14  stars  on  the  reverse,  including  the  one  directly 
behind  the  eagle’s  head,  are  sharp  and  well-defined.  This  is  a very  rare  coin  in  any 
condition  and  on  the  rare  occasion  when  one  is  available,  it  is  usually  only  VF  or  EF 
at  best.  The  comparable  quality  Norweb  specimen  realized  $1 0,450  three  years  ago 
and  we  have  not  seen  another  one  that  nice  until  this  one. 

1877.  1798,  Heraldic  Eagle,  Large  8,  13  Stars  Reverse,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Medium 
greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning,  good  lustre  and  centering,  very  sharp  strike. 
Some  light  hairlines  and  rubbing  in  the  fields  consistent  with  the  EF  grade  but  no  real 
problems.  An  underrated  date  that  is  much  rarer  than  any  of  the  dates  from  1 800  to 
1807.  (Plate) 


1 878.  1800,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Partially  prooflike 
surfaces  and  attractive  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  a slight  green  and  coppery  tint. 
Some  very  light  hairlines  and  rubbing  in  the  fields  but  really  very  close  to  mint  state. 
Ex  Auction  ’83,  Lot  818,  where  it  realized  $6,600. 
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1879.  1804,  Small  Date  Over  Large  Date,  Uncirculated  62.  Fully  prootlike  obverse  and 
frosty  reverse.  Very  sharp  and  well  centered  with  excellent  lustre  and  color.  Square 
edge  and  a partial  wire  rim.  A diebreak  bisects  the  obverse  vertically.  Overall  very 
flashy  and  attractive  despite  a tew  light  hairlines  in  the  fields 


CERTIFIED  MINT  STATE  1804  HALF  EAGLE 


1880.  1804,  Small  8,  Uncirculated  62  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered  with  at- 
tractive greenish  gold  color  and  excellent  lustre.  Only  one  (1 ) piece  has  been  graded 
higher  (MS-63)  by  PCGS  than  this  one. 

The  1804  Small  8 Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  more  common  issues  of  this  type  but  it 
Is  still  much  more  difficult  to  locate  than  the  1806  Round  Top  6 or  the  1802/1  and 
therefore  should  be  worth  a premium  over  "type  coin"  price.  The  total  Half  Eagle 
mintage  for  1804  was  only  30,475 pieces  and  perhaps  60%  of  this  mintage  consisted 
of  Small  8 pieces.

1805,  Uncirculated  62  (NGC).  A highly  lustrous,  partially  prooflike  example  with  a 
very  sharp  strike,  excellent  centering  and  outstanding  overall  “eye  appeal".  Only  a 
few  light  handling  marks  are  noticeable  and  it  seems  to  us  that  this  coin  could  have 
just  as  legitimately  been  graded  MS-63.  As  a date,  the  1 805  is  of  similar  overall  rarity 
to  the  1 804,  i.e.  it  is  a “common”  date  of  the  type  but  by  no  means  the  most  common. 


1883.  1805,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Lustrous  and  very  sharp  and  well  centered.  Light 
greenish  gold  toning.  Small  gouge  on  the  obverse  by  the  1 1th  star. 


1884.  1808,  8 over  7,  Uncirculated  62.  A highly  lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with  very 
attractive  light  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning.  Some  very  faint  mint-made  adjust- 
ment marks  at  the  lower  left  obverse  rim.  Minimal  hairlines  or  marks  and  the  overall 
appearance  of  this  coin  is  sufficiently  excellent  that  grading  it  “Choice  BU”  would  not 
be  unrealistic. 

This  overdate  is  very  rare  and  underrated,  particularly  in  full  mint  state.  In  fact, 
except  for  the  two  Small  5 varieties  of  1810,  this  is  the  rarest  issue  of  this  type  from 
1807  to  1812. 


1885.  1809,  9 over  8,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Bright  and  frosty  with  light  greenish  gold 
color  tinged  with  copper.  Sharply  struck. 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1812  HALF  EAGLE 


1886.  1812,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  A completely  original,  super 
frosty  and  choice  specimen  with  very  rich  greenish  gold  and  copper  ton- 
ing. The  strike  is  very  bold  and  the  centering  perfect.  There  is  one  small 
abrasion  in  the  field  between  the  first  star  and  Liberty’s  neck  but  the 
surfaces  are  otherwise  extremely  clean.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  vir- 
tually gem  quality.  This  is  one  of  the  commonest  of  the  early  Half  Eagles 
prior  to  1834  and  one  of  the  three  most  common  of  the  type  along  with 
the  1 807  and  1810  Large  Date,  Large  5.  However,  when  speaking  of  early 
Half  Eagles,  “common”  does  not  mean  the  same  thing  as  it  does  when 
referring  to  Morgan  Dollars  for  instance.  By  any  absolute  standard,  the 
1812  $5  is  very  rare  in  this  grade  and  almost  unobtainable  significantly 
finer.  PCGS  has  graded  only  1 1 pieces  in  MS-63  and  a single  specimen  in 
MS-64,  nothing  higher.  (Color  Plate) 


1887.  1812,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A fairly  lustrous  specimen  with  excellent  centering 
and  an  average  strike  for  the  issue  (i.e.  a little  softness  in  the  centers).  Attractive  light 
greenish  gold  color  with  a hint  of  coppery  toning.  Shallow  planchet  depression  across 
the  chin  and  cheek  into  the  field  (as  made). 


Enlarged  Photographs 

Most  of  the  photographs  in  Session  Four  have  been  enlarged 
to  a minimum  of  30  millimeters.  The  photographs  of  certain 
featured  coins  have  been  enlarged  to  50  or  60  millimeters. 
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RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1813  HALF  EAGLE 


1 888.  1 81 3,  Uncirculated  62  (PCGS).  An  original  specimen  with  fine  lustre,  a full 
strike  and  lovely,  rich  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Excellent  overall 
appearance  for  the  grade,  in  fact,  virtually  in  the  “Choice”  category. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  new  John  Reich  design.  A reported 
95,428  pieces  were  struck  and  this  is  by  far  the  most  common  date  of  the 
type  and  is  actually  one  of  the  commonest  of  all  pre-1834  Half  Eagles. 
However,  as  we  have  mentioned  numerous  times,  “common”  is  a relative 
term  and  “common”  by  early  Half  Eagle  standards  is  hardly  the  same  as 
“common”  by,  say,  Morgan  Dollar  standards.  This  date  is  actually  rare  by 
any  reasonable  standard,  particularly  in  mint  state.  PCGS  has  graded  only 
15  pieces  in  this  grade  and  just  12  pieces  higher. 


1889.  1813,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  with  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning,  excellent  centering  and  very  good  lustre  for  the  grade.  A “perfect”  EF  coin.

VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1818  HALF  EAGLE 


1 890  1 81 8,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Normal  reverse  die.  A super  original  coin 
that  is  fully  struck  with  great  lustre  and  beautiful,  light  greenish  gold  color 
that  has  a hint  of  orange  toning.  Just  a few  very  light  contact  marks.  One 
of  the  choicest  examples  of  this  date  and  variety  that  we  have  seen,  quite 
possibly  in  the  Condition  Census.  A similar  quality  1 81 8 (different  variety, 
the  equally  rare  variety  with  STATES  OF  one  word),  brought  $41 ,800  in 
Stack’s  Sale  in  March  1990.  „ . ■ ■ ^ 

In  1818,  the  head  of  Liberty  was  modified  substantially  and  is  in  much 
lower  relief  than  on  the  issues  from  1813  to  1815.  For  this  reason,  the 
issues  from  181 8 to  1829  should  really  be  considered  to  be  a separate  and 
distinct  type.  (Color  Plate) 
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1891,  1818,  Almost  Uncirculated  55  (PCGS).  Normal  die  reverse.  A trifle  softly  struck  on 
the  hair  curls.  Some  very  light  adjustment  marks  across  the  head  as  well.  Lustrous, 
medium  greenish  gold  with  copper  toning  around  stars,  date,  legend  and  devices.  A 
rare  date,  significantly  more  so  than  the  1 81 3. 


1 892.  1 81 8,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A third  high  grade  example  of  this  rare  date,  this  one 
the  variety  with  the  error  reverse,  i.e.  5D  over  50.  The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  with 
full  stars,  hair  detail  etc.  Broad,  even  denticles.  Attractive  medium  greenish  gold  and 
copper  toning.  A few  light  hairlines  and  minor  bagmarks  but  the  overall  appearance 
of  the  coin  is  really  very  good. 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1820  HALF  EAGLE 


1 893.  1 820,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Square  base  2.  Razor  sharp  strike  giving 
the  coin  full  hair,  star  and  eagle  detail.  The  coin  is  completely  original  and 
has  excellent  lustre  and  natural  color,  a rich  medium  yellow  gold.  The  sur- 
faces are  very  frosty  and  have  only  a few  trivial  marks  and  hairlines. 
Outstanding  overall  appearance;  this  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  1820 
Half  Eagles  of  this  variety  known  to  us. 

The  1820  is  the  highest  mintage  issue  of  the  type  but  mintages  mean 
absolutely  nothing  in  the  early  Half  Eagle  series  since  so  many  were  melted 
after  1834.  As  a date,  the  1820  Is  the  third  most  common  of  the  type  after 
the  181 3 and  1818  but  this  Square  Base  2 variety  is  distinctly  rarer  than  the 
variety  with  Curve  Base  2.  A few  gems  of  the  latter  are  known  but  we  do 
not  recall  ever  seeing  a gem  of  this  variety  so  this  choice  specimen  is,  in 
all  likelihood,  as  nice  as  one  is  going  to  have  the  opportunity  to  acquire. 
(Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1824  HALF  EAGLE 


1 894.  1 824,  Uncirculated  60.  A lovely  example  of  this  famous  and  rare  date.  It 
is  well  struck  and  lustrous  with  lovely  light  greenish  gold  color.  This  piece 
has  an  outstanding  pedigree.  It  was  purchased  by  our  consignor  from 
Auction  ’87,  Lot  420,  where  it  realized  $15,400.  Prior  to  then,  it  had  ap- 
peared in  Stack’s  1976  ANA  Sale  as  Lot  2940  where  it  realized  $15,000 
(about  triple  the  price  of  a gem  proof  $3)  and  was  described  as  “Brilliant 
Uncirculated.  Full  frosty  lustre  and  nicely  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold.” 
Earlier  still,  it  was  in  the  Dr.  Clifford  Smith  and  Son  Sale  of  1 955,  also  con- 
ducted by  Stack’s.  Prior  to  the  Smith  Sale,  it  was  in  the  “World’s  Greatest 
Collection”  Sale  (F.C.C.  Boyd),  Lot  372. 

The  1824  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  entire  Half  Eagle  series.  As 
a date,  it  is  slightly  more  rare  than  the  1821,  1 825/1  or  1 826  and  only  a little 
less  rare  than  the  more  famous  1827.  It  is  our  estimate  that  only  20-25 
specimens  exist.  (Color  Plate)

1895.  1833,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Small,  close  date.  Boldly  struck  on 
the  head  and  eagle;  some  stars  are  flat  as  they  are  on  most  specimens. 
Full  mint  lustre  and  almost  fully  prooflike  surfaces  that  have  a few  very  faint 
hairlines  but  no  marks  or  abrasions.  One  tiny  copper  spot  behind  the 
eagle’s  head.  Tremendous  flash  and  eye  appeal.  One  of  the  finest  known 
examples  of  this  very  rare  date.  Ex  Auction  ’82  (Lot  1 936),  R.E.  Naftzger, 
Jr.  Collection  (Paramount,  1981). 

Like  all  of  the  dates  of  this  type,  the  1833  is  a major  rarity.  However,  in 
our  opinion  it  is  the  most  often  seen  date  of  the  type.  We  estimate  that  only 
50-60  specimens  exist,  most  in  high  grade,  i.e.  AU-Unc.  Contrary  to  the 
comments  of  some  cataloguers  and  researchers,  it  has  been  our  exper- 
ience that  this  Small  Date  variety  is  decidedly  more  common  than  the  Large 
Date  variety  of  1 833,  although  the  difference  in  the  date  is  so  negligible  that 
specimens  have  often  been  misattributed.  (Color  Plate)

1896.  1834,  No  Motto,  Choice  Proof  63  Cameo  (NGC).  Plain  4 in  date,  as  on 
all  such  proofs.  Extraordinary  strike  (as  one  would  expect  on  a true  proof) 
with  razor  sharp  detail  on  Miss  Liberty’s  haircurls,  even  on  the  highest  point 
above  the  ear,  as  well  as  on  the  eagle’s  feathers  and  talons.  This  striking 
quality  is  simply  not  present  on  a business  strike  no  matter  how  prooflike 
the  fields.  The  color  is  a very  rich  deep  yellow  gold  and  the  mirror  surfaces, 
despite  some  minor  marks  and  abrasions,  have  excellent  “depth"  Other 
than  the  slightly  finer  (Proof  64)  King  of  Siam  Set  coin,  this  is  the  only  true 
proof  1 834  Half  Eagle  to  appear  on  the  market  in  a great  many  years.  Other 
pieces  offered  as  proofs  (cf.  the  Eliasberg  Coin)  were  only  well  struck, 
prooflike  business  strikes  and  not  the  real  thing.  Only  the  King  of  Siam  coin 
and  this  piece  have  been  graded  (as  proofs)  by  the  grading  services  and 
since  the  other  coin  was  offered  solely  as  an  integral  part  of  the  complete 
set,  this  is  the  only  piece  available  singly  to  collectors  in  the  past  couple  of 
decades  at  least. 

Since  official  Mint  records  do  not  exist  for  proofs  of  this  era,  it  is 
impossible  to  know  precisely  how  many  1834  proof  Half  Eagles  were 
originally  struck  and  equally  difficult  to  know  how  many  still  exist.  Breen 's 
estimate  of  10-12  was  based  partly  on  the  assumption  that  Eliasberg 's  and 
Norweb's  were  both  proofs  but  they  were  not.  So  it  seems  reasonable  to 
us  that  the  correct  number  is  more  on  the  order  of  a half  dozen  or  so 
including  impounded  specimens  such  as  the  ones  in  the  Smithsonian  and 
ANS.  This  coin  is  a great  rarity  of  inestimable  numismatic  importance  and 
once  sold,  could  probably  not  be  duplicated  for  many  multiples  of  whatever 
price  it  may  bring  here.  (Color  Plate) 
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1897.  1834,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  61.  Plain  4.  First  year  of  new  Classic  Head  type. 
Mostly  prooflike  but  with  some  patches  of  mint  frost.  Softly  struck  on  the  hair  curls 
around  the  face  as  usual.  Excellent  lustre;  rich  greenish  gold  color  with  a trace  of  light 
copper  toning.  In  our  opinion,  all  of  the  issues  of  this  type,  including  the  1 834  which 
is  the  most  common,  are  grossly  underrated  in  mint  state. 


RARE  MINT  STATE  1838  HALF  EAGLE 


1898  1838,  Uncirculated  62.  Very  boldly  struck  with  full  hair  detail,  sharp  stars,  well- 
defined  feathers  and  claws  etc.  Lustrous,  original  surfaces  with  full  mint  frost  and 
very  rich  coppery  gold  color.  Rare  and  seldom  available  in  mint  state,  more  so  than 
the  1834,  1835  or  1836. 


1899.  1838-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  50  (PCGS).  Medium  greenish  gold  color,  better 
strike  than  most  we  have  seen.  Frosty  with  some  prooflike  areas  around  letters  and 
devices.  Considerable  friction  and  small  marks  in  the  fields  but  still  a very  presentable 
example  of  this  very  rare  date.  Most  known  examples  are  in  the  Fine  to  EF  range  and 
so  this  piece  is  well  above  average. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1841  HALF  EAGLE 


1900.  1841,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  superb  coin  is  from  our  session  of 
Auction  ’89,  Lot  1391,  where  it  realized  $34,1 00.  Earlier,  it  was  from  Stack’s 
May  1 985  Sale  (Lot  804)  where  it  realized  $30,800  and  was  catalogued  by 
Norman  Stack  as  follows: 

“1841  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  proofllke  and  frosty.  A 
needle-sharp  strike  in  greenish  yellow  gold.  This  pristine  example 
is  more  than  likely  from  our  Grant  Pierce  Sale  in  1 965  and  could 
quite  possibly  be  the  “Finest  Known".  Frankly,  this  cataloguer 
cannot  imagine  what  a better  coin  would  look  like.” 

The  1841  Half  Eagle  is  a very  rare,  low  mintage  date.  Only  15,833pieces 
were  struck  and  most  known  examples  grade  only  VF  or  EF.  A small 
“hoard”  of  uncs  turned  up  around  1 953  but  all  of  them  (10-15  pieces ) were 
of  average  MS-60  to  63  quality.  This  is  not  one  of  the  “hoard"  and  it  is 
matched  in  overall  quality  only  by  one  other  example,  a superb  piece  in  a 
prominent  Midwest  collection.  (Color  Plate)

1901 . 1856,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Probably  the  Finest  Known  exam- 
ple of  this  rare  date,  certainly  the  finest  that  we  have  seen  or  heard  of.  It  is 
simply  magnificent  in  all  respects  with  super  frosty  and  completely  original 
surfaces,  a full  strike,  great  lustre  and  superb  medium  orange  gold  color. 
The  surfaces  are  nearly  pristine  with  virtually  no  hairlines,  marks  or  any- 
thing else  to  mar  the  coin’s  beauty  and  quality.  Not  only  is  this  the  only 
certified  MS-65  1 856  Half  Eagle,  it  is  also  one  of  only  two  examples  of  the 
No  Motto  type  that  have  been  graded  this  high.  (The  other  is  an  1 852  in  a 
prominent  Midwest  collection.) 

A look  at  a standard  pricing  guide  like  the  Red  Book  would  not  indicate 
thatthe  1 856  Half  Eagle  is  anything  special.  Afterall.  1 97.990  were  minted 
and  the  coin  is  priced  at  a “common  date " No  Motto  price  just  like  the  1861, 
1852  and  1847,  the  three  commonest  dates  of  the  type.  But  this  is  highly 
misleading  since  the  1856  is  actually  much  rarer  than  those  three  dates 
and  is  really  very  rare  in  mint  state  and  all  but  unobtainable  in  Choice  Unc 
(MS-63)  or  better  grade.  PCGS  has  graded  only  four  pieces  in  mint  state, 
two  in  MS-60,  one  in  MS-62  and  this  one.  Obviously,  then,  this  coin  is  a 
major  rarity,  a true  one-of-a-kind  item,  and  we  certainly  expect  the  bidding 
to  accurately  reflect  that  fact.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1872  HALF  EAGLE 


1902.  1872,  Uncirculated  60+.  Formerly  from  Auction  ‘88,  Lot  912,  where  it 
realized  $6,050.  Earlier,  it  was  in  Paramount’s  session  of  Auction  ’79 
where  it  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“Beautiful  rich  reddish  gold  toning  and  full  prooflike  surfaces. 
There  are  some  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  over- 
all appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent.  There  Is  just  a trace  of 
softness  on  the  haircurls  around  Liberty’s  face  but  the  strike  is 
otherwise  very  sharp. 

The  coin,  one  of  only  1,690  struck,  formerly  appeared  in 
Paramount’s  1976  Burnheimer  Sale  where  It  realized  $2,200. 

Prior  to  that  it  was  in  the  1973  Gilhousen  Sale.  It  is  the  only 
strictly  Uncirculated  1872  $5  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  the  past 
ten  years  and  is  actually  one  of  just  a few  to  appear  in  any  grade 
during  that  period.  ” 

We  feel  that  this  coin  is  easily  in  the  Condition  Census  for  the  date  and 
may,  in  fact,  be  the  second  finest  known  after  the  borderline  gem  that  was 
owned  by  Dr.  Philip  Weinstein  and  appeared  in  Superior’s  1 989  Connoisseur 
Collection  Sale. 


1 903.  1 875-CC,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Pale  coppery  gold  color,  sharp  strike  for  the  date.  An 
extremely  rare  date  that  is  essentially  unobtainable  better  than  EF,  Only  11,828 
struck. 


1 904.  1 878,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  This  coin  is  extremely  “flashy”  and  Is  obviously 
a very  early  strike  from  lightly  polished  dies.  The  coin  is  boldly  struck  with  a sharp, 
square  edge,  almost  fully  prooflike  surfaces  with  just  a few  patches  of  mint  frost,  and 
fabulous  lustre.  The  color  is  a rich  coppery  gold.  One  of  the  finest  examples  of  this 
rare  and  underrated  date  that  we  have  seen. 

Only  131,740  pieces  were  struck  of  this  issue  but  it  is  even  more  rare  than  this 
moderate  mintage  would  indicate.  It  is  many  times,  perhaps  even  hundreds  of  times, 
as  rare  in  mint  state  as  the  so-called  common  dates  of  the  type  such  as  the  1 90 1 -S, 
1907,  1908,  1899,  and  1900  among  others.

The  Famous  Eliasberg  Specimen 


1905.  1894-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  69  (NGC).  This  coin  is  from  the  Marty 
Haber  section  of  our  session  of  Auction  ’88,  Lot  845.  Since  that  sale,  it  has 
been  “slabbed”  MS-69  by  NGC  and  is  the  one  and  only  U.S.  gold  coin 
of  any  date  or  denomination  that  has  been  so  graded  by  NGC.  In  our 

Auction  ’88  description,  we  had  this  to  say  about  this  remarkable  coin. 

“Wow,  where  do  we  start?  This  coin  is  so  mind  boggling  it  is  hard 
to  know  how  to  describe  it  adequately.  When  this  cataloguer 
(David  W.  Akers)  attended  the  famous  Eliasberg  Sale  in  1982 
and  viewed  all  the  lots,  I felt  that  this  1 894-S  Half  Eagle  was  the 
single  highest  quality  coin  in  the  entire  sale  and,  considering  the 
“straight-from-the-Mint"  quality  of  so  many  of  the  coins  in  that 
sale,  that  is  quite  a testimonial.  I considered  it  (and  still  do) 
perhaps  the  finest  business  strike  gold  coin  of  the  1 9th  Century 
I had  ever  seen.  It  is  100%  fully  struck,  of  course,  but  it  is  the 
lustre,  color,  and  flawless  quality  of  the  surfaces  that  make  it  so 
special.  We  cannot  conceive  how  it  could  be  improved  upon  in 
any  respect.  For  the  connoisseur  who  wants  the  finest  quality 
and  great  rarity  to  boot,  look  no  further.  This  is  the  coin  you  want. 

Ex  Eliasberg  Collection  Sale,  Lot  589.  Earlier  from  the  John 
Clapp  Collection.  Mr.  Clapp  had  purchased  it  directly  from  the 
U.S.  Mint  at  San  Francisco  in  1894  at  face  value. 

In  the  above  commentary  and  description,  we  have  focused  only  on  the 
coin 's  fabulous  quality.  But  it  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  1894-S  Half 
Eagle  is  a very  rare  issue  as  well.  Only  55, 900  were  struck  and  nearly  all 
of  the  relatively  few  survivors  are  only  VForEFatbest.  Even  in  MS-60,  this 
date  is  a major  rarity  and  probably  no  more  than  a half  dozen  or  so  exist 
that  could  even  be  called  MS-63.  Nothing  else  is  remotely  close  to  this  one, 
however,  and  even  calling  it  "The  Finest  Known",  which  it  obviously  is, 
somehow  fails  to  fully  convey  the  quality  of  this  literally  perfect  coin. "

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RARE  AND  BEAUTIFUL  GEM  PROOF  1900  HALF  EAGLE 


1906.  1900,  Gem  Proof  65  (PCGS).  Very  rich  yellow  gold  toning  and  highly 
lustrous,  deeply  mirrored  fields  contrasting  with  satiny  devices.  One  of 
230  proofs  struck  and  most  definitely  one  of  the  finest  and  prettiest  of  the 
50-60  survivors.  Only  five  specimens  including  this  one  have  been  graded 
Proof  65  by  PCGS,  none  better.  (Color  Plate) 


UNDERRATED  GEM  1903  HALF  EAGLE 


1 907.  1 903,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A satiny,  original  specimen  with  a very  sharp 
strike,  tremendous  lustre  and  beautiful  orange  gold  toning.

1909.  1908,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  An  original,  sharply  struck  gem 
with  full  mint  lustre  and  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  Very  clean  surfaces 
with  virtually  no  marks  of  any  kind.  This  is  fhe  most  common  Indian  Head 
$5  in  gem  condition;  39  pieces  have  been  graded  MS-65  by  PCGS  as  of 
May  1,  1990.  However,  only  one  has  been  graded  MS-66  and  just  one 
(the  Norweb  specimen)  has  been  graded  MS-67.  This  shows  that  for  all 
practical  purposes,  this  specimen  is  as  choice  as  one  has  any  reasonable 
chance  of  acquiring.

1910.  1908-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  This  is  one  of  only  two  pieces 
graded  as  high  as  MS-65  by  PCGS  (the  other  was  the  similar  Norweb  coin). 
In  addition,  only  two  have  been  graded  MS-64  which  shows  just  how  rare 
this  issue  is  above  MS-63.  (In  MS-63  and  below,  it  is  readily  available).  This 
piece  is  outstanding  in  all  respects,  very  similar  in  overall  quality  to  the 
coin  offered  as  Lot  1 799  of  the  Duckor  Collection.  It  has  great  lustre  for  a 
1 908-D  with  fabulous  rich  orange  gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  original  and 
virtually  free  of  marks,  the  mintmark  is  sharp  and  well-defined,  and  the 
overall  strike  is  excellent.  Like  the  Duckor  specimen,  this  coin  is  from  the 
Virgil  Brand  Collection  and  was  undoubtedly  obtained  by  Brand  directly 
from  the  Denver  Mint  in  the  year  of  issue.  If  you  missed  the  earlier  chance 
to  buy  a gem  1 908-D  Half  Eagle,  here  is  a remarkable  second  opportunity. 
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BEAUTIFUL  AND  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1908-S  $5 


1911.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  One  of  just  six  examples  of  this 
date  to  be  graded  MS-65  by  PCGS  (plus  five  graded  higher).  This  speci- 
men leaves  little  to  be  desired  in  terms  of  overall  quality  and  based  on 
several  of  the  ones  we  have  seen  in  MS-66  holders,  this  piece  could  also 
have  easily  been  given  that  grade.  It  is  sharply  struck  with  radiant  lustre, 
ultra  clean,  frosty  surfaces  and  beautiful,  medium  orange  gold  color.  The 
mintmark  is  very  sharp  and  well-defined  and  the  coin's  eye  appeal  is 
exceptional. 

The  1908-S  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  popular  dates  In  this  ser- 
ies for  three  basic  reasons.  I.  High  grade  (MS-64  or  better)  examples  are 
available  with  some  regularity,  even  gems  like  this  one.  2.  When  avail- 
able, top  quality  specimens  are  unusually  attractive  - color,  lustre  etc.  are 
usually  all  first  rate.  3.  The  mintage  (82,000)  was  very  low,  third  lowest  in 
the  series  after  the  1909-Oand  191 1 -D  which  are  generally  not  obtainable 
in  gem  condition  or  even  MS-64.  For  these  reasons,  which  are  certainly 
valid  ones,  the  popularity  of  the  1 908-S  exceeds  its  rarity  in  relation  to  other 
dates  in  the  series.  This  is  not  to  say  the  1908-S  is  not  rare  because  it 
certainly  is  but  many  other  issues  in  the  series,  in  fact  most  of  them,  are 
more  rare  than  the  1908-S  in  this  grade.  (Color  Plate)

One  of  the  three  or  four 
finest  known  examples  of  this  exceedingly  rare  date,  possibly  even  the 
second  finest  known  after  the  unique  gem  specimen  in  the  Duckor  Collec- 
tion, Lot  1817.  This  specimen  is  the  only  1914-S  $5  graded  as  high  as 
MS-64  by  PCGS  and  they  have  also  only  graded  a single  example  MS-63. 
The  coin  is  completely  original  with  a very  sharp  strike,  excellent  lustre  for 
the  issue,  a bold  mintmark  and  beautiful  medium  gold  color  with  a slight 
greenish  orange  tint.

1914.  1915,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A fully  lustrous  gem  with  very  clean 
surfaces,  a bold  strike  and  superb  medium  orange  gold  toning.  Much  more 
rare  than  the  1 908  in  gem  condition  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  only  three 
examples  of  this  date  have  been  graded  MS-65  compared  to  39  of  the 
1908. 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1916-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1915.  191 6-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A super  frosty,  fully  struck 
specimen  with  outstanding  lustre.  Full  original  color  with  just  a trace  of 
toning.  The  mintmark  is  bold  (as  usual)  and  also  very  well-defined  (not 
usual).  There  are  a few  light  bagmarks  on  the  reverse  behind  the  eagle's 
head  but  the  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  otherwise  extremely  clean.  Much 
more  “flashy"  and  appealing  than  the  average  1916-S  $5  by  far.  Not 
especially  difficult  to  find  in  the  lowest  mint  state  grades  (MS-60  to  63)  but 
really  very  rare  in  MS-64  or  higher  grade.

EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1795  9 LEAVES  EAGLE 
2nd  Finest  of  8 Known  Specimens 


1 91 6,  1795,  Nine  Leaves  Below  Eagle,  Uncirculated  62.  This  magnificent  coin 
is  the  second  finest  known  example  of  this  rarest  of  all  U.S.  Eagles.  It  is 
the  famous  Granberg-Woodin-Newcomer  specimen  pictured  in  the  Coin 
Collector’s  Journal  in  May  1934,  and  later  sold  in  the  Dr.  Angus  Black 
Collection  Sale  (61st  Sale)  conducted  by  New  Netherlands  Coin  Com- 
pany in  June  1970.  In  that  sale,  the  cataloguers  (John  Ford  and  Walter 
Breen)  aptly  described  this  coin  as  follows: 


“1795.  Eagle  standing  on  branch  with  nine  leaves  (regular  has 
thirteen).  Breen  4-C;  Adams  5;  not  in  Clapp;  Newcomer  439 
(Rarity  7).  Strictly  Uncirculated;  a prooflike  early  impression 
from  the  dies.  Sharply  struck  except  at  centers;  the  eagle's 
breast  soft  but  frosty.  The  obverse  is  full  of  adjustment  marks, 
and  shows  clusters  of  the  same  pre-striking  chips,  laminations 
and  granular  defects  that  appear  on  all  other  known  examples 
of  this  rarity.  The  reverse  appears  much  more  beautiful,  as  it  has 
only  a few  light  adjustment  marks  and  minor  scattered  granular 
and  other  defects,  which  allow  the  reflective  original  gloss  to 
show  in  its  practically  pristine  state.  Almost  free  of  signs  of 
handling;  entirely  free  of  any  worse  than  trivial  ones.  By  far  the 
finest  known  to  us;  unapproached.  Only  the  second  that  we 
have  actually  handled;  more  than  twice  as  rare  as  the  1 798  Six 
Stars  Facing.  Of  the  highest  importance. 

The  reason  for  the  rarity  of  this  type  is  immediately  apparent,  as  on  the  present 
lot  the  rev.  breaks  at  first  T of  STATES  and  second  leaf  tip  from  r.  are  much 
heavier  than  on  the  others  known,  and  on  all  gold  denominations,  dies  were 
discarded  immediately  upon  discovery  of  pronounced  breaks  or  flawing  - unlike 
the  mint  practice  for  silver  and  copper  denominations."

The  1 795  9 Leaves  is  the  rarest  early  Eagle  by  far  (perhaps  twice  as 
rare  as  the  famous  1 798  7 x 6 Stars)  and,  in  fact,  the  1 795  9 Leaves  lays 
strong  claim  to  being  the  rarest  of  all  U.  S.  Eagles.  Note:  The  1 795  9 Leaves 
Eagle  was  minted  from  only  a single  pair  of  dies  (Robert  P.  Hilt  s “2-B"dles) 
and  constituted  just  a small  portion  of  the  960  Eagles  delivered  on  June  22, 
1 796  under  Warrant  No.  60.  Hilt  estimates  that  only  210  of  the  960  were 
the  9 Leaves  variety,  a number  that  certainly  seems  consistent  with  the 
coin's  rarity.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  there  are  only  eight  known 
specimens;  they  are  listed  below  in  decreasing  order  of  overall  quality,  i.  e. 
the  finest  is  listed  first. 

1.  The  Auction  '89  coin,  Lot  908,  which  realized  $308,000.  Choice 
Uncirculated  MS-63.  Now  in  a prominent  collection  in  Texas. 

2.  This  specimen,  the  Granberg-Woodin-Newcomer-Biack  coin. 
Prooflike  Uncirculated  MS-62.  Illustrated  in  the  May  1934  Coin 
Collector’s  Journal  and  sold  in  the  New  Netherlands  61st  Sale 
in  1970. 

3.  The  Jascha  Heifetz  Collection  Sale  specimen  (Superior,  October 
’89),  Lot  4621,  where  it  realized  $137,500.  Uncirculated  MS-60. 

4.  The  Art  LovI  Collection  Sale  coin  (Stack’s,  1968,  Lot  372).  Almost 
Uncirculated,  prooflike. 

5.  The  “Cicero" coin  (New  Netherlands  55th  Sale,  1 960).  Almost  Uncir- 
culated, large  planchet  defect  at  8th  & 9th  stars.  Later  sold  in  Mid- 
American’s  September  1989  Sale,  Lot  1746.  Offered  In  Rarcoa’s 
session  of  Auction  '90  as  Lot  956. 

6.  The  “Paramount"  specimen,  sold  in  Paramount’s  1986  Fall  Sale  as 
Lot  586.  Subsequently  sold  in  Auction  '87  as  Lot  448.  Extremely 
Fine. 

7.  The  “Walter  Breen  H”  Sale  specimen  (Pine  Tree,  1975),  later  sold  In 
Kagin’s  1977  ANA  Sale.  Graded  Almost  Uncirculated  in  both  sales 
but  really  a polished  EF. 

8 The  Watson  Sale  coin  (Stack's,  1966),  Lot  1863.  Later  sold  m Stack’s 
January  1987  Sale,  Lot  697.  Very  Fine,  harshly  cleaned  with  an 
abrasive.  (Color  Plate) 
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1917.  1 795,  Extremely  Fine  45. 1 3 leaves  below  eagle.  Very  sharply  struck  and  much  of 
the  original  prooflike  surface  is  still  visible.  Medium  greenish  gold  color  with  traces  of 
copper  colored  toning,  particularly  around  the  legends  and  stars.  Several  faint 
reverse  scratches  and  considerable  friction  and  rubbing  in  the  fields  as  one  would 
naturally  expect  on  an  EF  early  gold  coin.  Rare  and  highly  desirable  as  the  first  year 
of  type  and  denomination. 


MINT  STATE  1801  EAGLE 


1918.  1801,  Uncirculated  60.  In  an  MTB  Integrity  Seal  holder  graded  MS-60+.  The  coin  is 
very  sharp  and  well  centered  with  very  good  lustre  and  attractive  medium  orange 
gold  toning.  Some  light  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  extremely  choice  reverse.  Very  good 
overall  appearance. 


UNCIRCULATED  1803  EAGLE 


1919.  1803,  Uncirculated  60  (PCGS).  Small  reverse  stars.  Full  mint  frost  with  a tendency 
to  a prooflike  surface  in  some  areas.  Sharply  struck  with  excellent  centering  and 
lustrous  medium  yellow  gold  color.  Some  light  hairlines  and  friction  in  the  fields  but 
no  major  abrasions  or  problems.  Considerably  scarcer  date  than  either  the  1799  or 
1801. 
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FINEST  KNOWN  MINT  STATE  1838  EAGLE 


1920.  1838,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Quite  likely  the  FINEST  KNOWN  busi- 
ness strike  of  this  very  rare  and  popular  issue;  at  least,  it  is  the  finest  that 
we  have  seen,  easily  surpassing  the  Eliasberg-Clapp  coin  long  thought 
to  be  the  finest.  It  is  fully  struck  with  partially  prooflike  fields,  radiant  lustre 
and  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  The  fields  have  a few  faint  hairlines  and 
insignificant  bagmarks  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really 
excellent. 

After  a 34  year  hiatus,  the  striking  of  Eagles  was  resumed  in  1838  with 
this  issue  designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht.  Only  7,200  pieces  were  struck 
in  1838  and  just  a few  hundred  remain,  neariy  all  of  them  in  only  VF  or  EF 
condition.  Even  In  AU,  the  1838  Eagle  Is  an  Important  rarity  and  only  a 
handful  have  any  legitimate  claim  to  mint  state  status.  This  piece  is  an 
incredible  prize  for  the  ultimate  type  collector.  (Color  Plate) 


1921.  1 838,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Some  of  the  original  prooflike  surface  is  still  visible.  Sharp- 
ly struck  with  medium  greenish  gold  toning.  Very  scarce  first  year  of  type.  Ex  Amon 
Carter  Jr.  Sale,  Lot  740.  (Plate) 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1846  PROOF  EAGLE 


1 922.  1 846,  Choice  Proof  63  or  finer.  This  is  the  famous  Eliasberg  specimen, 
one  of  only  two  pieces  in  private  hands  and  the  only  example  to  be  offered 
for  sale  at  public  auction  in  over  50  years!  In  the  Eliasberg  catalogue, 
Q,  David  Bowers  described  the  coin  as  follows: 

“1846  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A superb  specimen.  Exceed- 
ingly rare.  So  far  as  the  writer  knows,  only  the  following  specimens 
exist: 

1 . The  example  presently  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  form- 
erly in  the  Mint  Cabinet  where  it  was  placed  at  the  time  of 
issue. 

2.  The  Pittman  coin.  Part  of  a cased  set  of  1846  Proof  coins 
owned  by  famed  numismatist  John  Jay  Pittman. 

3.  The  specimen  offered  here,  believed  to  have  been  part  of 
the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection. 

4.  A specimen  that  was  exhibited  by  the  American  Numis- 
matic Society  in  1914.  It  still  remains  in  that  collection. 

A curious  situation  existed  with  regard  to  this  coin  and  Walter 
Breen's  comments  in  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Coloni- 
al Proof  Coins.  In  that  work,  he  has  written  that  three  specimens 
are  known,  numbers  one  and  two  as  enumerated  above  and  an 
additional  specimen  belonging  to  William  H.  Woodin  and  dis- 
played at  the  1 91 4 American  Numismatic  Society  Exhibition.  As 
it  happens,  the  “Woodin”  specimen  belongs  to  the  ANS  as 
disclosed  by  Dr.  Richard  Doty  who  kindly  furnished  information 
with  regard  to  the  Society’s  holdings.  The  third  specimen  listed 
above  was  unknown  to  Breen  at  the  time. 

Exceedingly  rare  and  eminently  desirable.  One  of  the  foremost 
prizes  among  the  eagles  offered  here. 

From  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection.  1 942.  Earlier  from  an  Elmer  S.  Sears  sale. 
December  1921." 

This  magnificent  coin  realized  $46,200  in  the  Eliasberg  Sale  in  1 982  and 
should  realize  a six  figure  amount  today.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1882-S  EAGLE 


1923.  1882-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  is  the  FINEST  KNOWN  1882-S 
Py  3 substantial  margin.  (PCGS  has  graded  7 pieces  in 
MS-60,  none  higher;  NGC  has  graded  one  in  MS-60,  that’s  all.)  It  is  really 
quite  an  amazing  coin  with  very  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  su- 
perb  rich  orange  gold  and  coppertoning.  The  reverse  is  nearly  pristine  and 
the  obverse  has  only  a few  faint  hairlines. 

The  1882-S  has  never  received  any  attention  whatsoever  as  a rare 
date.  The  Red  Book  and  all  other  pricing  guides  list  this  as  little  more  than 
a common  date.  Wrong!  There  is  nothing  common  about  this  issue  (even 
VF  and  EF  quality  coins  are  scarce)  and  in  full  mint  state  it  Is  very  rare.  In 
MS-63  or  better  condition,  it  is  extremely  rare  and  in  this  gem  condition  it 
may  well  be  unique. 


1924.  1901,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Frosty  and  well  struck  with  light  orange  gold 
toning.  The  reverse  is  gem  quality,  the  obverse  has  only  a few  light  hairlines.  (Plate) 


THE  ELIASBERG  1901-S  EAGLE 


1925.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A magnificent  specimen  that  is 
of  “direct  from  the  Mint"  quality,  having  been  obtained  from  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  at  face  value  by  John  H.  Clapp  in  March  1 901 . It  was  kept 
in  Clapp's  Collection  for  the  next  41  years  before  being  sold  with  the  entire 
Clapp  Collection  to  Louis  Eliasberg  in  1942.  The  Eliasberg  Collection 
remained  intact  until  1982  when  the  gold  portion  of  the  collection  was 
sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries;  this  coin  was  sold  as  Lot  825  for 
$7,1 50.  The  reverse  of  the  coin  is  literally  perfect  and  the  obverse  is  also 
extremely  clean  with  only  a few  trivial  marks.  The  lustre  and  color  are  both 
first-rate,  with  the  rich  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning  being  particularly 
appealing. 
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A SECOND  OUTSTANDING  1901-S  EAGLE 


1 926.  1 901  -S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A completely  original  specimen  with  excellent  lustre, 
a bold  strike,  and  superb  greenish  gold  and  orange  color.  Very  clean  surfaces  with 
only  a few  miniscule  bagmarks. 


1927.  1903-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A highly  lustrous,  satiny  specimen 
with  brilliant  medium  golden  toning.  Gem  quality  reverse,  only  a few  light  marks  on 
the  obverse. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1904-0  EAGLE 


1 928.  1 904-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  soft,  satiny  lustre  and 
beautiful,  original  medium  gold  color  with  a very  slight  greenish  tint.  Very  tew  marks, 
the  reverse  is  especially  clean.  A very  scarce  date  in  any  condition  and  definitely  rare 
above  MS-63.  (PCGS  has  graded  only  22  pieces  in  mint  state  including  just  six  above 
MS-62.  Compare  this,  for  instance,  to  the  commonest  date  of  the  type,  the  1901-S, 
with  nearly  1 ,800  pieces  graded  above  MS-62.  That's  a factor  of  300  difference!  Do 
you  agree  that  the  rarer  dates  are  undervalued  in  comparison  to  the  most  common 
ones?) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  OFF-CENTER  1906-D  EAGLE 


1 929.  1 906-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Struck  off-center  without  a collar  and  thus 
without  reeding.  Super  satiny  surfaces  that  are  very  lustrous  and  have  rich 
orange  gold  color.  A few  faint  hairlines  but  no  marks  of  significance.  Gold 
error  coins  are  extremely  rare;  the  Mint  always  took  great  care  to  ensure 
that  such  pieces  never  escaped  but  this  one,  and  a few  others  of  other 
dates  and  types,  managed  to  find  their  way  out.  Generally,  however,  sharp 
eyed  inspectors  caught  the  errors  and  returned  them  to  the  melting  pot. 


RARE  AND  POPULAR  1907  WIRE  EDGE  EAGLE 


1930.  1907,  Wire  Edge,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC).  An  excellent 
example  of  this  rare  and  popular  issue,  Saint-Gauden’s  beautiful  Indian 
Head  design  as  he  originally  intended  it.  This  specimen  has  outstanding 
lustre  and  a very  sharp  strike.  The  color  is  a bright  medium  yellow  gold  and 
the  surfaces  show  the  many  raised  die  swirls  that  are  the  “fingerprint"  of 
this  issue.  Under  a glass,  a few  small  contact  marks  can  be  seen  but  the 
overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  sufficiently  good  that  it  could  reasonably 
be  claimed  to  be  a virtual  gem. 

The  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagle  is  technically  a pattern  (Judd  1774)  since 
only  a small  number  (500 pieces  according  to  a letter  from  Henry  Chapman 
to  John  Work  Garrett  in  February  of  1 908)  were  struck  to  see  the  final  result 
of  Saint-Gaudens ' original  Indian  Head  design.  None  were  intended  for  or 
released  Into  circulation.  Despite  its  pattern  status,  the  1907  Wire  Edge 
Eagle  Is  universally  collected  along  with  the  regular  issues  of  the  Indian 
Head  type.  Of  the  original  500  pieces  struck,  perhaps  50%-60%  still  exist 
today.  (Color  Plate) 
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1931.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  No  periods,  the  regular  issue.  A fully 
struck  specimen  with  fabulous  lustre  and  color,  an  ultra  rich  deep  gold.  A few  faint 
hairlines  are  visible  on  very  close  inspection  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  superb.  Ex- 
ceptional eye  appeal.

1932.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  No  periods,  the  regular  issue.  Excep- 
tional brilliance  and  lustre.  Very  sharp  for  the  issue,  a few  obverse  hairlines  on  the 
face  and  neck  but  otherwise  very  clean. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1908  NO  MOTTO  EAGLE 


1 933.  1 908,  No  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  is  the  Kruthoffer  specimen, 
one  of  the  finest  examples  known,  sold  with  his  collection  by  Paramount 
on  September  14,  1981  where  it  realized  $9,500  and  was  catalogued  as 
follows: 

“A  boldly  struck,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with  fantastic  natural 
orange  toning.  There  are  a couple  of  miniscule  bagmarks  on  the 
obverse  but  the  reverse  is  essentially  perfect.  We  have  seen  a 
few  comparable  specimens,  but  none  distinctly  finer  and  certain- 
ly nothing  to  compare  with  it  in  the  last  five  years.  An  incredible 
coin  in  all  respects! 

The  1908  No  Motto  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any 
regular  issue  Eagle  of  this  type.  Only  33,500  were  struck  and 
although  this  issue  is  not  as  rare  in  gem  condition  as  many  of  the 
mintmarked  issues,  it  is  definitely  the  second  rarest  regular 
issue  Indian  Head  Eagle  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  after  the 
extremely  rare  1933.  ” 
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VIRTUALLY  FLAWLESS  1908  PROOF  EAGLE 


1934.  1908,  Superb  Proof  67.  With  Motto.  A magnificent,  utterly  superb  speci- 
men that  is  virtually  flawless  and  as  struck.  The  strike  is  perfect  and  the 
color  is  a gorgeous  deep  olive  brown  with  a hint  of  orange.  The  surfaces 
are  free  of  spots,  discolorations,  hairlines,  highlights  or  any  other  imper- 
fections. It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  any  of  the  surviving  35-40  specimens 
(out  of  just  116  struck)  could  surpass  this  one  in  overall  quality  (Color 
Plate) 


HIGHEST  CERTIFIED  1910  EAGLE 


1 935.  1 91 0,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  As  of  May  1 , 1 990,  this  is  the  high- 
est graded  1910  Indian  Head  Eagle  and  the  only  one  graded  MS-66  by 
PCGS.  It  is  well  struck  with  beautiful  natural  color  and  lustre  and  virtually 
flawless,  “soft”  frosty  surfaces.  Certainly  one  of  the  finest  known  examples 
of  the  date,  a fact  that  will  not  go  unnoticed  by  the  many  Indian  Head  Eagle 
specialists  and  collectors.  (Color  Plate)

1 937.  1 91 0-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Another  very  choice  specimen  with  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces,  a sharp  strike  and  bright  yellow  gold  color.  A few  faint  hairlines  but 
no  bagmarks.  (Plate) 

1938.  1911,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Medium  greenish  gold  and  rose  toning  and 
very  lustrous  surfaces.  The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and,  other  than  a stray  hairline 
or  two,  is  really  a borderline  gem.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1914  EAGLE 


1939.  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  original,  sharply  struck  coin  with  very  nice  lustre 
and  beautiful  light  to  medium  gold  toning.  The  obverse  is  extremely  clean  and  nearly 
unmarked,  the  reverse  has  a few  light  bagmarks.  Excellent  overall  eye  appeal.  A 
distinctly  underrated  issue,  much  more  difficult  to  find  in  high  grade  than  most  of  the 
P-Mint  issues  of  the  series  including  the  1907  No  Periods,  1908  With  Motto,  1910, 
1911,  1913  and  1915  not  to  mention  the  1926  and  1932. 


VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1914-D  EAGLE 


1 940.  1 91 4-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Incredible  lustre  and  color;  fully  struck.  One 
hairline  on  Liberty's  face  but  otherwise  a full  gem.  Unbelievable  eye  appeal;  we 
cannot  recall  ever  seeing  another  1914-D  Eagle  quite  this  flashy. 
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1941. 


Uncirculated  65.  A gorgeous  gem  example  of  this  scarce  date.  It  is 
completely  original  with  very  clean,  lustrous  surfaces,  a full  strike  and  lovely  medium 
yel  ow  gold  toning.  One  of  the  commonest  dates  of  the  series  but  rare  in  gem  mint 
PS'^'cular,  more  rare  in  this  grade  than  the  1907  No  Periods,  1908  With 
Motto,  1 91 0 or  1 91 1 , as  well  as  the  common  1 926  and  1 932. 


1942.  1915,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  beautiful  1915  $10  with  superb  lustre,  deep 
yellow  gold  color  and  virtually  no  marks  of  any  kind.  Sharply  struck  and  extremely 
attractive  overall.  Fairly  common  in  the  lower  mint  state  grades  but  definitely  rare  in 
this  gem  condition. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1915-S  EAGLE 


1943.  1915-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A very  sharply  struck  and  lustrous 
specimen  with  brilliant  yellow  gold  color.  Some  light  bagmarks  and  faint 
hairlines  on  both  sides  but  nothing  serious.  Mostly  frosty  but  with  some 
lustrous,  satiny  areas  on  the  obverse. 

The  1915-S  Eagle  is  one  of  the  rarest  issues  of  the  series.  Overall,  we 
rank  it  7th  out  of  the  32  issues  in  terms  of  population  rarity  and  12th  in 
terms  of  condition  rarity.  The  1915-S  is  more  rare  than  any  of  the  1908- 
1914  San  Francisco  Mint  issues  (except  for  the  1913-S,  of  course)  and  it 
is  also  more  rare  than  the  1916-S.  It  is  very  rare  in  any  mint  state  grade 
and  is  almost  never  available  in  MS-63  or  better  condition.  This  is  a real 
prize  for  the  Indian  Head  Eagle  collector  and  really  one  of  the  finest 
1915-S  Eagles  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  recent  years.  (The  two  finest,  one 
in  MS-65,  the  other  in  MS-66,  realized  close  to  $200,000  each  in  1989!) 
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RARE  AND  VERY  CHOICE  1916-S  EAGLE 


1 944.  1 91 6-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Sharply  struck  with  the  somewhat  subdued 
frosty  lustre  and  granularity  that  is  characteristic  of  most  known  examples  of  this 
date.  The  color  is  excellent,  medium  yellow  gold  with  a trace  of  coppery  toning,  and 
the  surfaces  are  very  clean,  only  a faint  hairline  or  two  away  from  the  gem  category. 
This  is  the  most  common  Indian  Head  Eagle  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint  but 
most  specimens  are  only  in  the  MS-60  to  62  grades.  In  MS-63  or  higher  condition,  the 
1 91 6-S  is  decidedly  rare  and  so  one  seldom  has  the  opportunity  to  obtain  an  example 
as  fine  as  this  one. 


VERY  RARE  1930-S  EAGLE 


1 945.  1 930-S,  Uncirculated  62.  In  an  MTB  Integrity  Seal  holder  graded  MS-62+. 
This  example  is  quite  typical  for  the  date.  It  is  sharply  struck  and  has  me- 
dium yellow  gold  color  with  just  a touch  of  copper.  The  surfaces  show 
some  light  bagmarks  and  hairlines  consistent  with  the  62  grade  and  there 
is  also  one  heavy  abrasion  at  the  top  of  the  headdress. 

The  1930-S  Eagle  is  one  of  the  most  famous  issues  of  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  $10  series;  in  fact,  it  is  one  of  the  most  renowned  U.S.  gold 
issues  of  the  20th  Century.  Among  Indian  Head  Eagles,  it  is  surpassed 
in  notoriety  only  by  the  1933,  1907  Rolled  Edge  and  1920-S  although  stu- 
dents of  the  series  now  recognize  that  in  uncirculated  condition,  it  is  less 
rare  than  some  other  less  famous  issues  and  ranks  squarely  in  the  middle 
of  the  series  ’ 32  issues.  Probably  about  85- 1 00  uncs  are  known,  the  ma- 
jority in  the  MS-62  to  63  range  like  this  one. 
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U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES  ($20  GOLD) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1852-0  $20 


Possibly  Second  Finest  Known 


1 946.  1 852-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of 
this  rare  date;  in  fact,  it  may  well  be  the  second  finest  known  after  the 
specimen  in  the  Browning  Collection.  This  coin  is  really  superb  in  all  re- 
spects. It  is  fully  struck  with  very  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  The 
color  is  original  and  excellent,  a rich  medium  greenish  gold  with  a trace 
of  copper  toning.  Outstanding  eye  appeal  and  only  a few  faint  hairlines 
away  from  an  even  higher  grade. 

The  1852-0  Double  Eagle  is  the  second  most  common  New  Orleans 
Mint  Double  Eagle  after  the  1851-0  and,  unlike  most  other  $20  issues 
from  fhis  Mint,  a few  uncs,  even  several  rather  choice  ones,  are  known. 
Nevertheless,  the  1852-0  still  must  be  considered  very  rare  in  mint  state 
since  the  usually  encountered  grade  is  only  VF  or  EF.  (Color  Plate)

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EXTREMELY  RARE  1854-0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1947.  1854-0,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  with  much  of  the  original 
prooflike  surface  still  intact  around  devices.  Very  lustrous  for  the  grade 
with  an  attractive  medium  greenish  gold  and  slightly  coppery  color.  No 
serious  problems  whatsoever,  just  the  normal  bagmarks  one  would  natur- 
ally associate  with  the  EF  grade. 

The  1854-0  is  one  of  the  most  famous  dates  in  the  Double  Eagle  series 
and  undeniably  one  of  the  rarest.  Among  regular  issue  Liberty  Heads,  only 
the  1 856-0  is  more  rare.  Of  the  3,250  pieces  minted,  we  estimate  that  only 
20-25  still  exist,  nearly  all  of  them  in  the  VF  to  EF  grade  range.  To  the  best 
of  our  knowledge,  the  1 854-0  is  unknown  in  full  mint  state  and  only  four  or 
five  (at  most)  are  known  in  AU.  This  specimen,  therefore,  is  in  the  second 
tier  quality-wise  of  known  specimens,  probably  ranking  in  the  top  10-12 
specimens. 


1948.  1855-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Sharply  struck  for  the  issue;  some  of  the  original 
prooflike  surface  still  visible  in  the  protected  areas.  Considerable  rubbing  and  hair- 
lines in  the  fields,  medium  orange  gold  toning.  One  of  the  rarest,  yet  most  underrated 
issues  in  the  series;  only  8,000  pieces  minted. 
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1949.  1855-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A few  prooflike  areas  still  show  through  around  the 
devices.  Lots  of  light  to  medium  bagmarks  as  well  as  friction  and  rubbing  in  the 
fields  but  some  lustre  is  still  present.  Well  struck  for  an  1 855-0  Double  Eagle  A very 
rare  date  that  has  never  really  received  the  attention  it  should.  (Plate) 


1950. 


1 855-S,  Uncirculated  62.  Extremely  sharp  strike,  full  mint  frost  and  nice  orange  gold 
color.  Lightly  bagmarked  but  the  reverse  is  nearly  choice.  Small  planchet  depression 
(as  made)  under  the  first  5 in  the  date.  Very  scarce  in  mint  state. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  FAMOUS  1856-0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1951.  1856-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Similar  in  grade  and  overall  appearance  to 
the  1854-0  just  offered  although  this  piece  is  a little  more  heavily  bag- 
marked.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  is  considerable  prooflike  surface 
remaining.  The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the  color  is  a bright  greenish  yellow 
gold. 

This  is  the  rarest  regular  issue  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle,  just  slightly 
more  rare  than  the  1854-0  or  1870-CC.  One  or  possibly  two  mint  state 
examples  are  known  as  well  as  a couple  of  nice  AU  specimens  but  most 
of  the  15-18  existing  pieces  grade  only  VF  or  EF. 
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VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1857  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1952.  1857,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  This  is  the  Norweb  specimen,  possibly 
the  finest  mint  state  1857  Double  Eagle  offered  at  auction  in  the  past 
decade  or  more  and  one  of  the  top  three  or  four  known.  The  reverse  is 
fully  gem  MS-65  quality,  the  obverse  a high  end  63,  and  overall  the  coin 
could  probably  be  graded  MS-64  without  controversy.  It  has  a wonderful 
strike,  full  mint  frost,  great  lustre  and  fabulous  medium  orange  gold  color, 
totally  original  in  all  respects.  There  is  a small  milling  mark  on  the  chin  and 
a few  light  obverse  abrasions  but  the  overall  look  of  the  coin  is  really  first 
rate.  Ex  Norweb,  New  Netherlands  June  1957  Sale. 

The  1857  Double  Eagle  is  a very  scarce  date  in  all  grades  and  the 
usually  encountered  condition  is  only  VF  or  EF.  Full  mint  state  examples, 
particularly  choice  ones  like  this  and  the  following  lot,  are  very  rare  and 
the  total  number  of  such  specimens  probably  is  no  more  than  a couple 
dozen  at  most.  (Color  Plate) 


ANOTHER  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1857  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 953.  1 857,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Amazingly,  here  is  a second  high  grade  1 857  $20, 
also  one  of  the  finer  ones  known,  and  just  a little  short  of  the  preceding  lot  in  terms 
of  overall  quality.  It  is  fully  struck  and  frosty  and  has  all  of  its  original  mint  lustre  and 
color.  The  reverse  is  very  choice,  the  obverse  has  a few  light  bagmarks  and  faint 
hairlines.  Very  rare  in  this  grade. 
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1 954.  1858,  Uncirculated  62.  A highly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  example  with  a bold  strike, 
terrific  lustre  and  brilliant,  medium  coppery  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  have  a fevv 
light  hairlines  but  almost  no  bagmarks  or  abrasions.  Much  lower  mintage  than  the 
1 857  (less  than  half)  but  of  similar  overall  rarity,  i.e.  very  scarce  in  any  condition  and 
very  rare  in  full  mint  state. 


1955,  1859-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Sharply  struck  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and  eagle  but 
weak  on  the  obverse  stars  as  usual.  Very  lustrous  with  considerable  prooflike  sur- 
face remaining  despite  a lot  of  friction  and  rubbing  in  the  fields.  Medium  greenish 
gold  color.  This  is  a very  rare  issue  in  any  condition,  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Type  I 
Double  Eagles  and  the  fifth  rarest  of  the  13  0-Mint  $20  issues  behind  only  the 
1 856-0,  1 854-0, 1 855-0  and  1 860-0,  all  of  which  are  also  included  in  this  offering. 


1 956.  1 860-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Very  prooflike  when  struck  and  some  of  it  still  shows  in 
the  protected  areas  of  the  design.  Similar  in  overall  appearance  to  the  1 859-0  just 
offered,  many  light  bagmarks  and  friction,  medium  greenish  gold  color.  Flat  stars  at 
the  left  as  usual  but  well  struck  otherwise.  This  is  an  extremely  rare  date  that  is 
essentially  unobtainable  in  full  mint  state.  It  is  the  third  rarest  0-Mint  Double  Eagle, 
somewhat  more  rare  than  either  the  1 859-0  or  1 855-0,  and  just  a little  less  rare  than 
the  1854-0  or  1856-0. 
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1 957.  1 860-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Another,  similar  to  the  preceding  lot.  Very  prooflike  with 
moderate  bagmarks  and  rubbing,  scratch  above  Liberty’s  head.  Greenish  gold  color, 
some  flat  stars  as  is  always  the  case  with  this  issue.  Only  6,600  pieces  were  struck, 
one  of  the  lowest  mintage  figures  of  any  Double  Eagle. 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1861  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 958.  1 861 , Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  A completely  original  coin  with  full 
frosty  mint  lustre  and  natural  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  just  a trace  of 
light  copper  toning.  Sharply  struck  with  full  stars.  Very  clean  surfaces  with 
only  a few  very  faint  hairlines  and  almost  no  bagmarks.  Excellent  overall 
eye  appeal.  Relatively  common  by  Type  I $20  standards  but  choice  speci- 
mens like  this  are  actually  very  rare.  PCGS  has  graded  only  8 pieces  in 
MS-63  and  just  3 higher.

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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1862  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1959.  1862,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  This  is  the  FINEST  KNOWN  1862 
Double  Eagle  by  a substantial  margin.  Only  a handful  of  true  uncs  are 
known  to  exist  and  none  of  the  others  even  compare  to  this  coin.  PCGS 
and  NGC  have  each  graded  only  a single  mint  state  1862,  MS-61  and 
MS-62  respectively  (the  same  coin  perhaps?),  and  even  in  the  circulated 
grades,  the  1862  is  not  seen  all  that  often.  This  coin  is  something 
exceptional.  It  is  fully  struck  with  outrageous  color  and  lustre  and  ultra 
flashy,  semi-propflike  surfaces.  The  surfaces  do  have  a few  very  light 
bagmarks  and  faint  hairlines  but  overall  the  coin  has  incredible  “blast”  and 
eye  appeal.  This  is  a one-of-a-kind  coin  that  we  don’t  feel  could  be 
duplicated  at  any  price.

POSSIBLY  UNIQUE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1863  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1960.  1863,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Like  the  1862  just  offered,  this 
1 863  is  the  FINEST  KNOWN  by  far,  nothing  else  is  even  close  The’coin 
IS  fully  struck  with  superb  lustre  and  completely  original  medium  coppery 
gold  toning.  It  is  only  a few  light  hairlines  away  from  gem  quality  (We  feel 
It  should  have  been  graded  MS-64  as  it  is.  We  have  handled  many  Liberty 
Head  twenties  in  MS-64  holders  that  were  not  as  nice  as  this  piece  This 
IS  the  one  and  only  mint  state  1 863  Double  Eagle  graded  by  PCGS;  NGC 
has  graded  none.  Note:  As  a date,  the  1 863  is  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  1 862 
but  in  mint  state  it  is  even  rarer.  However,  both  this  coin  and  the  1862  just 
offered  are,  in  our  experience,  UNIQUE  in  the  choice  condition  in  which 
they  appear  here.

1961.  1 863-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Another  one-of-a-kind  coin  like 
the  1862  and  1863  just  offered,  and  very  probably  the  FINEST  KNOWN 
example.  Again,  the  grading  is  extremely  conservative  and  this  coin  is 
better  than  a lot  of  MS-64’s  we  have  seen  of  commoner  dates.  It  has  a 
super  sharp  strike  and  very  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  that  display  beautiful 
medium  orange  gold  toning.  The  reverse  is  virtually  gem  quality  with  only 
one  bagmark  to  the  left  of  the  T in  TWENTY.  The  obverse  is  really  clean 
with  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks.  PCGS  has  graded  only  four  examples  in 
mint  state,  two  in  MS-61 , one  in  MS-62  and  this  single  piece  in  MS-63; 
NGC  has  not  yet  graded  a single  specimen,  not  even  a circulated  one.

RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1867  $20 


1962.  1867,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lustrous  and  original  with  semi-prooflike  surfaces, 
a full  strike  and  beautiful  medium  orange  gold  color.  The  reverse  is  close  to  gem,  the 
obverse  has  light  to  moderate  bagmarks.  One  of  a small  hoard  of  bagmarked  uncs 
found  in  Europe  in  the  1 960’s.  (The  number  was  in  the  hundreds,  not  the  thousands 
as  claimed  elsewhere.) 
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FLASHY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1876  $20 


1963.  1876,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  A very  “flashy”  specimen  with 
terrific  color  and  superbly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Some  minor 
bag  abrasions  on  the  obverse;  extremely  clean  reverse  except  for  a small 
abrasion  in  the  shield.  Type  Two  Double  Eagles  of  this  choice  quality  are 
both  very  rare  and  highly  desirable  as  type  coins.  NGC  has  only  graded 
8 pieces  of  this  date  in  63  and  just  one  higher,  a 64.  (PCGS  has  graded 
13  in  63  and,  again,  just  a lone  64  specimen  with  none  higher.) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1878  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1964.  1 878,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Yet  another  candidate  for  FINEST  KNOWN, 
certainly  equal  to  or  better  than  any  other  we  have  seen.  PCGS  has  graded  21  pieces 
in  the  MS-60  to  62  grades  but  this  is  the  one  and  only  1 878  Double  Eagle  that  has 
been  graded  as  high  as  MS-63.  This  coin  is  super  frosty  and  original  with  full  mint 
lustre  and  beautiful  medium  orange  gold  color.  As  is  often  the  case  with  Liberty  Head 
Double  Eagles,  the  reverse  is  close  to  gem  quality;  however,  the  obverse  has  some 
very  light  but  unobtrusive  bagmarks.  An  extremely  underrated  date. 
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VERY  RARE  BORDERLINE  UNO  1878-CC  $20 


1965.  1878-CC,  Almost  Uncirculated  58.  A “slider”  or  borderline  unc  that  ranks  with  the 
finest  1 878-CC  Double  Eagles  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  very  lustrous  with  brilliant  light 
yellow  and  orange  gold  color.  The  strike  is  very  strong  and  the  satiny  surfaces  have 
just  a trace  of  friction  and  some  light  hairlines.  Only  1 3,1 80  pieces  were  struck  and, 
in  our  opinion,  the  1 878-CC  is  the  fourth  rarest  CC-Mint  Double  Eagle,  even  a bit  more 
rare  than  the  lower  mintage  1879-CC.  Virtually  all  known  specimens  grade  only  VF 
or  EF  and  we  know  of  only  one,  the  former  Milt  Kaufman  coin,  that  has  any  legitimate 
claims  to  being  choice  mint  state. 


VERY  RARE  1885  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1966.  1885,  Almost  Uncirculated  53  (PCGS).  Moderately  bagmarked,  very  deep  yellow 
and  orange  toning.  Partially  prooflike,  partially  satiny.  Very  lustrous  and  boldly  struck. 
With  an  ultra  low  mintage  of  only  750  business  strikes,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  1 885 
Double  Eagle  is  very  rare  in  any  condition.  This  specimen  is  about  typical  of  what  is 
generally  available. 


Enlarged  Photographs 

Most  of  the  photographs  in  Session  Four  have  been  enlarged 
to  a minimum  of  30  millimeters.  The  photographs  of  certain 
featured  coins  have  been  enlarged  to  50  or  60  millimeters. 
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1 967  1 885-CC,  Uncircujated  60.  Lustrous  and  fully  struck  with  a partially  prooflike  surface 
and  attractive  medium  greenish  gold  and  rose  toning.  Small  copper  stain  at  the  left 
side  of  the  shield.  A few  tiny  obverse  rim  nicks  but  the  surfaces  are  relatively  clean 
and  the  coin  is  very  flashy  overall.  A very  rare,  low  mintage  date  (9,450  struck)  that 
is  seldom  seen  much  better  than  EF.  We  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  a gem  example 
of  this  date  or  even  a particularly  choice  one  and,  therefore,  we  feel  that  this  is  quite 
likely  one  of  the  finest  known. 


THE  FINEST  KNOWN  MINT  STATE  1886  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 968.  1 886,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A brilliant,  glittering  specimen  with  superb 
natural  greenish  gold  toning,  radiant  mint  lustre  and  almost  fully  prooflike 
fields.  The  strike  is  very  sharp,  but  the  rims  are  rounded  as  one  would 
expect  on  a business  strike,  and  the  mostly  mirror  fields  have  patches  of 
mint  frost.  There  is  one  tiny  bagmark  on  the  cheek,  but  the  surfaces  are 
otherwise  remarkably  clean  for  a business  strike.  There  are  virtually  no 
other  bagmarks,  and  only  a few  of  the  faintest  of  hairlines.  In  our  opinion, 
this  is  the  “FINEST  KNOWN”  business  strike  1886  Double  Eagle,  sur- 
passing the  R.  L.  Miles-Stack’s  April  1975  Sale  specimen,  the  only  other 
choice  mint  state  piece  known. 

Only  1, 000  Double  Eagles  were  minted  in  1 886  for  commercial  purposes. 
Some  experts  have  estimated  that  only  8-10  business  strikes  still  exist. 
We  feel  that  estimate  Is  a bit  low,  but  certainly  the  number  cannot  be  more 
than  20-25.  Nearly  all  of  these  are  circulated,  Extremely  Fine  and  About 
Uncirculated  being  typical,  and  we  know  of  only  two  mint  state  pieces  other 
than  this  and  the  aforementioned  Miles  coin,  neither  of  which  is  especially 
choice.  So  anyone  putting  together  a top  grade  collection  of  Liberty  Head 
Double  Eagles  must  either  settle  fora  Proof,  find  and  talk  the  current  owner 
out  of  the  somewhat  lesser  Miles  piece,  or  bid  generously  on  this  coin.  The 
last  option  makes  the  most  sense!  (Color  Plate) 
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1969.  1886,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A lustrous,  fully  struck  specimen  with  attractive  light 
coppery  gold  color.  Considerable  original  prooflike  surface  remaining  although  there 
is,  of  course,  rubbing  and  moderate  bagmarks  on  the  surfaces  consistent  with  the 
EF  grade.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest,  lowest  mintage  dates  of  the  entire  Liberty  Head 
Double  Eagle  series.  Only  1 ,1 06  pieces  were  minted  and,  overall,  the  1 886  is  actually 
even  a bit  rarer  than  the  1 885,  of  which  only  828  were  struck.  Proofs  are  more  often 
available  than  business  strikes  and  this  piece  represents  the  quality  of  business  strike 
that  is  typically  available. 


1970.  1891-CC,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  with  good  lustre.  Much  original 
prooflike  surface  remains,  especially  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  design.  Rubbing 
and  friction  in  the  fields;  medium  gold  color  with  a trace  of  copper  colored  toning.  Only 
5,000  pieces  were  struck  of  this  issue  and,  in  terms  of  population  rarity,  the  1 891  -CC 
is  the  third  rarest  Carson  City  Mint  Double  Eagle  after  the  1870-CC  and  1871-CC. 
True  uncs  are  exceedingly  rare  and,  generally  speaking,  the  1891-CC  is  all  but  un- 
obtainable above  this  grade. 


1971 . 1892,  Almost  Uncirculated  53.  Mostly  prooflike  but  with  mint  frost  in  some  areas. 
(All  business  strike  1 892  Double  Eagles  have  this  type  of  surface.)  The  surfaces  are 
moderately  bagmarked  but  they  have  great  lustre  and  rich  yellow  gold  and  pale  rose 
toning.  A very  flashy,  fully  struck  coin.  The  1 892  $20  is  a rare,  low  mintage  issue  with 
only  4,523  pieces  struck. 
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VERY  CHOICE  PROOF  1901  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 972.  1 901 , Very  Choice  Proof  64  (PCGS).  Lovely  two-tone  cameo  appearance 
with  a lightly  frosted  head  and  eagle  and  deep  mirror  fields.  Extraordinary 
brilliance  and  full  original  proof  lustre  and  color.  The  reverse  is  virtually 
flawless  and  the  obverse  has  no  more  than  a few  extremely  faint  hairlines. 
A premium  quality  coin  that  is  really  a virtual  gem.  To  date  (as  of  May  1 
1 990),  no  1 901  Proof  Double  Eagle  has  been  graded  “Proof  65”  by  either 
grading  service  and  only  three  others  as  high  as  this.  Just  96  proof  Double 
Eagles  were  struck  in  1901  and  we  seriously  doubt  that  more  than  25-30 
still  exist,  few  of  which  can  match  the  quality  of  this  specimen.  For  more 
than  40  years  this  coin  resided  in  the  same  collection  until  it  was  consigned 
to  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.’s  session  of  Auction  ’90.  (Color  Plate) 


1 973.  1904,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A satiny,  super  lustrous  specimen  with  beau- 
tiful, medium  orange  gold  color  and  no  more  than  a few  trivial  marks.  By  far  the 
commonest  Liberty  Head  $20  and  really  the  only  date  that  is  available  with  any 
regularity  in  gem  condition. 

1 974.  A pair  of  choice  Double  Eagles,  one  dated  1 904,  the  other  1 923-D.  Both  have  been 
graded  and  encapsulated  by  NGC.  The  1904  grades  MS-63  and  is  a brilliant 
specimen  with  full  original  color  and  lustre.  The  1 923-D  grades  MS-64  but  looks  like 
a gem  to  us.  It  has  superb  copper  gold  color.  Two  pieces. 
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GEM  MINT  STATE  1907  MCMVIl  $20 


1 975.  1 907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Flat  Rim,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A magnificent 
gem  specimen  from  the  Marcus  Brown  Estate  Sale  (Bowers  & Merena, 
November  1983),  Lot  4436,  where  it  was  described  as  “exceptional  in 
every  detail  with  an  absolute  minimum  of  surface  marks  and  nary  a trace 
of  hairlines  or  slide  marks  that  commonly  plague  these  large  heavy  coins.” 
We  will  also  add  that  the  coin  has  superb  lustre,  virtually  unmarked 
surfaces  and  beautiful  rich  greenish  gold  color  with  some  traces  of  light 
copper  toning. 

There  is  no  official  mint  record  of  the  breakdown  of  the  1 1,250  High 
Relief  Double  Eagles  minted  into  the  number  of  Wire  Rim  pieces  struck  and 
the  number  of  Flat  Rim  pieces  minted.  This  is  because  it  was  not  the  mint's 
intention  to  strike  two  different  varieties.  The  varieties  actually  occurred  by 
accident  when  the  first  pieces  struck  (the  Wire  Rim  coins)  were  struck  using 
a collar  that  either  did  not  fit  properly  or  was  insufficiently  tight.  The  pres- 
sure from  the  repeated  blows  required  to  bring  up  the  design  properly 
forced  metal  up  where  the  edge  of  the  coin  meets  the  collar  to  form  a thin 
wire  rim.  When  the  collar  problem  was  discovered  and  corrected  (after  the 
majority  of  High  Reliefs  had  been  struck),  this  so-called  Flat  Rim  variety 
resulted.  In  our  opinion,  based  upon  the  relative  rarity  of  the  two  varieties, 
two-thirds  to  three-fourths  of  the  1 1,250  pieces  minted  were  the  Wire  Rim 
variety,  the  balance  the  Flat  Rim  variety.  (Color  Plate) 


1976.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  struck  with 
a very  high  wire  rim  in  places.  Very  good  lustre  and  lovely  medium  yellow  gold  color 
with  a trace  of  copper  toning.  A very  choice  example  of  the  most  beautiful  and  artistic 
coin  ever  struck  for  commercial  purposes.  Only  1 1 ,250  pieces  were  minted,  by  far  the 
lowest  number  of  any  issue  in  the  popular  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle  series. 
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1977.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Uncirculated  60.  Medium  gold  color.  Some 
faint  hairlines  on  both  sides.  Ultra  high  wire  rim  with  several  nicks  in  it.  One  of  the  most 
popular  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins  due  to  its  low  mintage  and  incredibly  beautiful  design. 


1978.  1907,  Arabic  Numerais,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  An  original,  well  struck  coin  that 
has  a legitimate  claim  tp  a higher  grade.  It  has  superb,  medium  orange  gold  color,  full 
frosty  mint  lustre  and  virtually  no  marks.  Common  in  the  lower  mint  state  grades  but 
very  scarce  in  full  MS-65  or  better  condition. 

1 979.  1 908,  No  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A premium  quality  coin  that  is  at  the 
very  highest  end  of  the  65  grade  range.  It  is  sharply  struck,  very  lustrous  and 
extremely  clean.  The  frosty  mint  surfaces  are  a very  beautiful,  medium  orange  gold 
color. 

1 980.  1 908,  No  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Another,  equally  choice  and  of  similar 
premium  quality.  The  strike,  lustre  and  color  are  all  first-rate  and  the  surfaces  are 
extremely  clean  and  free  of  marks. 


1981 . 1908-D,  With  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A satiny,  very  lustrous  specimen  with 
a bold  strike  and  attractive,  medium  orange  gold  toning.  Excellent  overall  appearance 
with  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  virtually  no  bagmarks.  Scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  this 
grade  despite  the  discovery  of  a group  of  very  choice  pieces  in  Central  America  in 
1 983.  (This  does  not  appear  to  be  one  of  the  coins  from  that  group.) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  1908-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 982.  1 908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A really  outstanding  example  of  this  rare, 
low  mintage  date.  It  is  fully  struck  and  is  the  kind  of  1908-S  $20  with  the 
super  satiny  rather  than  the  “soft”  frosty  type  of  finish.  As  such,  it  has  even 
better  than  usual  lustre  for  the  date.  The  color  is  outstanding,  a very  rich 
orange  gold,  and  the  coin  has  virtually  no  bagmarks.  Only  a few  light 
hairlines  keep  it  out  of  the  “Superb”  category.  One  of  the  finest  known 
specimens  of  the  date.  Ex  Auction  ’83,  Lot  1962,  where  it  realized  a then 
very  high  $20,900.  With  the  current  demand  for  rare  Saint-Gaudens 
Double  Eagles  at  an  all-time  high,  this  piece  should  bring  much  more  today. 
(Color  Plate) 


VERY  CHOICE  AND  UNDERRATED  1909  $20 


1983.  1909,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  possibly  better.  A satiriy,  highly 
lustrous  specimen  with  beautiful,  rich  orange  gold  toning.  The  fields  and 
devices  are  remarkably  free  of  bagmarks,  abrasions  or  even  hairlines  and 
so  it  would  not  be  stretching  the  point  to  call  this  outstanding  coin  a full  gem, 
i.e.  MS-65.  It  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  extremely  rare  and  grossly 
underrated  date  that  we  have  seen,  certainly  the  best  to  come  our  way  in 
recent  years.  Saints  have  never  been  as  popular  as  they  are  right  now  and 
virtually  everyone  collecting  today  needs  this  date  in  high  grade.  Bidding 
competition  should  therefore  be  fierce  on  this  lot. 
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1 984.  1 91 2,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a partial  wire  rim.  Very 
good  lustre  and  attractive  light  to  medium  greenish  gold  color.  Clean  fields,  a few  light 
marks  on  Miss  Liberty  and  the  eagle.  Very  scarce  date  even  in  the  lowest  mint  state 
grades  and  genuinely  rare  this  choice. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1914  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1985.  1914,  Gem  Proof  65+.  100%  fully  struck  with  a high  wire  rim  on  the 
reverse.  Deep  olive  green  color  with  just  the  slightest  hint  of  orange. 
Absolutely  no  spots,  highlights  or  rubbing  on  the  bodice,  thigh  or  eagle’s 
breast  or  wing.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  nearly  pristine,  free  of  marks 
or  hairlines,  and  overall  the  coin  is  very  close  to  Proof  66  quality. 

A mere  70  proofs  of  this  issue  were  struck.  With  surfaces  that  are  so 
fragiie  and  easiiy  marred,  how  many  could  possibly  have  survived  the 
intervening  76  years,  especially  in  this  remarkable  state  of  preservation? 
It  is  our  opinion  that  there  are  only  about  1 7-20  survivors  in  all,  no  more  than 
a handful  of  which  are  equal  to  this  gem  in  terms  of  overall  quality.  (Color 
Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1915  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1986.  1915,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fully  struck  example  of  this  rare  date  with  excellent 
lustre  and  superb,  medium  orange  gold  toning.  The  satiny  surfaces,  particularly  on 
the  obverse,  are  amazingly  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  trivial  bagmarks.  Overall 
“eye  appeal”  is  really  exceptional  and  this  coin  would  fit  nicely  into  the  finest  pos- 
sible collection  of  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles. 

1987.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A premium  quality  coin  that  is  every  bit  as  nice 
as  several  others  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen  in  MS-66  holders.  It  has  terrific  lustre 
and  beautiful  medium  orange  gold  toning.  This  is  one  of  the  nicer  examples  from  the 
hoard  that  came  to  light  in  Central  America  seven  years  ago. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1920-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1988.  1920-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Extremely  sharp  strike  for  a 
1920-S;  in  particular,  the  Capitol  Building,  stars,  leaves  on  the  rock,  and 
Liberty’s  toes  are  much  sharper  than  usually  seen.  Very  lustrous  with  rich 
orange  toning  on  the  obverse,  lighter  orange  on  the  reverse.  Virtually  no 
bagmarks  other  than  one  prominent  one  of  the  reverse  by  the  front  curve 
of  the  eagle’s  left  wing.  Some  light  hairlines  on  both  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse.  Better  than  the  choice  specimen  in  our  session  of  Auction  ’89  that 
realized  $28,600. 

The  1 920-S  is  one  of  the  premier  rarities  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  Double 
Eagle  series  from  the  standpoint  of  population  rarity  as  well  as  condition 
rarity.  In  fact,  it  is  the  fourth  rarest  collectible  Issue  after  the  1927-D,  1907 
Extremely  High  Relief  and  1921  with  perhaps  only  40-50  total  pieces 
known,  some  of  those  circulated.  In  MS-63  or  better  condition,  it  is  likely 
that  no  more  than  10  or  12  such  quality  pieces  still  exist.  This  piece,  then, 
is  a very  important  coin  and  it  should  realize  a solid  mid-five  figure  winning 
bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1921  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1989.  1921,  Uncirculated  61.  An  honest  mint  state  1921,  not  the  “slider"  kind 
that  often  is  passed  off  as  uncirculated . Actually,  the  obverse  is  considerably 
better  than  61  quality  and  overall  the  coin  gives  the  appearance  of 
being  “Choice”.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  for  a 1 921  and  the  surfaces,  lustre 
and  color  are  both  original  and  of  excellent  quality.  The  color  is  particularly 
appealing,  a rich  greenish  gold  with  a slight  orange  tint.  Without  a 
doubt,  one  of  the  finer  1921  Double  Eagles  to  be  offered  at  auction  in 
the  past  decade  since  nearly  all  the  others  to  appear  have  been  somewhat 
short  of  mint  state. 

With  the  exception  of  the  1927-D  and  1907  Extremely  High  Relief,  the 
1 921  Double  Eagle  is  the  premier  date  of  the  series  in  mint  state.  It  is 
decidedly  rarer  than  the  1 920-S  ( this  has  become  clear  only  In  the  past  few 
years)  and  Is  far  more  rare  than  any  of  the  popular  late  date  Saints  from 
1 929- 1 932.  This  date  is  high  on  the  want  list  of  nearly  every  Saint-Gaudens 
collector  and  so  we  anticipate  a great  deal  of  interest  and  bidding  activity 
on  this  lot.  (Color  Plate) 


1 990.  1 922-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Sharply  struck  with  truly  amazing  lustre  tor 
a 1 922-S.  The  reverse  is  fabulous,  fully  gem  quality,  but  the  few  light  hairlines  on  the 
obverse  are  just  enough  to  keep  the  coin  out  of  the  gem  classification  overall.  The 
color  is  a rich  yellow  gold  with  a trace  of  copper.  Excellent  eye  appeal  and  definitely 
an  “arm’s  length"  gem.  Note:  A small  hoard  of  choice  mint  state  examples  of  this  rare 
date  was  discovered  in  Central  America  in  1983  but  this  piece  is  quite  different  in 
appearance  and  is  probably  not  from  that  hoard. 
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1 991 . 1 924,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (NGC).  Rich  original  color,  deep  yellow  gold  with  a hint 
of  rose.  Fully  struck  and  very  lustrous  with  an  absolute  minimum  number  of  marks. 


1 992.  1 924-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Medium  orange  gold  toning  and  very  nice  lustre. 
No  mounding  under  stars;  no  rounding  of  rims  on  obverse  but  noticeable  rounding 
on  reverse.  Some  very  light  bagmarks  but  virtually  no  hairlines.  A very  nice  looking 
coin  for  the  grade  and  really  exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  find  much 
better.  At  one  time  (up  until  the  early  1 950’s),  this  was  the  “ultimate”  Saint-Gaudens 
Double  Eagle  with  no  more  than  a few  specimens  known.  However,  in  the  1 950’s  and 
1 960’s,  more  than  a hundred  mint  state  pieces  came  to  light  in  Europe  but  nearly  all 
of  them  were  moderate  to  heavily  bagmarked.  In  full  MS-65,  this  issue  is  still  ex- 
ceedingly rare,  among  the  very  rarest  in  the  series. 

1993.  1926,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  Saint-Gaudens  $20  struck  in  bright  yellow 
gold.  The  lustre  is  superb  and  the  surfaces  are  virtually  mark-free. 


RARE  GEM  1926-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1994.  1926-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  rare 
date  and  certainly  one  of  the  finest  to  be  offered  at  public  auction  in  recent 
years.  It  is  extremely  well  struck  with  great  lustre  and  superb,  original,  light 
to  medium  orange  gold  color.  There  is  a very  slight  rounding  to  the  rims 
and  the  reverse  shows  a number  of  fine  diebreaks.  (Both  of  these 
characteristics  are  quite  common  to  the  1926-S  $20.)  The  surfaces  of 
the  coin  are  remarkably  clean  with  almost  no  bagmarks  or  abrasions  of  any 
kind,  only  a few  very  faint  hairlines  of  an  altogether  trivial  nature  on  the 
eagle  and  in  the  left  obverse  field.  Exceptional  overall  eye  appeal. 
The  Amon  Carter-Steven  Duckor  specimen  and  the  coin  sold  in  Stack’s 
March,  1 990  Sale  for  a record  $74,250  (both  now  graded  MS-66  by  PCGS 
and  NGC  respectively,  the  only  examples  so  graded)  are  the  finest  seen 
of  this  date  in  the  past  decade.  This  specimen  is  close  to  the  quality  of 
those  two  and  superior  to  the  Eliasberg  specimen,  the  only  other  notably 
choice  1926-S  $20  we  have  seen  in  some  time. 
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1 995.  1 927,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Unbelievable  lustre  and  color,  deep  yellow  gold  with  a 
touch  of  rose.  Fully  struck  and  almost  mark-free.  Superb  overall  appearance,  a real 
premium  coin  for  the  grade. 


1996.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65-^.  A magnificent  specimen,  fully  equal  to 
the  example  we  sold  in  Auction  ’89  as  well  as  the  coin  that  Stack’s  sold  in 
their  March,  1990  Sale,  both  of  which  realized  $60,500.  This  coin  is 
completely  original  with  superb  lustre,  gorgeous  medium  orange  gold 
color,  rounded  rims  (common  to  1927-S),  and  a very  sharp  strike.  The 
obverse  is  extremely  clean,  almost  flawless  in  fact,  and  the  reverse  has 
only  a few  light  bagmarks.  Ex  NERCA  Sale,  July,  1980,  Lot  367,  where  it 
was  described  as  “Mint  State  66.  Possibly  the  finest  known.”  The  coin 
realized  $32,000  at  that  sale.  Note:  This  is  not  the  finest  known  but  it 
certainly  is  right  up  there  with  the  very  best  and  is  probably  in  the  Condition 
Census. 

Four  decades  ago,  the  1927-S  $20  was  considered  to  be  the  fourth 
rarest  issue  of  the  series  after  the  1924-S,  1926-D  and  1926-S  (in  that 
order)  and  was  considered  to  be  rarer  and  more  desirable  than  the 
1920-S,  1921  and  even  the  1927-D.  Eventually  a few  additional  specimens 
were  discovered  (usually  one  or  two  at  a time,  never  a quantity  to  our  know- 
ledge) and  even  today,  probably  no  more  than  60  or  so  mint  state  examples 
are  known.  (Color  Plate)

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VERY  CHOICE  1929  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1997,  1929,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A frosty,  original  specimen  with  a 
very  sharp  strike  and  lustrous,  natural,  light  to  medium  orange  gold  color. 
The  obverse  of  this  coin  is  virtually  gem  quality,  the  reverse  just  a shade 
less  due  to  some  light  but  unobtrusive  bagmarks  on  the  eagle.  The  lustre 
is  excellent,  as  is  the  overall  eye  appeal.  Finding  a 1929  $20  better  than 
this  may  prove  to  be  an  almost  impossible  task. 

All  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  Issues  from  1929-1 932  are  rare  and  extremely 
desirable,  among  the  rarest  and  most  popular  of  all  U.  S.  gold  coins  From 
a population  rarity  standpoint,  the  1929  is  the  least  rare  of  the  five  issues 
of  this  group.  Nevertheless,  it  is  still  a very  rare  coin  in  any  condition  and 
we  doubt  if  as  many  as  100  pieces  still  exist,  the  majority  of  them  in  the 
lowest  mint  state  grades  from  MS-60  to  63.  In  gem  MS-65  or  better 
condition,  the  1929  is  extremely  rare  and  underrated;  in  that  condition  it 
IS  even  harder  to  find  than  a similar  quality  1931  or  1932.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1931  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1998.  1931,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A boldly  struck  specimen  with  full 
frosty  mint  lustre  and  wondrous,  medium  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning. 
A few  bagmarks,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  are  on  the  obverse  figure, 
but  the  coin  is  so  original  and  so  pretty  that  it  still  grades  a solid  MS-64 
overall. 

For  some  unknown  reason,  the  1931  has  taken  a back  seat  to  the  1932 
over  the  years  when  it  comes  to  perceived  rarity  and  actual  value  at 
comparable  grades.  This  may  be  due  to  the  1 932's  notably  lower  mintage 
or  perhaps  its  status  as  the  last  collectible  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle, 
we  can 't  really  say.  But  the  truth  of  the  situation  is  this.  The  1931  is  actually 
more  rare  than  the  1 932  in  all  mint  state  grades  and  recent  experience  has 
shown  it  to  be  considerably  more  rare  In  MS-65  condition.  In  terms  of 
overall  population,  it  is  our  opinion  that  only  about  50-60  1931  Double 
Eagles  exist  with  that  population  spread  out  rather  evenly  over  the  grades 
from  MS-62  to  64.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1931-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 999.  1 931  -D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  great  color  and 
lustre.  The  coin  has  light  gold  centers  turning  to  much  deeper,  richer  gold 
at  the  borders.  Some  light  bagmarks  on  both  sides  but  nothing  particularly 
noticeable  or  detrimental.  Excellent  eye  appeal  and  flash.  On  a par  with  the 
1931  in  terms  of  overall  population  rarity  (50-60  total  pieces  known)  and 
certainly  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  of  all  20th  Century  U.S.  gold 
coins. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1932  $20 


2000.  1932,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A super  frosty  and  original  gem  example 
of  the  last  collectible  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle.  It  has  tremendous 
lustre  and  beautiful,  medium  orange  gold  toning.  The  strike  is  absolutely 
full  and  the  fields  are  extremely  clean.  Two  bagmarks  on  Liberty’s  waist 
and  a few  very  light  bagmarks  on  the  eagle  do  not  significantly  detract 
from  the  coin’s  great  overall  look  and  the  coin  is  solidly  in  the  middle,  if 
not  at  the  high  end,  of  the  MS-65  grade  range. 

Within  just  a few  years  after  it  was  struck,  the  1932  was  known  to 
be  a very  rare  coin  and  it  is  undoubtedly  the  case  that  virtually  the 
entire  mintage  of  1 , 101, 750 pieces  was  melted  in  1934  and  never  released. 
This  date  has  almost  never  shown  up  in  shipments  from  Europe  (not 
even  in  the  heyday  of  the  1950's,  1960's  and  early  1970’s)  and  neither 
has  any  quantity  of  more  than  a few  pieces  at  any  one  time,  and  so  it  is 
likely  that  all  of  the  50-60  survivors  were  obtained  directly  from  the  Mint  in 
the  year  of  issue.  (Color  Plate)
